First step of construction and renovation begins, natural field to be 
replaced with an artificial one and new plaza to be created

For the remainder of the school year, construction will line the football field and its surrounding area as the college be- 
gins the four steps for its renovation.

On Monday, Jan. 21, construc- 
tion began on and around the foot- 
ball field. 

The removal of grass on the 
football field is the first of a four- 
step project to renovate Burry Sta- 
dium. 


The four steps include: installa- 
tion of an artificial. surface on the 
playing field, additional exterior 
lighting, improvements to. the 
bleachers, and the construction of 
the plaza. 

The plaza will be named the Joe 
Fusco Plaza, after former football 


standout, football coach and athlet- 


ic director Joe Fusco. Fusco served 


as. athletic director from 1985- 
1999, 


As stated in an email sent to 
campus by Physical Plant Director 
Owen Wagner, the use of the track 
during the first step of construction 
will be prohibited. 

According to the email, this step 
should last for four to six weeks 
and, according to Wagner, will be 


ready by the beginning of track 
season. 

Questions have arisen as to 
why this process did not occur dur- 
ing the five week winter break 
when students were not on cam- 
pus, 

Wagner provided several rea- 
sons for the timing for the begin- 
ning of the four step project. 


Funding and the budget for the 
project are one of the main reasons 
for the January start date. The pro- 
ject is “dependent on funding” 
Wagner said. 

While some people think that 
the current projects are hindering 
athletic practices and college activi- 
ties, borough residents are more 
inconvenienced. 

Wagner pointed out that strip- 
ping the: field and prohibiting the 
use of the track in January and 
February is more of an inconve- 
nience to New Wilmington com- 
munity members who exercise by 
walking the track than the track 
and field team. 

Wagner also said that that the 
athletic department and physical 
plant agreed that this was a good 
time to begin construction. 

If construction did not begin un- 
til May, when students leave cam- 
pus for summer vacation, the 
chance of an functional field for 


football season would be question- 
able. 


“If we waited until May, it 
would have backed us up,” Wagner 
said. 

An unfinished field during foot- 
ball season would cause severe 
problems, 

The project must be finished 
before August when the football 
team returns to school to gear up 
for the season. Additionally, other 
sports teams and activities, such as 
the marching band, use the field 
during activities. 

Additionally, the project is 
weather dependent. Construction 
is hindered by heavy snowfall and 
other inclement weather. 

Essentially, the bulk of the work 
will be completed during the sum- 
mer months when it will not hin- 
der school athletic teams.

Rendell proposes major funding boost for Pa. 


HARRISBURG, Pa, (AP) - 
Rewriting Pennsylvania's educa- 
tion funding formula to give needy 
school districts more money has al- 
ways been a Politically thorny 
proposition, yet that is what Gov. 
Ed Rendell hopes to accomplish 
over six years, starting with his 
2008-09 state budget. ? 

The spending plan Rendell pre- 
sented to lawmakers on Tuesday 
calls for basic education subsidies 
to grow by nearly 6 percent, or 
$291 million. That would be the 
largest one-year increase in more 
pa two decades, the governor 


» The increase is part of a six-year 
olin to give schools a $26 billion 
infusion of state money that would 
partially fill a $4 billion education 
spending gap identified by a "cost- 
ing out" study ordered hes the Leg- 
islature and released last fall. 

And the administration is 


formula that will finally provide all 
Pennsylvania public schools with 
the resources they need to provide 
a quality education,” Rendell said 
in his budget address. 

Republican legislative leaders 
said Rendell was moving too 
quickly to implement a new fund- 
ing formula without allowing the 
Legislature to evaluate the idea 
first, however. 

The proposed formula would 
determine an "adequate" funding 
level for each district - at least or 
$8,355 per student. Districts where 
local taxpayers assume a higher 
share of education costs would get 
more state assistance toward clos- 
ing the "adequacy gap" between 
what they currently spend and 
their ideal spending level. That lev- 


el would vary based on factors a 


such as cost of living and the num- 
ber of students who are poor or 
learning English as a second lan-

Ninety-three percent of Pennsyl- 
vania's 501 school districts spend 
less money than they need to en- 


sure that all students are academi- 
cally proficient, according to the 
administration. 

Districts receiving subsidy in- 
creases that exceed a statewide in- 
flationary index would have to 
spend the excess money on state- 
sanctioned strategies to promote 
student achievement, including 
smaller class sizes; pre-kinder- 
garten and full-day kindergarten;

Adkltionally 55 districts that are 
experiencing the most persistent 
academic problems would need 
state approval for their school-im- 
provement plans. 

Lawmakers in the House and 
Senate have proposed establishing

1864 Abraham Lincoln carriage to return to public display Friday 


SOUTH BEND, Ind. (AP) ‘The 
carriage that took Abraham Lin- 
coln to Ford's Theatre the night he 
Was: assassinated will return to 
public display Friday at the Stude- 
baker National Museum. 

Made in 1864 by Wood Broth- 
ers of New York, the black 
barouche has spent the past year at 
a Pennsylvania company that spe- 
cializes in the conservation of his- 
tori¢ artifacts. 

When it arrived at the work- 
shop, the carriage was in "very 
poor condition" because of deterio- 


rating wood, leather and fabric, 
said Brian Howard of B.R. Howard 
& Associates of Carlisle, Pa, which 
did the work on Lincoln's vehicle. 
The carriage was believed to 
have been presented to Lincoln as 
a gift by the Wood family in late 
1864, just a few months before the 
President was fatally shot by John 
Wilkes Booth during a play at 
Ford's Theatre in Washington. 
After Lincoln's death, the car- 
riage was inherited by his son, 
Robert Todd Lincoln. It later was 
sold to a New York physician, FB. 


Brewer. Clement Studebaker, one 
of the founders of the Studebaker 
carriage company, bought it from 
Brewer in 1889 and displayed it 
for many years at the Studebaker 
Carriage Repository in Chicago. 

The -carriage eventually was 
moved to South Bend, where it 
was displayed at the Studebaker 
Corp. headquarters and was part of 
a collection of Studebaker-owned 
vehicles given to the city in 1969. 

The carriage was a very expen- 
sive, elegant vehicle for its day, 
Howard said. 


"This was high-end. In the auto 
world, it would be the Cadillac or 
the Lexus,” he said. 


Workers discovered the carriage 
originally wasn't black, but rather 
dark green with maroon, gold and 
white details, Howard said. The 
conservators also uncovered an 
elaborate cursive _ presidential 
monogram ~ A.L. - on each door, 
which had been painted over. 


Tornadoes tear across Southern states, 


killing at least 22 and injuring dozens 


ATKINS, Ark. (AP) - Tornadoes 
across four Southern states tore 
through homes, ripped the roof off 
a shopping mall and blew apart 
warehouses in a rare spasm of vio- 
lent winter weather that killed at 
least 22 people and injured dozens 
more. 

The twisters that slammed 
Arkansas, Mississippi, Tennessee 
and Kentucky were part of a line of 
storms that raged across the na- 
tion's midsection at the end of a 
day of Super Tuesday primaries in 
several states, Candidates includ- 
ing Hillary Rodham Clinton, 
Barack Obama and Mike Huck- 
abee even paused their victory 
speeches to remember the victims. 

A spectacular fire erupted at a 
natural gas pumping station north- 
east of Nashville that authorities 
said could have been damaged by 
the storms, and an undetermined 
number of people were reported 
dead. 


A couple and their 11-year-old 
daughter were killed in their home 
after a tornado touched down near 
the center of Atkins, a community 
of 3,000 along the Arkansas River 
in the central part of the. state 
where authorities searched in the 
dark for survivors - or more vic- 
tims. 

"This was an extraordinary 
night," said Gov. Mike Beebe. 

"When it's compounded by dark- 
ness, that makes it that much 
. more difficult." 


Emergency crews went door to 
door Tuesday night seeking other 
possible victims in Atkins, working 
amid a heavy scent from splintered 
pines. Power lines wailed along a 
street, and a deep-orange pickup 
truck rested on its side. A navy 
blue Mustang with a demolished 
front end was marked with spray 
paint to show it had been searched. 

Outside one damaged home, 
horses whinnied in the darkness, 
looking up only when a flashlight 
reached their eyes. On Southeast 
Second Street, a ranch home stood 
unscathed across the street from a 
concrete slab that had supported 
the house where three people died. 

The storms killed at least 11 
people in Arkansas, eight in Ten- 
nessee and three in Kentucky, au- 
thorities said. 

The power was knocked out 
briefly at a Little Rock convention 
hall that hosted a watch party for 
GOP presidential candidate Mike 
Huckabee, a former Arkansas gov- 
ernor, 

"While we hope tonight is a 
time for us to celebrate election re- 
sults, we are reminded that noth- 
ing is as important as the lives of 
these fellow Arkansans, and our 
hearts go out to their families," 
Huckabee said. 

At the WJ. Matthews Civic Cen- 
ter in Atkins, a shelter was empty 
except for a American Red Cross 
volunteers and a single touch- 
screen voting machine. The civic 


center had hosted an election 
precinct earlier Tuesday. 

Cell phone pictures sent to tele- 
vision stations showed a dark, 
broad funnel approaching Atkins. 
Traffic was snarled on nearby In- 
terstate 40, with tractor-trailers on 
their sides. 

At least six tornadoes touched 
down in the 100 miles between 
Oxford, Miss, and Jackson, Tenn, 
according to the National Weather 
Service in Memphis, where deaths 
and damage were also reported. 

One storm tore a large part of 
the north wall off Hickory Ridge 
Mall in Memphis. A few people 
north of the mall took shelter un- 
der a bridge and were washed 
away, but they were pulled out of 
the Wolf River with only scrapes, 
said Steve Cole of the Memphis 
Police Department. 

Later, the storms damaged a 
dormitory at Union University in 
Jackson, trapping at least three 
people who talked by phone to res- 
cuers who were trying to dig them 
out. A 2003 tornado in Jackson 
killed 11 people and a 1999 twister 
killed nine. 

In Arkansas, the Baxter County 
Sheriff's Office said debris, includ- 
ing parts of houses, blocked US. 
Highway 62. The town of Gassville 
was sealed off because of the pos- 
sibility of gas leaks resulting in an 
explosion. 

Officials do not know what 
started a fire at the Columbia Gulf

_ Natural Gas pumping station near 


Green Grove, about 40 miles from 
Nashville. The blaze could be seen 
in the night sky for miles around, 
with flames shooting "400, 500 
feet in the air," said Tennessee 
Emergency Management 
spokesman Donnie Smith. 


But the storms could have dam- 
aged the station, said Tennessee 
Highway Patrol spokesman Mike 
Browning. 

The three dead at Atkins were 
family members who died after 
their home took a direct hit, Pope 
County Coroner Leonard Krout 
said, 

"Neighbors and friends who 
were there said, 'There used to be a 
home there," Krout said. 


A tornado shredded warehous- 
es in an industrial park in 
Southaven, in northern Mississippi, 
said Desoto County Sheriff's De- 
partment Cmdr. Steve Atkinson. 


"It ripped the warehouses apart. 
The best way to describe it is it 
looks like a bomb went off," Atkin- 
son said. "A lot of fire departments 
are here and we're searching each 
warehouse to see if there was any- 
body in there. It's going to be a 
time consuming thing and we'll 
probably be searching into the 
morning.”

ed. He said his death appeared to 
be due to “natural causes, his age.” 

Once dismissed as hippie mysti- 
cism, the Hindu practice of mind 
control known as transcendental 
meditation gradually gained med- 
ical respectability. 

He began teaching TM in 1955 
and brought the technique to the 


United States in 1959, But the. 


movement really took off after the 
Beatles attended one of his lec- 
tures in 1967, 

Maharishi retreated last month 
into silence at his home on the 
grounds of a former Franciscan 
monastery, saying he wanted to 
dedicate his remaining days to 
studying the ancient Indian texts 
that underpin his movement. 

"He had been saying he had 
done what he set out to do,” Roth 
said late Tuesday. 

With the help of celebrity en- 
dorsements, Maharishi - a Hindi- 
language title for Great Seer — par- 
layed his interpretations of ancient 
scripture into a multi-million-dol- 
lar global empire. His roster of fa- 
mous meditators ran from Mike 
Love of the Beach Boys to Clint 
Eastwood and Deepak Chopra, a 
new age preacher. 

After 50 years of teaching, Ma- 
harishi turned to larger themes, 
with grand designs to harness the 
power of group meditation to cre- 
ate world peace and to mobilize 
his devotees to banish poverty 
from the earth. 

His rise to fame came with his 
association with the Beatles, who 
first.attended one of his lectures in 
August 1967 in Wales as they 
looked for a way of attaining high- 
er consciousness in the aftermath 
of that year's Summer of Love. 

The Beatles were so charmed 
by the self-effacing guru that they 
agreed to stay with at his India 
compound, starting in February 
1968, an astonishing choice for 
what was then the world's most 
celebrated music group. 

But once there, Maharishi had a 
falling out with the rock stars after 
rumors emerged that he was mak- 
ing inappropriate advances on at- 
tendee Mia Farrow. John Lennon 
was so angry he wrote a bitter 
satire, "Sexy Sadie,” in which he 
vowed that Maharishi would "get 
yours yet.” 

Maharishi insisted he had done 
nothing wrong and years later Mc- 
Cartney agreed with him. Deepak 
Chopra, a disciple of Maharishi's 
and a friend of George. Harrison's, 
has disputed the Farrow story, say- 
ing instead that Maharishi had be- 
come unhappy with the Beatles 
because they were using drugs. 

Director David Lynch, creator of 
dark and violent films, lectured at 


college campuses about the

In a telephone interview with 
The Associated Press, Lynch said it 
- aided him "in every aspect of — 

e.” 

He said he believed Maharishi 
has laid the groundwork for world 
peace, even if that was not imme: 
diately apparent from world af 
airs. ' 

"The world appears in ba 
shape on the surface, but | com- 
pare it to a tree: there are yellow 
sickly leaves dropping off but Ma- 
harishi has brought nourishment 
to the roots. Hang on for a little 
while longer, it's coming.” 

His followers say that some 5 
million people devoted 20 minutes 
every morning and evening recit- 
ing a simple sound, or mantra, and 
delving into their consciousness. 

"Don't fight darkness, Bring the 
light, and darkness will disappear,” 
Maharishi said in a 2006 inter 
view, repeating one of his own 
mantras. 

Donations and the $2,500 fee te 
learn TM financed the construc- 
tion of Peace Palaces, or medita- 
tion centers, in dozens of cities 
around the world. It paid for hun- 
dreds of new schools in India. 

In 1974, Maharishi founded a 
university in Fairfield, lowa, that 
taught meditation alongside the 
arts and sciences to 700 students 
and served organic vegetarian 
food in its cafeterias, 

In 2001, his followers founded 
Maharishi Vedic City, a town of 
about 200 le a few miles — 
north of Fairfi airfield The city requifes ».”-~ 
the construction of buildings ab’. ~: 
cording to design principles set fy: ” 
Maharishi for harmony with #r-*’ 
ture. 

Ed Malloy, a TM practitioner 
and mayor of Fairfield, said Ma- 
harishi's followers in lowa were 
spending Tuesday evening medi- 
tating and holding a "celebration 
of gratitude for everything he's giv- 
en.” 

Supporters pointed to hundreds 
of scientific studies showing that 
meditation reduces stress, lowers 
blood pressure, improves concen- 
tration and raises results for stu- 
dents and businessmen. 

Skeptics ridiculed his plan to 
raise $10 trillion to end poverty by 
sponsoring organic farming in the 
world's poorest countries. ‘Thaay 
scoffed at his notion that medita 
tion groups, acting like psychic 
shock troops, can end conilict. 

"To resolve problems through 
negotiation is a very childish ap- 
proach," he said. 

Over the years, Maharishi also 
was accused of fraud by former 
pupils who claim he failed to feach 
them to fly. "Yogic flying,” show- 
cased as the ultimate level of tran- 
scendence, was never witnessed as 
anything more than TM followers 
sitting in the cross-legged lotus po- 
sition and bouncing across spongy 
mats. 

Maharishi was born Mahesh 
Srivastava in central India, report 
edly on Jan. 12, 1917 - though fee 
refused to confirm the date or de :

She had a 13-hour window to 
vote in the Arizona presidential 
primary, but Mona Reese decided 
she couldn't wait. She didn't even 
brush her teeth or change out of 
her pajamas before leaving home. 


She found herself in line before 
dawn at the fellowship hall of a 
Methodist church in Phoenix, excit- 
edly waiting to cast a ballot for 
Sen. Barack Obama. Later she 
clutched her "I Voted Today" stick- 
er as if it were a winning lottery 
ticket. 

"I literally just woke up," she 
said, apologizing for tousled hair 
and a makeup-free face. "I'm so 
sorry. It's that important. To wake 
up at 5:45 in the morning to get 
down here and vote." 


The enthusiasm was not un- 
common on a day like no other in 
American politics, a scramble of 
primaries and caucuses that went 
coast-to-coast - and beyond, to the 
South Pacific island of American 
Samoa. 


This Tuesday was more than 
Super. It was a day in which more 
people than ever before had a say 
in who would be left standing to 
wage the long campaign for the 
presidency. 

And it produced democracy in 
some of its most dramatic forms. 


In Alaska, battered by some of 
the most brutal cold of the winter, 
voters trudged through a foot of 
new snow in some places to get to 
caucuses at convention centers, 
middle schools, a radio station — 
and at least one Chinese restau- 
rant. 


In lower Manhattan, voters in 
the New York primary elbowed 
their way past euphoric New York 
Giants fans, through tons of flutter- 
ing confetti, to get to polling places 
close to the Super Bowl victory pa- 
rade. 


In Virginia, voters were so eager 
they turned up at polling places 
across the state and deluged the 
Board of Elections with phone calls 
~and the Virginia primary isn't for 
another week. 

In Florida, election officials 
across the state fielded hundreds of 
phone calls from confused voters 
asking where they could vote 
Tuesday, apparently unaware that 
Florida's presidential primary was 
last week. 

It was the apex - so far - of an 
election season in which unusually 
wide-openi party races, markedly 
increased voter interest, and the 
most diverse set of finalists ever 
have all converged. 


Or in the words of Jessica 
Pomey, a 29-year-old Obama voter 
from Oakland, Calif: "Politics used 
to be something you didn't talk

about. Now it's everywhere, in hair 
salons, everywhere. It's part of the 
conversation." 


The geographic scale was un- 
precedented for a primary season 
— and, in a way, bigger than most 
general elections, which are fought 
mostly in a few battleground 
states. 


Voters found themselves in 
lines all over the country thinking 
about the intricate details of health 
care proposals, or the delicate state 
of Irag, or which Republican 
matched up best ‘against which 
Democrat, or the other way 
around. 


"T've been voting since | was 18, 
but this vote is one of the more.im- 
portant ones because of the impact 
it will have on a national level,” 
said Tessica Mitchell, 23, who vot- 
ed on an enclosed porch at a fami- 
ly farm in Meridian, Okla. "I just 
think it's my responsibility to get 
out and vote." 

In what amounted to a national 
primary - or maybe a_ national 
semifinal — 24 states held pri- 
maries or caucuses, the Republi- 
cans with 1,023 delegates at stake 
in 21 contests and the Democrats 
with 1,681 at stake in 22, plus 
American Samoa. 


And the candidates themselves 
made for a remarkable tableau: 
The last standing included a 
woman, a black man, a Mormon, a 
one-time prisoner of war and a 
Baptist minister. 

On the Democratic side, Oba- 
ma competed with Sen. Hillary 
Rodham Clinton. For the Republi- 
cans, former Massachusetts Gov. 
Mitt Romney did battle with Ari- 
zona Sen, John McCain. and for- 
ee Arkansas Goy. Mike Huck- 
abee. 


For remarkable scenes, it was 
also hard to beat U Lucky Dawg in 
Chicago - a hot dog joint that dou- 
bles as a touch-screen polling 
place. 


Voters there were undeterred 
by both a technical glitch that left 
just one touch-screen machine 
working or the 6-foot frankfurter 
draped in an American flag that 
loomed nearby. 


"I just feel we live in this coun- 
try, we should exercise our rights, 
you know?" said David Turow, an 
accountant who has served as an 
election judge since he was 18. As 
voters left the restaurant, he called 
after them cheerily: "See you in 
November." 


In Fayetteville, NY, 54-year-old 
sales representative Walt Klinger- 
man, a disappointed former sup- 
porter of former New York Mayor 
Rudy Giuliani, went with McCain.

The open field — the first since 
1952 in which the ballots were 
missing a sitting president or vice 
president - had voters plotting 
some mindbending hypothetical 
strategies. 


In Grayslake, Ill, where voting 
took place in a restored barn, Steve 
Greenberg couldn't decide be- 
tween Obama and Clinton - so he 
went with McCain. 


"If the Democrats lost, I'd be 
more comfortable with him,” he 
said. 


For Jamelle Chadwick, a stay-at- 
home mother in Sandy, Utah, 
Romney's Mormonism made the 
difference. 


"The standards are important in 
leadership, like integrity, honesty 
and hard work," she said, adding 
that Romney’ s experience is anoth- 
er plus. "He knows how to solve 
problems." 


And others were conflicted 
mere minutes before they cast 
their ballots. 


Outside a public school in 
Brooklyn, Carolyn Grant knew she 
wanted a Democrat to "clean up 
the mess” left by President Bush 
but could not decide which one. 
She sipped coffee and said her 
head ached. Ultimately, she went 
with Obama. 

"Hillary is probably politics as 
usual," she concluded. "I think 
Obama will do things differently." 


Daniel Schereck, a 33-year-old 
project manager discussing the 
election at a San Francisco play- 
ground named for Joe DiMaggio, 
said he opted for Clinton because 
his key issue was universal health 
insurance, 


Plus, "I know where she stands 
on the issues,” he said. "I would 
happily have voted for Obama if I 
knew what he stood for other than 
change.” 

Change — it had long since be- 
come the buzzword, used by candi- 
dates on both sides, for a contest to 
decide who should follow Bush's 
eight years in office. 


And it was not lost on Gina 
Nunez, who has never missed an 
election, primary or general, and 


found herself at that same 


Methodist church in Phoenix on 
Tuesday to vote before anyone else 
in her precinct - even before Mona 
Reese. 


Nunez, an Obama supporter, is 
43 years old and knows the rou- 
tine. Still, she said she could not 
wait to vote this time. 


"It just feels like something 
new's going to happen," she said. 
"Something different's going to 
happen with whoever we get.”

History professor published in seed 


NEW WILMINGTON, Pa. - The 
Winter 2008 issue of the Journal of 
Medieval and Early Modern Stud- 
ies includes the article “Gifts for 
the Bride: Dowries, Diplomacy, 
and Marriage Politics in Muscovy” 
written by Dr. Russell Martin, 
Westminster College associate pro- 
fessor of history. 


The article is an analysis of 
three previously unstudied, and 
largely unknown, dowry invento- 
ries for three weddings in the Mus- 
covite dynasty between 1495 and 
1506: one, a traditional alliance 
with a foreign dynasty; the second, 
with a converted Tatar Chinghisid 
residing in Muscovy; and the third, 
a domestic match between two 
Muscovite dynasts. The study 
looks comparatively at the role of 
dynastic marriage both in terms of 
foreign policy and domestic/court 
politics. 

“In it, I argue that the religious 
and financial costs and complica- 
tions of foreign matches were so 
exorbitantly high that Muscovites 
demurred from them for the next 
century and a half” Martin said. 
“The marriage in 1495, especially, 
of Grand Princess Elena (daughter 
of Ivan II the Great) with Alexan- 
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der, the Grand Duke of Lithuania, 
was so expensive and such a polit- 
ical failure that Muscovites devised 
the bride show-a parade before 
the ruler of young virgins from 
across the realm-as a way of 
avoiding complicated foreign 
matches while, at the same time, 
finding a bride from outside the in- 
ner circle of the court. This also al- 
lowed the Muscovites to avoid in- 
termarriages with non-Orthodox 
dynasties, which proved to be over- 
ly complicated and nearly impossi- 
ble to negotiate” 


‘This study emerged from a 
Faculty Forum I delivered here at 
Westminster in October 2006,” he 
continued. _ “That presentation 
gave me an opportunity to take 
some of my ideas ‘out for a spin,’ so

If I were Omar Rodriguez- 
-. Lopez, the guitaris/composer for 


the progressive outfit The Mars © 


: Volta, | probably would have con- 
sulted my Ouija board before writ- 
ing this album review. 

Luckily for me, however, I've 
never dabbled in the occult. But 


then again, 1 took no part in the 


writing of the fantastical The Bed- 
lam in Goliath, either. In fact, 
when it comes to it, my name 
should not even be mentioned in 
the same paragraph as his. 


To say the least, the record is 
far-reaching and canvasses almost 
an entire musical spectrum, from 
latin-infused jazz to technical gui- 
tar riffing. . 

Most importantly, however, The 
Bedlam in Goliath was inspired 
by Omar-Rodriguez and vocalist 
Cedric Bixler-Zavala’s experience 
with a Ouija board. However, the 
details of the situation are irrele- 
vant, as is the cause. Regardless of 
how it happened, it did happen, 
and that’s all that matters. 


“Aberinkula” lacks anything 
that resembles pop music. Atop 
groovy drum beats, psychedelic 
guitar work and hallucinatory elec- 
tronics, Bixler-Zavala’s vocals burst 
through with blessed clarity. 


Attributed chiefly to his often 
shrill, falsetto tinged vocals, his 
voice is as distinct as they come. 
“Metatron” highlights — Bixler- 
Zavala’s voice even more thor- 
oughly, and despite the fast pace, it 
slightly reminds me of Rage 
Against The Machine. 


However, as will be the case on

eerie effects - not graveyard eerie, 
but more like a magnetic-anom- 
aly-that-turns-the-sky-purple-eerie.

Protest The Hero's Fortress 
displays a level of musicianship 
that far surpasses the ability of 
what is expected of most col- 
lege-aged bands. 


The album is full of every- 
thing a metal fan is looking for. 
Guitars play scales at ridicu- 
lously fast tempos with time 
changes every few measures, 
low, chugging bass lines and a 
surprisingly diverse blend of 
hardcore-influenced screaming 
with Avenged Sevenfold-style 
singing. 


The record's opening track 


caught me off guard; the chaotic 
death metal guitars and drums 
made me expect the album to 
be more on that end of the met- 
al spectrum. Then, the vocals 
came in with progressive metal 
singing, followed by screechy 
screaming and even some high- 
pitched emo singing. 

The remainder of the songs 
has a much more pro-metal feel, 
using formulaic chord progres- 
sions and vocal melodies remi- 
niscent of Dragonforce or a less 
chaotic version of Between the 
Buried and Me. Some parts of 
the album, especially the 
melodies and drum parts on 
“Bone Marrow,” remind me of 
The Mars Volta. 


That song, the third on the al- 
bum, is by far the record's high 
point. The opening guitar riff is 
very appealing, and the song 
has an overall catchy groove. 
This song displays all of the 
band members’ talents being 
utilized to their full potential 
while keeping the listener enter- 
tained. 

Guitarists Tim Millar and 
Luke Hoskin play with such 
precision that it sounds like they 
have been playing since they 
were born. Drummer Morgan 
Carlson plays the drum parts. 
with the same level of musician- 
ship as his band mates. 

Unfortunately, the same can- 
not be said of Rody Walker's vo- 
cals.

handle hearing his voice. Some- 
thing about it just irritated me.

There are not many parts of 
the album worth noting. You 
will either like or hate the entire 
album, because every song. is 
similar in structure. Some parts 
caught my attention though. 
“Palms Read” has an instrumen- 
tal interlude at the end which 
includes a four bar section. It 
sounds like carnival music, 
which was unexpected, and the 
final song, “Goddess Gagged,”

While I enjoy the technicality 
and sheer talent of this band, | 


have a hard time recommend- 
ing Fortress to a general audi- 
ence. | have friends who are 
metal-heads and other friends 
who are music majors that will 
really like this album. But if 
metal is not your favorite style 
of music, you will not find much 
to like except for some of the 
vocal melodies. 


The reason music such as this 
is not heard often on main- 
stream radio is that it has a very 
low sing-along factor. The musi- 
cians are talented, the song-writ- 
ing is incredibly well-structured, 
but the complexity of the music 
makes it far less catchy than the 
simpler styles of music that ap- 
peal to. a wider audience.

over the years including one to 
Kenya last spring. The opportunity 
to see what they learned in class 
first-hand is what students cited as 
both exciting and irreplaceable. 

In addition to the group’s eco- 
logical exploring they also im- 
mersed in the culture. Students 
spent the 2007 fall semester study- 
ing the culture and history of 
Nicaragua under Postema. This al- 
lowed for a greater understanding 
of the people in the area. 

“One of my course's objectives 
was to have the student to read the 
material and then experience it” 
Postema said. “I think they really 
had the opportunity to fully under- 
stand the culture. It is one thing to 
hear about hunger, poverty, and 
suffering. It is another to see it and 
they did” 

For a portion of the student 
body traveling courses are an alter- 


native to studying abroad for a 


whole semester. It allows students 


to experience another culture and 
explore another place without hav- 
ing to miss a semester at the cam- 
pus. 

“Travel courses are hopefully a 
way for students to get off campus 
and broaden their horizons,” 
Postema said. “Latin America is a 
great alternative because it's af- 
fordable to students and not to 
mention tropical,”

canoes, going to Latin American 
festivals, and having the best tans 
on campus in February.

Tornadoes strike

Last week tornadoes. hit five 
Southern states causing wide- 
spread damage and more than 


fifty deaths. 


Union University in Jackson, 
Tennessee sustained severe dam- 
age. According to the school’s web- 
site, seventeen buildings received 
damage and about forty percent of 
the dorms were “severely dam- 
aged” Additionally, fifty-one stu- 
dents were taken to the hospital 
for injuries sustained during the 
twisters. 


In light of the devastating torna- 
dos, people have begun to wonder 
if Westminster is prepared to han- 
dle a natural disaster. 


According to Matthew Shaffer, 
Assistant Director of Resident Life, 
the college has severe weather 
policies, which are included in the 
“Emergency Response Plan to 
Hostile Action or Natural Disaster” 
Bill Brandt, Director of Public Safe- 
ty, keeps this plan up-to-date. 


“(The plan] is general enough to 
cover multiple types of natural dis- 
aster,” Shaffer added. 


He added that “Communication 
is a big staple of the plan” and that 
the goal is to give campus “proper 
information in a timely fashion” 


However, many people on cam- 
pus are not aware of the plan. It is 
not included in residence hall 
meetings when students are 
versed in fire safety, drug and alco- 
hol policies, and rules regarding 
visitation. When asked how stu- 
dents should know what to do dur- 
ing a weather emergency, Shaffer 
suggested that they use “common 
sense!” 


Common sense may lead stu- 
dents and other campus members 
to lower levels of buildings, but not 
everyone knows where to seek 
shelter during a severe weather 
emergency. As a general rule, peo- 
ple should head to the lowest level 
of a building and away from any 
windows, 


For example, students living in 
Berlin Village should take shelter 
in the downstairs bathroom while 
students in dorms should move to 
the lowest level and away from 
windows. 


Even though most students 
would hopefully move to safety 
without explicit instructions 
learned through tornado drills, 
how do we know that common 
sense is enough? 


Shafler explained that there are 
other precautions that the college 
takes to instruct students during 
severe weather warnings. “Weath- 
er related information is sent out 
as a reminder to the college radio 
station, website, and through 
emails,” he said. 


It is likely that email and radio 
announcements are not enough, as 
most people would not think to 
check email as a tornado ap- 
proaches campus, 

In addition, many students do 


not know about severe weather 
policies on campus. 


Senior Deborah Ward is one of 
the students who does not know 
about a response plan. “1 would 
like to be informed about any poli- 
cies,” she said.

Still, Mann commends the 
work and dedication of the 
Physical Plant and food service 
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employees were considered es- 
sential employees, required to 
be on campus despite the clos- 
ing. 

“All the physical plant and 
food service employees were 
here before | made the decision 
to close at 6:30,” Mann said. “I 
give a lot of credit to the em- 
ployees; they are so dedicated”

classes, meetings, and other 
obligations.

ously informative. 


“We're redefining femininity 
through a more modern lens,” said 
sophomore College Feminist 
Amanda Ehrhardt. 


_ Junior Zoe Anthony presented 
the monologue “The Angry Vagi- 
na,” which was a comedic argu- 
ment against trying to change the 
vagina. On the opposite end of the 
spectrum, Penn's performance of 
“Say It” depicted the hardships of 
Japanese women forced into sexu- 
al slavery. 


“One of the ways men oppress 
women is by controlling their sex- 
uality,” said co-director of the Col- 
lege Feminists and junior David 
Dean. “This is a way for women to 
reclaim their sexuality” 





A theme of female empower- 
ment and individuality recurred 
throughout the monologues. The - 
College Feminists were allowed to 
use the script for free on the condi- 
tion that they adhere to certain 
rules. One of the stipulations was 
that the College Feminists con- 
tributed 10 percent of the profits to 
the: International Justice Mission. 
In addition to a $4 admission fee, 
attendees were able to support the 
cause by bidding on the abstract 
art pieces by junior Sarah Girard. 

Founded in 1997 by Gary Hau- 
gen, members of the I[M work to 
rescue victims who have been kid- 
napped or sold into sexual slavery. 
These members labor to not only 
rescue victims, but also to provide 
aftercare, work to hold the perpe- 
trators accountable, and prevent 
future sexual crimes.

College courses seek to protect church tills 


from embezzlers, improve management 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) _ The 
globe-trotting priest from Con- 
- Necticut drove a Jaguar, shopped at 
Bergdorf Goodman and bought 
jewelry from Cartier, all of it with 
money stolen from his church's 
coffers. By the time the parish fi- 
nance council caught on, he had 
embezzled $13 million. 

Many US. churches have been 
victims of embezzlement over the 

years, reflecting not just moral 
weakness on the part of the 
wrongdoers, but lax financial con- 

trols. Often, church budgets are 

overseen by volunteers or employ- 
ees with little guidance or profes- 
sional training. 

Now, some colleges are hoping 
to prevent such faith-shattering 
abuses by offering programs de- 

voted specifically to managing 
church finances and personnel. 
- Duquesne University in Pitts- 
burgh. and Boston College started 
programs in September, and Vil- 


_ lanova University outside Philadel- 


phia is offering an online master's 
degree in church management be- 
ginning this summer. 

The concept is becoming more 
popular despite some among the 
faithful who bristle at the notion of 
the church as a business, said Ker- 
ty Robinson, executive director of 
the National Leadership Round- 


table on Church Management, a 
Roman Catholic group. 

"It is true that the church is not 
a company, and we respect and ac- 
knowledge that," Robinson said. 
"But it is comprised of people, fi- 
nances and facilities. Catholic the- 
ology demands that those are 


managed well — and not just well, 


but to the highest, exemplary de- 
grees of stewardshi 

Better financial controls might 
have led to an earlier uncovering 
of the priest sexual-abuse scandal, 
said: Charles Zech, director of Vil- 
lanova's Center for the Study of 
Church Management. Numerous 
financial red flags were missed as 
dioceses and archdioceses quietly 
settled with victims and paid for 
treatment for priests. 

More than 60 Catholic dioceses 
responding to a survey by Zech 
and a colleague reported embez- 
zlements within the past five years. 
The survey got responses from 
only about half of those contacted, 
but 60 amounts to around one- 
third of the nation’s dioceses. 
About a half-dozen of the dioceses 
that responded reported thefts of 
more than $500,000, 

"If folks were better trained in 
management, a lot of problems 
that churches face today could 
have been avoided," Zech said. 


Just last year, the Associated 
Press found reports of more than 
20 churches in 17 states dealing 
with embezzlement cases, The cas- 
es included clergy or church em- 
ployees who were either charged 
with, sentenced for, convicted of or 
= guilty to stealing religious 


The frauds involved many de- 
nominations, and included a Ro- 
man Catholic priest in Virginia 
who admitted stealing at least 
$400,000 from his parishioners 
and a Lutheran youth minister in 
Pennsylvania charged with embez- 
zling more than $68,000. 

Last fall, Boston College - a 
Catholic school, like Duquesne and 
Villanova - began offering a mas- 
ter's in pastoral ministry with a 
concentration in church manage- 
ment, It also offers dual master's 
degrees in ministry and business. 

Boston College theology profes- 
sor Thomas Groome said he be- 
came convinced the programs 
were needed after attending a con- 
vocation of clergy and laity a few 
years ago. 

"We were speaking two differ- 
ent languages,’ Groome said, "The 
business people were talking 
about economies of scale. The 
bishops and the theologians were 
talking about the church being a 


sacrament of God's reign in the 
world” 

Jon Jakoblich, one of about nine 
students in Boston College's on- 
campus program, enrolled in 
hopes of landing a management: 
role in a Catholic parish. Jakoblich, 
25, said that he wants to help with, 
strategic planning and leadership, 
and that this kind of education is 
necessary "to sustain the long- 
term health of the church.” 

At Villanova, the two-year, part- 
time master's program is expected 
to garner about two dozen applica- 
tions from Catholics and Protes- 
tants alike, Zech said. So far, about!

Courses include financial reporting’ 
and controls; civil law and church 
law for church administrators; and 
personnel management.

Trailers FEMA bought after 2005 hurricanes 


may be used as awa! for tornado victims 


tornadoes that the victims would 
need some of the trailers. 

FEMA Administrator R. David 
Paulison said Friday on a tour of 
the damage that the agency would 
prefer putting storm victims in 
rental property, although he ac- 
knowledged that could be difficult 
in rural areas. 

"Knowing rural Arkansas and 
the areas that were hit, there's not 
a lot of rental property,’ Maxwell 
said. "Then you're stuck with mo- 
bile homes." 

Maxwell said the number of 
trailers released would depend on 
the number of people who called 
FEMA and requested help, as op- 
posed to simply releasing a blan- 
ket number. FEMA already hired a 
contractor to prepare and possibly 
move the trailers to people in need, 
he said. 

Tennessee state officials esti- 
mate the tornadoes destroyed 517 
homes and 61 mobile homes, and 
estimates in Arkansas suggest 
about 300 homes were destroyed, 
likely including a number of man- 
ufactured or mobile homes. 


FEMA still hasn't reached a 
firm number of how many mobile 
homes will be used from Hope 
and other storage sites around the 
country, spokesman James Mcln- 
tyre said Tuesday. The majority of 
mobile homes stored at Hope were 
unused and in good shape, with a 
small percentage refurbished after 
being used in hurricane relief op- 
erations, he said. 

Arkansas and Tennessee will re- 
ceive FEMA mobile homes first 
because they already were de- 
clared federal disaster areas, Mcln- 
tyre said. Requests from Alabama 
and Kentucky are still pending, he 
said. 

Phil Parr, who is leading the 
federal response to the storms in 
Arkansas, refused to offer any esti- 
mates on how many mobile 
homes would be used or when 
they would be installed. That 
would affect "the mind-set of peo- 
ple” seeking aid, he said. 

"We're moving as quickly as 
we've ever moved before," Parr 
said.

Australian Parliament apologizes 
for ‘indignity and degradation’ 
inflicted on Aborigines 


CANBERRA, Australia (AP) _ 
Aborigines organized breakfast 
barbecues in the Outback, schools 
held assemblies and giant TV 
screens went up in state capitals as 
Australians watched a live broad- 
cast of their government Wednes- 
day apologizing for policies that 
degraded its indigenous people. 

In a historic parliamentary vote 
that supporters said would open a 
new chapter in race relations, law- 
| makers unanimously adopted 
|. Prime Minister Kevin Rudd's mo- 
tion on behalf of all Australians, 

"We apologize for the laws and 
policies of successive parliaments 
and governments that have inflict- 
ed profound grief, suffering and 
loss on these our fellow  Aus- 
tralians," Rudd said in Parliament, 
reading from the motion. 

The apology is directed at tens 
| of thousands of Aborigines who 
were forcibly taken from their 
| families as children under now 
| abandoned assimilation policies. 

"For the pain, suffering and 
hurt of these Stolen Generations, 
| their descendants and for their 
families left behind, we say sorry," 
the motion said. "And for the in- 


- dignity and degradation thus in- 


flicted on a proud people and a 

proud culture, we say sorry.’ 
Aborigines remain the coun- 

try's poorest and most disadvan- 


| taged group, and Rudd has made 


improving their lives one of his 
government's top priorities. 

"This is a historic day," said 
Tom Calma, who gave the Stolen 
Generations formal response, '"To- 
day our leaders across the political 
spectrum have chosen dignity, 
hope and respect as the guiding 
principles for the relationship with 
our nation’s first people.” 

In Parliament's public galleries 
and at gatherings large and small 
around the country, victims of the 
assimilation policies and their sup- 
porters listened intently as Rudd 
spoke. Many wept quietly. 

Traditional cleansing — cere- 
monies were held in Sydney's pre- 
dominantly Aboriginal suburb of 
Redfern before a crowd watched 
events on a big screen.- Parents 
clutched children on their knees. 
Many waved Australian and Abo- 
riginal flags. 

"Sorry heals the heart and it 
goes deep," said Rhonda Dixon- 
Grovenor, an Aborigine among 
the crowd, "This really means a 
big thing to us ~ a weight that can 
be lifted so that we can start our 
healing.” 

The apology ended years of di- 
visive debate and a decade of re- 
fusals by the previous conservative 
government that lost November's 
elections. 

In the Outback town of Broome 
on the far northwest coast, dozens 
gathered before dawn to watch the 
speeches in Canberra on television 
via a scratchy feed. 

"I'm glad it's come this far," lo- 
cal Aborigine Justin Howard told 
Australian Broadcasting Corp. 
"But it's not going to stop here, 
there is still going to be that hurt.” 
Rudd received a standing ova 


tion from lawmakers and from 
scores of Aborigines and other dig- 
nitaries who were invited to Parlia- 
ment to witness the event. 

"It's great to get behind what 
the government's trying to do; 
bring black and white Australians 
together,” said William Murray, 17, 
one of more than 1,000 who gath- 
ered at two giants screens outside 
Parliament, 

Aboriginal classmate Cyril 
Johnson, 17, also welcomed the 
apology, 

"It's really good everyone real- 
izes now they did a bad job in the 
old days and the apology is really 
good,” Johnson said. 

The apology places Australia 
among a handful of nations that 
have offered official apologies to 
oppressed minorities, including 
Canada's 1998 apology to its na- 
tive peoples, South Africa's 1992 
expression of regret for apartheid 
and the US. Congress’ 1988 law 
apologizing to Japanese-Ameri- 
cans for their internment during 
World War IL. 

Aborigines lived mostly as 
hunter-gatherers for tens of thou- 
sands of years before British colo- 
nial settlers landed at what is now 
Sydney in 1788. 

Today, there are about 450,000 
Aborigines in Australia's popula- 
tion of 21 million. They are the 
country's poorest group, with the 
highest rates of jailing, unemploy-’ 
ment and illiteracy. Their life ex- 
pectancy is 17 years shorter than 
other Australians. 

The debate about an apology 
was spurred by a government in- 
quiry into policies that from 1910 
until the 1970s resulted in 100,000 
mostly mixed-blood Aboriginal 
children being taken from their 
parents under state and federal 
laws based on a premise that Abo- 
rigines were dying out. 

Most were deeply traumatized 
by the loss of their families and 
culture, the «inquiry concluded, 
naming them the "Stolen Genera- 
tions." Its 1997 report recommend- 
ed a formal apology and repara- 
tions for the victims. 

Rudd ruled out compensation - 
a stance that helped secure support 
for the apology among the many 
Australians who believe they 
should not be held responsible for 
past policies, no matter how 
flawed. 

He pledges instead to lift the liv. 
ing standards of all Aborigines, 
and on Tuesday outlined bold tar- 
gets for cutting infant mortality, il- 
literacy and early death rates 
among indigenous people within a 
decade. 

Aboriginal leaders generally 
welcomed the apology, though 
some said it was empty rhetoric 
without addressing the issue of 
compensation. 

Noel Pearson, a respected Abo- 
rigine leader from Queensland 
state, wrote in The Australian 
newspaper on Tuesday that offer- 
ing an apology without compensa: 
tion meant: "Blackfellas will get 
the words, the whitefellas keep the:

A member of the Admissions 
Office has similar views as Tokar. 

“The increase certainly makes 
me excited, but it is still too early to 
say anything. However, we have 
had to process more applications 
than in the past,” Admissions 
member said. 

The admissions process is 
slightly different than previous 
years. During the process an ap- 
plicant can submit an application 
online or by mail. Once applica- 
tions are submitted, all necessary 
information enclosed, the applica- 
tion is processed as quickly as pos- 
sible. 


Admissions aims to inform the 
potential student of his or her ac- 
ceptance within 2 to 3 weeks. Dur- 
ing this period Admissions com- 
municates decisions and requests 
any needed information. Students 
are also welcome for campus visi- 
tations. 

Unlike previous years, the Ad- 
missions Staff has increased the 
number of high schools visited. 
This year they attended over 440 
high schools, while last year only 
280 high schools were visited.

The Mathematical Contest in 
Modeling (MCM) is a unique con- 
test designed to challenge teams of 
students to clarify, analyze, and 
propose solutions to open-ended 
problems.

The teams did research, developed 
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its first performance on Thursday, Feb.21 


' Students compete in mathematical competition 


strategies to model the system, 
iried to solve the problem, quanti- 
tatively compared solutions, imple- 
mented the strategies on the com- 
puter, used programs to generate 
data, and wrote a paper 20 to 25 
pages in length, not including ap- 
pendices or coding. 

The groups submitted their pa- 
pers to Dr. Faires, director of the 
contest for Westminster Campus. 
Faires then shipped them to the 
Consortium for Mathematics and 
its Applications. 

The contest attracted over 900 
teams last year and Westminster 
College was among the top 15%. 
The results for this year are un- 
known at this time, due to the time 
it takes to review the papers. 


The contest is designed to pro- 
vide students with an experience — 
that is similar te that which an ap- 
plied mathematician or other 
quantitative scientist is likely to 
find when working in industry or 
in a research laboratory.

PHILADELPHIA (AP) - A man 
in a wheelchair and a motorist try- 
ing to help him were both struck 
and killed on a downtown express- 
way early Monday. 

Joseph Kelly Sr. was driving 

in a minivan on the 
Vine Street Expressway shortly be- 
fore 2 am. when he spotted a man 
in a wheelchair near an off-ramp, 
according to police. 


Kelly, 55, pulled over on the 
shoulder and crossed over the 
three lanes to help the man, who 
was apparently stuck facing traffic 
and heading in the wrong direc- 
tion. : 
As Kelly pushed the wheelchair 
back toward the shoulder, another 
vehicle slowed down to a crawl in 
the center lane to avoid hitting 
them.

Documents relating to JFK assassination 
revealed for Ist time in decades © 


DALLAS (AP) - Long-hidden 
items and documents related to 
the 1963 assassination of President 
John FE Kennedy were revealed for 
the first time on Monday, after 
spending nearly two decades 
locked inside a courthouse safe. 

Dallas County District Attorney 
Craig Watkins presented the arti- 
cles at a Presidents’ Day news con- 
ference while standing next to 
brown and white file boxes 
stacked in a pyramid. 

The items include a purported 
transcript between Kennedy assas- 
sin Lee Harvey Oswald and Os- 
wald's killer, nightclub owner Jack 
Ruby; a leather gun holster that 
held the weapon Ruby used to 
shoot Oswald; brass knuckles 
found on Ruby when he was ar- 
rested; and a movie contract 
signed by then-Dallas District At- 
torney Henry Wade. 

Watkins said investigators told 
him about the contents of the blue, 
two-door safe shortly after he took 
office in 2007. 

"And every DA up until the 
new administration decided that 
they wanted to keep it secret," he 
said. But he decided "this informa- 
tion was too important to keep se- 
cret.” 

One of the most intriguing 
items was the typed transcript of 
an alleged conversation between 


Oswald and Ruby. The transcript “ happened at the Carousel Club, a ; 


which hasn't been examined by 
experts and has already been 
called farfetched by some - in- 
cludes talk of killing the president 
at the behest of the Mafia. 

"Now we don't know if this is 
an actual conversation or not," 
Watkins said. "But what we do 
know is that as a result of this find, 
it will open up the debate as to 
whether there was a conspiracy to 
assassinate the president." 

Ruby killed Oswald on Nov. 24, 
1963, two days aftét Oswald was 
arrested in the assassination of 
President Kennedy. Ruby was con- 
victed and sentenced to death the 
following year. Ruby won an ap- 
peal of his conviction but died of 
cancer before he was retried. 

The two-page transcript resem- 
bles one published by the Warren 
Commission, which investigated 
Kennedy's assassination and deter: 
mined Oswald was the lone gun- 
man. 

In the report, the FBI concluded 
that transcript of an alleged con- 
versation between Oswald and 
Ruby was fake, and that it had 
been "re-created" for authorities 
by a now-deceased Dallas attorney 
who claimed he recognized Os- 
wald in a newspaper photo as the 
man he saw to Ruby. 

The transcript unveiled Monday 
is dated Oct. 4, 1963, and allegedly 


Dallas nightclub. It begins with a 
discussion of how the "boys in 
Chicago" want to "get rid of’ US. 
Attorney General Robert Kennedy, 
JFK's brother. 

"There is a way to get rid of 
him without killing him," Oswald 
says. 

"How's that?" Ruby responds.

After a discussion of the logis- 
tics of shooting the president, Ruby 
says the money for the operation's 
coming from the Mafia.

The Dallas Morning News first 
reported the transcript and other 
details of the find in an exclusive 
story published Sunday. 

Gary Mack, the curator of the 
Sixth Floor Museum near where 
the president was shot, thinks that 
the document displayed Monday 
could be one of the’ many scripts 
written for films about the assassi- 
nation. 

"My best guess is somebody 
found that transcript, reworked it 


for the movies and Henry Wade 
wound up with a copy,” Mack said. 


A 1967 movie production deal 
signed by Wade, who prosecuted 
Ruby, was in the safe, It's unclear 
why the film was never produced, 
Watkins said. 

The contents of the safe were 
likely Wade's personal files on the 
Kennedy assassination, which re- 
searchers have long-known that 
Wade kept. When he left office in 
the 1980s, Wade thought the files 
were taken to his home but they 
apparently weren't, Mack said. 


Staff from the DA's office were 
nearly finished scanning the scores 
of typed and handwritten papers 
and cataloging the items. Record- 
ings and films kept in the safe had 
not yet been examined. Once the 
task is completed, Watkins said his 
office plans to turn over the articles 
to an organization that will contin- 
ue making them public. 

"We're looking forward to the 
opportunity to talk with the district 
attorney .. We would love to have 
these records," Mack said. "We be- 
lieve very. strongly that these 
records need to stay here in Dal- 
las."

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Global rift over Kosovo 


widens, with 


BRUSSELS, Belgium (AP) - The 
US. and the European Union's 
biggest powers quickly recognized 
Kosovo as an independent nation 
Monday, widening a split with 
Russia, China and some EU mem- 
bers strongly opposed to letting 
- territory break away from Ser- 

ia. 

A day after Kosovo declared in- 
dependence, ethnic Serbs in the 
north angrily denounced. the Unit- 
ed States and urged Russia to help 
Serbia hold on to the territory that 
Serbs consider the birthplace of 
their civilization. 

Protesters also marched in Ser- 
bia's capital, and that nation re- 
called its ambassador to the US. to 
protest American recognition for 
an independent Kosovo. 

Despite clamoring of Serbs to 
retake Kosovo, Serbia's govern- 
ment has ruled out a military re- 
sponse. 

But the dispute is likely to wors- 
en already strained relations be- 
tween the West and Russia, which 
is a traditional ally of Serbia and 
seeks to restore its influence in for- 
mer Soviet bloc states. The Krem- 
lin could become less likely to help 
in international efforts important 
to the US. and its allies, such as 
pressuring Iran to rein in its nu- 
clear program. 

Still, for Washington the decla- 
ration of independence by Kosovo 
vindicated years of dogged effort 
to help a land achieve its dream of 
self-determination after years of 
ethnic conflict and repression by 
Serbia. oe 

Speaking in Tanzania, President 
Bush declared: "The Kosovars are 
now independent” - and Washing- 
ton formally recognized Kosovo as 
an independent country soon after- 
ward. Germany, Britain and 
France also gave their heavy- 
weight backing, saying they 
planned to issue formal. recogni- 
tions. 

But Russia, Serbia's key ally, 
and emerging global power China 
remained adamantly opposed to 
Kosovo's independence, warning 
of the danger of inspiring sepa- 
ratist. movements around the 
world, including in their own 
sprawling territories. 

As veto-wielding — Security 
Council members, Russia and Chi- 
na both have the power to block 
any attempt by Kosovo to gain a 
seat on the international body. 
~ The Council met for 2 1/2 hours 
in New York in the second day of 
an emergnecy Session on Kosovo 
but was unable to agree on a reso- 
lution or joint statement regarding 
Sunday's declaration of indepen- 
dence. 

Serbia vowed to fight to the end 
against any U.N. recognition. 

"The so-called Kosovo state will 
never be a member of the United 
Nations. Serbia will use all diplo- 
matic means af its disposal to 
block Kosovo's recognition,” said

European allies lining up 
against Russia, China 


Serbian Foreign Minister Vuk Jere- 
mic. 

The Kremlin was already work- 
ing diplomatic levers to help Ser- 
bia achieve that aim. 


Alexander Botsan-Kharchenko, 
Russia's special envoy to the 
Balkans, was quoted by the Inter- 
fax mews agency as saying 
Moscow expected UN. Secretary- 
General Ban Ki-moon to abide by 
a Security Council resolution that 
poe Kosovo as part of Ser- 

ja. 

Ban opened Monday's Security 
Council session by citing the many 
peaceful celebrations that accom- 
panied Kosovo's declaration but 
also noting scattered violence. 


He said the United Nations had 
achieved "peace consolidation and 
the establishment of functional 
self-government" in Kosovo, in- 
cluding five successful elections. 
"Kosovo has made considerable 
progress through the years,” he 
said. 

Serbian President Boris Tadic, 
who attended the U.N. meeting, 
urged the council to oppose Koso- 
vo's move and to intervene as a 
last resort. 


"The Republic of Serbia will not 
resort to force,” said Tadic. "On the 
other hand, this arbitrary decision 
represents a precedent, which will 
cause irreparable damage to the 


-international order.” 


He said Kosovo's declaration 
"annuls international law, tram- 
ples upon justice and enthrones in- 
justice." 

Serbia recalled its ambassador 
to Washington in protest of US. 
recognition for Kosovo, but said it 
was not severing diplomatic ties, It 
also withdrew envoys to France 
and Turkey and was expected to 
recall others as more nations for- 
mally recognized Kosovo as a new 
State, 


"America and the European 
Union are stealing Kosovo from us, 
everyone must realize that,” said 
Tomislav Nikolic, the head of Ser- 
bia's ultra-nationalist Radical Party. 

After an EU foreign ministers 
meeting in Brussels, Britain, Ger- 
many and France said they would 
quickly give recognition to Kosovo, 
a move that would be followed in 
the days ahead by most of the 
bloc's other 24 member states, offi- 
cials said. 

The EU does not recognize na- 
tions, leaving that up to its individ- 
ual members, and Spain, Greece, 
Romania and Cyprus have. criti- 
cized the effort to make Kosovo in- 
dependent. 


Despite that divide, the EU for- 
eign ministers issued a joint state- 
ment citing "the conflict of the 
1990s" in Kosovo as a justification 
for the independence declaration.

dent Affairs, SGA, and other orga- 
nizations have aided in the process 
of bringing One in Four back. 

One in Four, formerly called No 
More, has chapters at over 30 col- 
lege campuses and hires people to 
travel on an RV and visit campus- 
es throughout the nation. One in 
Four has a men’s and women’s ed- 
ucation program. 

The goal of “The Men's Pro- 
gram” is to help men understand 
how to help women recover from 
rape and to make them less likely

In the January 2000 issue of the 
Journal of American College

Studies have also shown that 
among men that are considered to 
be high-risk, 75 percent of them

“The Women’s Program” helps 
women identify high-risk situa- 
tions, especially ones involving al- 
cohol Few women recognize 
themselves as rape victims. 

“You think, P've seen this guy 
around campus he must be okay,” 
said Barbara Quincy. 

It is hard to know who to trust 
these days, so a goal of “The 
Women's Program” is to help 
women recognize the characteris- 
tics of a high-risk individual. An- 
other goal of this program is em- 


powering women to say no and 
stand up for their right to say no. 
program also gives instruc- 
tion to women to help rape sur- 
vivors. 

“I would say that the One in 
Four program is an excellent way 
to bring awareness to campus, a 
goal that the College Feminists 
also share,” said Junior Zoe Antho- 


y. 

One in Four will be here on Jan- 
uary 25, Each program will take 
place in the Witherspoon Rooms. 
The Women’s Programs will be 
from 2 pm. to 3 pm, and 4:30 p.m. 
to 5:30 pm. The Men's Programs 
will be from 11:30 am. to 12330 
pm. and 7 pm. to 8 pm. There 
will be a question and answer ses- 
sion following each program. 

"I believe this is a great educa- 
tional opportunity for the students 
on this campus to gain a better un- 
derstanding of the prevalence of 
rape and prevention techniques.

Ac- 
cording to the New York Times, a 
total of 3,775 writers cast ballots 
and 92.5 percent voted in favor of 
ending the strike. The guilds’ gov- 


erning boards approved a three- POT 


year agreement with the Alliance 
of Motion Picture and Television 
Producers which was one of the 
main factors that helped end the 
strike, According to the Associated 
Press, under the tentative contract, 
the writers will receive a maxi- 
mum flat fee of $ 1,200 for 
streamed programs in the first two 
years and 2- percent of a distribu- 
tor's gross in the third year. 

“These advances now give us a 
foothold in the digital age’, Patric 
Verrone, president of the West 
Coast Guild, told the Associated 
Press, "Rather than being shut out 
of the future of content creation 
and delivery, writers will lead the 
way as television migrates to the 
Internet.” 

The strike began on Nov. 5,

You make the call

Students are under constant 
pressure to excel both in the class- 
room and on the» playing field; 
however, some student-athletes 
walk a fine line of what should be 
the number one priority. The pri- 
ority, of course, is academics. 


We witness young men and’ 
women pursuing athletic opportu: ‘ 


nities over academic ones. This is a 
hot button issue that is heavily de- 
bated at all levels (middle school, 
high school, and college); neverthe- 
less it's a topic that continues to 
spread through school systems 
across the nation. 

Wrongs are committed by stu- 

dent-athletes, their parents, school 
boards, athletic directors, athletic 
district committees, coaches, and’ 
school  administrators-ranging 
from letting a gifted athlete play in 
‘a pivotal game when they didn’t 
make the grades required by the 
‘school in order to participate, to 
transferring for the sole purpose of 
playing for a better or more highly 
recruited team. 
* Just as in any system, there are 
more than a handful of flaws in 
School athletics. Differences vary 
depending on the school or district. 
Usually, schools with winning tra- 
ditions in certain sports tend: to 
have the most problems and run 
into the most trouble.In the athlét- 
ic district where I competed in 
high school sports, the district com- 
mittee would review cases (mainly 
transfer issues) and; in most cases, 
would rule the player ineligible if 
there was even the slightest trace 
of athletic intent involved. 

However, being frustrated with 
the outcome, the player and 
his/her parents would proceed to 
the state level and petition to them 
for clearance to participate. Nine 
times out of ten, the state athletic 
committee would grant the player 
eligibility. Stupid? Yes. Wrong? Ab- 
solutely. 

Families are uprooting their 
lives so their child can play for the 
championship winning team or at 
the school where all the college re- 
cruiters visit on a regular basis.

Granted, ‘ihr rare some families 
of low income who rely on their 
children to obtain athletic scholar- 
ships for the sole purpose of at- 
tending college. This is completely 
understandable, but out of all the 
cases | have read in local newspa- 


_pers, more often than not the ath- 


lete transferring is from a well-to- 
da: family only going there for the 
athletic advantage. This is a trend 
that must stop’ sooner rather than 
later. 

Most state athletic boards have 
established rules for academic eli- 
gibility for student-athletes. Taking 
that a step further, most school dis- 
tricts have implemented. systems 
of checking on! a student's grades if 
they participate in extracurricular 
activities on a weekly basis, which 
is wonderful. : - 

Many timés ‘this system keeps 
students working to their full po- 
tential, so they are able to partici- 
pate; however, many other times 
these systems fail, because leeway 
is given by a teacher, administrator, 
or coach, 

What does this prove? It proves 
that, not only did this student not 
fulfill the academic requirements 
demanded of them and received a 
poor grade, but also they now 
know that they can get away with 
it again in the future. 

Letting a student, who is per- 
fotming poorly, in school, play in 


, the big: rival game that night in- 


stead‘of teaching them a lesson by 
having them sit the bench, or, even 
better yet, not allowing them to at- 
tend the game in hopes that they 
brush up on their studies, is sense- 
less. Students need to be made 
aware that their education is there 
to aid them in gaining a solid ca- 
reer someday, 

-Parents, coaches, teachers, and 
administrators must realize that 
letting a student-athlete play when 
their grades are below the school’s 
standards may end up hurting the 
team in the short term, but it will 
do much more damage to the stu- 
dent in the long term. It is up to 
the student-athletes to make sure 
that the hustle they show on the 
playing field is equal to the hustle 
they show in the classroom.

Students and faculty turn down 
the TUB and McGinness to broad- 
en awareness for childhood 
hunger during a 30-hour famine. 

Those participating support 
World Vision, an international or- 
ganization dedicated to defeating 
poverty and hunger. The famine 
starts at 1:00 pm. on Feb. 29 and 
ends at 7:00 pm. on Mar. 1. The 
Chapel Office sponsors the famine 
and schedule of events. 

“When youre fasting, youre 
putting yourself in a situation that 
other people go through daily and 
it makes us more aware of how 
fortunate we are,” Catherine Bish- 
op, a junior Chapel staff member, 
said. 


Registration for the famine in- 
cludes a deduction of $25 from 
each participant's meal plan. Half 
of that amount goes to World Vi- 
sion and the other to Sodexho for 
fees. A new grant awarded to 
World Vision this year allows every 
dollar raised for the organization 
to quadruple. 

Every $30 raised helps to feed a 
child for an entire month, accord- 





ing to World Vision’s Web site. The 
money raised during the famine 
goes to children who live in areas 
troubled by AIDS and HIV. 

“You can't save the world, but 
you can save a little part,” college 
chaplain Rev, Jim Mohr said. 

Chapel worship kicks off the 
events at 11:40 am, followed by 
dinnertime devotion activities. at 
530 pm. in the Chapel. Partici- 
pants will engage in small group 
activities, such as a reflection peri- 
od and. watching a video about 
hunger from World Vision. Friday 
night includes board games, pool, 
and:a movie in Mueller Theater. 

A service project to Safari Sam’s 
in New Castle takes place on Sat, 
Mar. 1. Partakers will bring chil- 
dren from the Walker House tutor- 
ing program for an afternoon of 
excitement. “Some of them have - 
never been in this type of atmos- 
phere before.

Students digest eating disorder awareness

Awareness Week commenced on 
Mon, Feb.25 to educate students 
on a disease that especially threat- 
ens college students. 

In the TUB, sophomore Alex 
Alfieri provided pamphlets and 
personal knowledge to educate 
passing students on the warning 
signs, dangers and general facts 
about eating disorders. Alfieri 
spoke to students at Browne, Fer- 
guson and Hillside; she also re- 
sponded to questions and showed 
pictures from her own experience 
with an eating disorder. 

‘1 tell people how I got through 
Aad eating disorder],” said Alfieri. 
“That's my goal. I can’t save all of 
these people, but 1 feel as if 1 was 
given a second chance, so I want to 
help people” 

In the United States, 1% of col- 
lege women suffer from anorexia 
and 4% suffer from bulimia. 
These are only the cases reported 
each year. Alfieri expressed  sur- 
prise at how many students told 
her about their encounters with 
eating disorders, whether personal- 
ly or through a friend. 

“| knew two girls in high school 
with eating disorders,” said sopho- 
more Hillary Householder. “It was 
scary; they were both skeletal but 
only one received counseling and 
recovered; the other never admit- 
ted she had a problem?” 

Anorexia nervosa and bulimia 
are two of the most common types 


of eating disorders. People suffer- 
ing from anorexia nervosa have an 
intense fear of gaining weight, 
which causes them to deny their 
hunger and starve themselves. Ex- 
cessive dieting, fasting and exercise 
characterize peopie with restricting 
anorexia, while binge-eating or 
purging anorexics tend to eat large 
amounts of food in a short period 
of time, followed by induced vom- 
iting. 

People suffering from bulimia 
also consume large amounts of 
food in a short period of time be- 
fore forcing themselves to vomnit or 
exercise excessively. However, for 
most bulimics, this addiction is 
usually a coping mechanism for 
stress and emotional pain. 

“Many people don’t realize that 
the difference between these dis- 
eases is a difference of awareness,” 
said Alfieri. “Anorexics are not 
aware that they:are sick, while bu- 
limics know that something is 
wrong but they are not able, or do 
not want, to get help.” 

Physical warning signs of an 
eating disorder include weight loss 
(though it may be gradual and dif- 
ficult to notice), hair loss, wearing 
baggy clothes to hide his or her 
body or because he or she is al- 


ways cold from reduced circula- - 


tion, an obsession with exercise, or 
a need to constantly talk about 
food, exercise, or his or her body 
image. 

Changes in behavior include a 
habit of mincing and moving his 
or her food to make it appear that 
he or she is eating, as well as. going 


to the bathroom after meals. Al- 
fieri explained that this disease is 
deceptive because it is rooted in a 
person's mind; thus it requires psy- 
chological help. 

“For me, my friends turned me 
into the school counselor,” said Al- 
fieri. “I was mad at first, but it did 
not end our friendship. These dis- 
orders require higher help, but any 
support will be helpful”

eating disorder, experts advise that 
you learn about the diseases and 
what resources are available for 
help. Seek advice from the cam- 
pus resources, recommend proles- 
sional help, be willing to risk your 
friends anger and provide and 
maintain support throughout the 
struggle. Also, do not get impatient 
because eating disorders cannot be 
cured quickly. 


‘It’s a lifelong thing,” 








fieri. “I can recognize my disorder 
and constantly go against it My 
friends are a big help” 

As an additional measure in 
gaining awareness, singer and 
songwriter Matt Martinek of John- 
ston, PA wrote a song, “Julie,” 
about an experience with eating 
disorders.

Casino critic gives earful to Pa. gambling conference 


HARRISBURG, Pa. (AP) - State 
Sen. Jeffrey Piccola, one of the Leg- 
islature's strongest opponents of le- 
galized casinos, rarely, if ever, rubs 
elbows with gambling industry ex- 
ecutives. 

But delivering the keynote 
speech at an industry conference 
Tuesday, he said inadequacies in 
Pennsylvania's law prevented a 
thorough background _ investiga- 
tion before a license was awarded 
to a casino owner now charged 
with lying about connections to or- 
ganized crime figures. 

Piccola, R-Dauphin, said that af- 
ter he got over the initial shock of 
being invited to the Pennsylvania 
Gaming Congress, he decided that 
the industry would see the benefits 
of his plan to overhaul state back- 
ground investigations of prospec- 
tive casino owners, employees and 
vendors. 

"One of the surest ways to have 
it fail is to have weak regulation," 
Piccola said in an interview after 
his speech at the downtown 
Whitaker Center. 


ERIE, Pa. (AP) -An Erie police 
officer charged with stealing co- 
caine from the police department's 
evidence room has been ordered 
released on bond so he can enter a 


drug rehabilitation program. 


His comments came in the 
wake of the perjury charges filed 
Jan. 30 by the state police against 
Mount Airy Casino Resort owner 
Louis A. DeNaples. Attorneys for 
DeNaples say he is innocent and 
are challenging the charges in 
Dauphin ‘County Court and the 
state Supreme Court 

In his speech, Piccola blasted 
the industry, saying it preys on the 
poor, breeds destructive behavior 
and hurts local economies. He said 
he plans to introduce legislation to

Pa. college-aid agency temporarily suspends federal student loans 


HARRISBURG, Pa. (AP) - Penn- 
sylvania's student-loan agency will 
temporarily stop making new 
loans through a federal program in 
response to a. credit crunch that 
has created turmoil in the bond 
markets, the agency's acting chief 
executive said Tuesday. 


The Pennsylvania Higher Edu- 
cation Assistance Agency decided 
two weeks ago to suspend loans 
made outside the state through the 
Federal Family Education Loan 


Program. The agency will soon 
send out notices to colleges and 
universities that it will suspend in- 
state loans effective March 7, acting 
president and chief executive offi- 
cer James Preston said. 


The program provides federally 
subsidized, low-cost student loans 
" about 500,000 Pennsylvania stu- 

ents. 


"Right now, it's not profitable 
for us at all to finance (FFELP) 
loans," Preston told a House com- 


mittee during a hearing on the 
agency's budget. 


Instead, the agency will steer 
prospective borrowers to banks 
that are still participating in the 
$50 billion program, which should 
assure a "seamless transition,” Pre- 
ston said. At the same time, it will 
continue to originate, guarantee 
and service loans, Preston said. 

The student loan agency is 


caught up in a national student- 
lending squeeze linked to the $330

billion market for auction-rate se- 
curities, about $80 billion of which 
is made up of bundles of student 
loans. Since some of these invest- 
ments are backed by troubled 
bond insurers, investors have been 
particularly reluctant to buy these 
securities, straining the student 
lenders that sell them to raise cash. 


Mass. inmate says her body is becoming less 


BOSTON (AP) - A killer who 
sued to have a sex change claims 
her body is becoming more mas- 
culine again because she's being 
denied treatment in prison as she 
awaits a ruling in her bid for the 
surgery, 

Michelle Kosilek, formerly 
known as Robert, said that for 
months she has not been allowed 
to have court-approved_hair-re- 
moval treatment or access to a spe- 
cialist to discuss her testosterone 
levels. 


"My breasts have shrunk, geni- 
tals have regained previous size 
and function, facial hair is thicker 
and scalp hair is thinner, all related 
to an elevated testosterone level," 
Kosilek said in a handwritten letter 
submitted to the court recently. 


Robert Kosilek was sentenced 
to life in prison in the 1990 mur- 
der of his wife. Kosilek said the 
slaying was self-defense after she 
poured boiling tea on his genitals, 


Kosilek, 58, who legally 
changed her name to Michelle in 
1993 and has been living as a 
woman, first sued the Department 
of Correction in 2000, saying its re- 
fusal to allow her to have sex- 


_ change surgery violates the Eighth 


' 
Amendment protection against 
cruel and unusual punishment. 


In 2002, US. District Judge 
Mark Wolf ruled that Kosilek was 
entitled to treatment for gender 
identity disorder - including hor- 
mone. treatments, laser hair re- 
moval and psychotherapy - but 
stopped short of ordering sex-reas- 
signment surgery. 

Kosilek sued again in 2005, say- 
ing the treatments were not 
enough to relieve her anxiety and 
depression. 

"T would not want to continue 
existing like this," Kosilek testified 
in June 2006. 

The trial lasted on and off from 
May 2006 until March 2007, with 
expert testimony from 10 doctors, 
psychiatrists and psychotherapists. 
An Associated Press review last 
year found that the corrections de- 
partment and its outside health 
care provider had spent more than 
$52,000 on experts to testify about 
the surgery, which would cost 
about $20,000. 

Though testimony ended - al- 
most a year ago, Wolf has given no 
indication when he will rule in the 
case, which is being closely 
watched nationwide by advocates 


for other inmates who want to un- 
dergo a sex change. Transgender 
inmates in other states have sued 
prison officials, but none has per- 
suaded a judge to order a sex- 
change operation. 


The Department of Correction 
claims Kosilek's surgery would 
create a security quagmire and 
make her a target for sexual as- 
sault. Department spokeswoman 
Diane Wilfin would not comment 
on Kosilek's recent claims that her 
treatment is being neglected, citing 
the ongoing litigation. 


In court papers filed last month, 
Kosilek claimed that prison offi- 
cials have stopped following the 
treatment plan outlined by Wolf in 
2002, causing a "serious revision" 
in her attempts to complete her 
transformation into a woman. 


Kosilek said she has not re- 
ceived any laser hair removal or 
electrolysis since May 2006, and 
that prison officials have refused to 
let her see an endocrinologist since 
October 2007 She said she has re- 
peatedly told prison authorities 
that the ‘testosterone blocker 
Lupron has stopped functioning ef- 
fectively. 


In a written response, lawyers 


feminine as she awaits ruling on sex change 


for prison officials said Kosilek has 
continued to receive adequate 
treatment for gender-identity disor- 
der. The Correction Department 
also said Kosilek met three times 
in December with a nurse practi- 
tioner to discuss her concerns 
about her suppression treatment. 


Kosilek, however, said prison of- 
ficials have denied her repeated re- 
quests for a follow-up visit with the 
endocrinologist. 

Prison officials said Kosilek re- 
ceived extensive laser hair removal 
treatments, then asked in January 
2007 for electrolysis to remove hair 
that was too light for laser treat- 
ments. They said the department's 
mental health provider is currently 
reviewing the request for electroly- 
sis to determine whether it is "ap- 
propriate or necessary treatment." 


Kosilek's lawyer, Frances Co- 
hen, said the surgery is a medical 
necessity for Kosilek, who has 
twice attempted suicide. 


"We hope that the Department 
of Correction wouldn't, use the 
amount of time that it necessarily 
takes the judiciary to resolve this 
to allow her treatment to move 
backwards," Cohen said. 











Slain Hezbollah 
commander Mughniyeh 
was a key organizer of 


2006 war with Israel 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) - The 
last time the world heard from 
Imad Mughniyeh, he was master- 
minding terror spectaculars in the 
1980s and 1990s - bomb attacks 
on US. and Israeli targets, kidnap- 
pings and hijackings, 

But for nearly 15 years, no one 
has known exactly what the 
Hezbollah commander was doing. 
The only confirmation of his 
whereabouts came: when he was 
killed Feb. 12 in a car bombing in 
Syria. 

Now Hezbollah officals and as- 
sociates are describing a previous- 
ly unknown role for Mughniyeh: 
Far from being too busy fleeing en- 
emies, he was a key commander 
for Hezbollah in its 2006 war with 
Israel. 

He was among the leading mil- 
itary and security strategists — if 
not the very top himself - of the 
group and a member of its deci- 
sion-making committee, according 
to those who had knowledge of 
Mughniyeh before he was killed 
Feb. 12 in Damascus, 

"Hezbollah's top architect of 
that war was Imad Mughniyeh,” 
Anis Naccache, a 57-year-old long- 
time associate, told The Associated 
Press. "You can say he was like a 
staff general (chief of staff)." 

In a speech Friday, Hezbollah 
leader Hassan Nasrallah credited 
Mughniyeh with leading the group 
to two victories - the 2006 war 
and a Hezbollah guerrilla war in 
2000 that led to the withdrawal of 
Israeli troops from its last positions 
in southern Lebanon. 

In the 1980s, Mughniyeh was 
notorious in the West. He was ac- 
cused of plotting suicide bombings 
of the U.S. Embassy and bases of 
US. and French troops that killed 
hundreds, as well as the kidnap- 
pings of dozens of Westerners in 
Beirut. 

The last attacks he is believed to 
have directed were suicide bomb- 
ings in the 1990s against the Is- 
raeli Embassy and a Jewish center 
in Argentina that killed more than 
100 people and a bombing in Kho- 
bar, Saudi Arabia, that killed 19 
Americans. 

For years, Hezbollah said  al- 
most nothing about him. But after 
his death, the group has embraced 
him as a hero - to a degree that 
surprised some Lebanese who be- 
lieved Hezbollah would not want 
to revive memories of its past asso- 
ciation with terrorism. 

The 2006 war came after 
Hezbollah fighters captured two Is- 
raeli soldiers in a cross-border raid. 
Israel retaliated with a massive 
bombardment, then ground incur- 
sions, in a 34-day war that devas- 
tated south Lebanon. 

More than 1,000 Lebanese were 
killed, along with 119 Israeli sol- 
diers and 43 Israeli civilians who 
died from Hezbollah rocket attacks 
across the border. 

The war ended without Israel 


winning any of its main objectives 
- regaining the two soldiers and 
crushing Hezbollah — and its army 
chief and other top commanders 
were forced to resign. 

The fighting also held numer- 
ous surprises for the Israeli mili- 
tary - particularly the guerrillas’ 
sophisticated rockets and anti-tank 
weapons and their extensive 
preparations for battle. 

Command and weapons-arse- 
nal bunkers were dug deep into 
rocky hills around south Lebanon 
with a network of tunnels linking 
large storage rooms. Some exits 
were equipped with cameras and 
linked to a monitor below to help 
fighters ambush enemy soldiers. 

Mughniyeh was apparently be- 
hind those tactics, 

Naccache said the general strat- 
egy of fighting "a war of shadows" 
was Mughniyeh's decision. "We 
were fighting Israel but Israel can- 
not see any fighter," he said, speak- 
ing in English. 

A Hezbollah guerrilla who was 
on the front lines in southern 
Lebanon during the 2006 fighting 
told AP that Mughniyeh was his 
commander. The guerrilla, who 
would identify himself only by his 
first name, Hassan, for fear of 
reprisals, would not elaborate. 

Naccache, a Lebanese who once 
was a fighter for Palestinian leader 
Yasser Arafat's Fatah faction and 
has known Mughniyeh since 
Mughniyeh was 13, said the two 
met dozens of times over recent 
years. 

The last time was in Lebanon 
two months before the 2006 war. 
During that meeting, Naccache 
said, Mughniyeh showed him pho- 
tographs of anti-tank rockets that 
Hezbollah had recently obtained, 
the Russian-made Kornet and the 
RPG-29. 

He said Mughniyeh explained 
to him how the rockets could be 
used against Merkavas, the mas- 
sively armored tanks that are 
vaunted as symbols of Israeli mili- 
tary might. 

Naccache said Mughniyeh "had 
studied the exact millimeters of 
the thickness of a Merkava and 
what was the best point from 
which to hit the Merkava." 

"| understood how serious he 
was in his preparation for the 
war,” Naccache said. Mughniyeh 
did not tell him where Hezbollah 
obtained the weapons, he said. Iran 
is believed to be Hezbollah's main 
arms supplier, with some coming 
from Syria. 

Naccache, as a Sunni Muslim, is 
not a member of the Shiite group 
Hezbollah but is a close supporter 
of the organization and a longtime 
associate of Mughniyeh. He taught 
Mughniyeh when Mughniyeh 
showed up at age 13’at a Fatah 
camp south of Beirut and asked to 
be given guerrilla training,

One could have hoped ‘that 
"Shrek," -with its moralizing 
switcheroo ending, imposed at 
least a generation-long hold on the 
ugly-princess-with-a-curse tem- 
plate. 
But that would have been a 
squandering of hope, which, come 
to think of it, doesn't do you any 
good when you're born, as the 
poor little rich girl Penelope 
(Christina Ricci) was, with the 
snout of a pig.

Band of the Year” last year while 
on tour with Comeback Kid and It 
Dies Today. But this award is in 
regards to the band's. pre-show 
workout routine, not the band's 
music. 

Their second record, released 
February 19th on Trustkill, is ener- 
getic, but it will definitely not be 
the strongest album of the year. 
The essential elements of hardcore 
music are heard in every single 
song, with only a handful of varia- 
tions from the basics. 


The. majority of the tracks 
sound almost exactly alike: one 
typical hardcore/punk drumbeat 
with the same tempo throughout,

Why people should vote in the 


primaries- the lowdown

| hope those who are from Ohio 
have blocked off a couple of minutes 
from their day to head back home 
and vote in the Presidential Primary. 


Don't worry students and faculty 
from Pennsylvania- your turn is 
coming up on April 22. So: plan 
ahead. 


But why do we need to vote in 
the Primaries? What's the big deal? 

The deal is that, in the United 
States, the public gets to vote on who 
it wants to run for office. In many 
other countries, the heads in the po- 
litical parties, not the people, get to 
choose who they want to be the 
front runner in their party. 


In many past years the states 


who came later in the year did not 
count, The process of the primaries 
to weed out those who are not fit 
usually is done by the. time it gets 
around to April and May. 


However, this Presidential Prima- 
ry may be different. The numbers 
are still quite close. For the Republi- 
can Party, John McCain is in the lead 
with 873 votes and followed by 
Huckabee with 222. The Democratic 
Party is much closer with Obama 
having 1067 and Clinton having 
1004. 


Ohio holds a semi-open Primary; 
which means that independent vot- 
ers can vote, 


So why vote? You may think that 
you are just one person and your 
one vote may not count. However, 
many cases in history have shown 
that one vote was all that made the 
difference. 


For women to vote, passage of 
the 19th amendment was critical. 
Tennessee was the last state needed 
for it to be ratified. The amendment 
passed by one vote, 


In 1845, Texas gained statehood 
by the difference of one vote in Con- 
gress. 


The list continues. To be able to 
vote though, you must be registered 
to vote. 


The registering process is very 
simple. One way is when you get 
your drivers license (new or re- 
newed) they will ask you and you'll 
sign a sheet while you're at the DMV. 

Another way is to go online and 
fill out a form (you can print it out 
and mail it in if you wish). 

The only time you would need to 
re-register is if you moved to a new 
residence, changed your name or de- 


cided to be affiliated with a different 
party. 


The options for party affiliations 
are Republican, Democrat, ‘no affilia- 
tion’ or ‘other’ In the ‘other’ box, you 
could write in parties such as the 


Green Party. 


To vote in a Primary, you must be 
registered 30 days ahead of time. 
Sorry, its a bit late for people from 
Ohio to register if you had not previ- 
ously done so. But for those in Pa. if 
you get your registration in by 
March 23, you will be able to vote. 


Whether on March 4th or April 
22, please go out and vote! Your vote 
really does count.

Students visit political 
landmarks to see 
government in action

Pre-law students recently expe- 
rienced a three-day supreme pre- 
view of their potential futures. 


Members of the Pre-Law Asso- 
ciation and other interested  stu- 
dents traveled by charter bus to 
Washington, D.C, March 1-3 to wit- 
ness the government in action. The 
group toured the west wing of the 
White House, the Capitol building, 
and even sat in on a Supreme 
Court lecture. 


This year’s annual trip left a 
lasting impression on senior Ash 
ley Ray, president of the Pre-Law 
Association. 

“The most memorable experi- 
ence was the White House tour 
that 18 of us went on,” Ray said. 
“Not everyone could go because 
the secret service only allowed so 
many in a group. This was the first 
time we've gotten to do this in the 
three years we've gone to D.C. for 
Pre-Law, and the history and sights 
that we got to see were something 
most people aren't ever privileged 
to experience; they're {memories} 
rl never forget” 


Ray planned the trip with help 
from Dr. Cohen, the group's advi- 
sor. The $80 cost per student cov- 
ered transportation and hotel fees. 
All White House tours are free and 
offered Tuesday through Saturday 
to groups of 10 or more. The 
Supreme Court. presents educa: 
tional lectures every hour on the 
half hour when not in session, and 


the Capitol staff provides guided 
tours to the public six days a week. 
These expeditions are kept free of 
charge to allow US. citizens to bet- 
ter understand government proce- 
dure. 


According to the school Web 
site, the aim of the Westminster 
Student Pre-Law Association is to 
provide support and a forum for. 
students interested in attending 
law school and pursuing a career 
in law. The mission of the group is 
to provide information concerning 
options available in a legal career; 
the process of applying to and 
choosing a law school and the 
types of undergraduate courses 
work and experience that provide 
the best preparation for law school, 
Membership is open to any stu- 
dent interested in the legal profes. 
sion wishing to become better in: 
formed and qualified for law 
school.

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YPS students deserve recognition, not ridicule

Im writing in response to the 
MANY letters criticizing the Young 
Presbyterian Scholars Program 
and how it has hindered diversity. 
Even more djsturbing is the accu- 
sation. that the program's students 
add nothing outstanding to the 
school. Fd like to highlight several 
important points regarding the 
YPS program. 


Westminster's mission 

First, let's look at Westminster's 
mission hee aigea ion state- 
ment, by definition, is a summary 
describing the aims, values, and 
overall plan of an organization or 
individual. With that in mind, | 
went tq our website. Westminster's 
goal reads: To enhance and widen 
appreciation of the value of a West- 
minster liberal arts education and 
the values imbued in a church-re- 
lated environment. For as long as it 
is listed as affiliated, it is under- 
standable that the college can have 
some connection to the church 
with which it is affiliated. And, al- 
though this is not the point of my 
discussion today, Westminster of- 
fers many different ways in which 
to nurture and enrich spirituality 
without forcing it upon students. 

Diversity is important. No one 
is denying that fact. However, be- 
fore students or alumni begin to 
throw the term around, I suggest 
that people consider all sides and 


delve into the root of the issue at 
hand. 


This brings me diversity and its 
definition. Several dictionaries list 
variations of: the state or fact of be- 
ing different or diverse. In essence, 
this could be an eternal theoretical 
discussion with millions of valid 
points. At first glance, many YPS 
students may seem to be Cau- 
casian, middle-class, etc. The same, 
tight? One of my good friends 
comes from Cleveland, and I come 
from Carlisle. We are both Cau- 
casian and from a middle-class 
family. Yet we are very different 
She went to live in Pittsburgh for 
the year while | traveled across the 
Atlantic to live in Spain for the se- 
mester. Does that make us the 
same? Not according to the defini- 
tion of diversity. Even two people 
of the same gender, religion, eth- 
nicity, and geographic region can 
be starkly diverse. Every day I 
come into contact with people who 
are incredibly different than me, 
no matter what “label” they fit 
THAT is diversity. 


Both sides of the story 


Secondly, it is important to un- 


derstand that many. scholarships 
are available to students who fit 
certain criteria. The YPS_ scholar- 
ship is awarded to young Presbyte- 
rians. This both helps and hinders 
diversity in one way. There are 


scholarships that are especially for 
minorities. Same deal. What about 
the Vance, Trustees’ or President's 
scholarships? These three types 
are only given to those with high 
GPAs, SAT scores and/or 4.0 GPAs 
in college preparatory subjects. Or 
the Jerb Miller scholarship, whose 
recipients are more numerous on 
campus than the YPS program. 
These students have to be nomi- 
nated by educators that are West- 
minster alumni. [m_ not criticizing 
any type of scholarship; merely | 
am mentioning that there is a mul- 
titude available for different cir- 
cumstances, backgrounds and in- 
terests. 

On the theoretical side, the 
school could only offer scholar- 
ships without any criteria, so that 
all could apply for it How would 
you choose who gets them and 
who doesn't? In a sense, scholar- 
ships celebrate individuality and 
diversity. Without funds geared for 
a particular type of person, the 
school would lose its identity, be- 
cause its students would have no 
reason fo be different. This could 
cause the other extreme of the lack 
of diversity. 

Why is it wrong to have a Pres- 
byterian scholarship, especially 
when the school is Presbyterian-af- 
filiated? The YPS scholarship en- 
ables students to come to West- 
minster that would not have been 
able to without it, which incidental- 
ly brings up yet another type- fi- 
nancial. diversity. The college 
works to increase diversity and uti- 
lizes many types of scholarships to

However, cur- 
rent YPS students hail from 16 dif- 
ferent states. According to the Ad- 
missions Office, Westminster 
students represent 28 states enter- 
ing between the years of 2004 and 
2007. If YPS students did not come 
to Westminster otherwise, that to- 
tal would drop to 24. Additionally, 
the number from other states rep- 
resented would drop. Current YPS 
students, although they are Chris- 
tians, also come from a variety of 
different backgrounds, Some are 
Asian-American, while others are 
German-American. Others have a 
Jewish heritage, and other ethnici- 
ties are represented as well. A po- 


tential student for next year is of 
Nigerian descent. There have also 
been interested international stu- 
dents that have had to forego con- 
sidering Westminster, because 
there wasn’t enough financial help 
(grants or loans) available for 
em. 

Finally, the nominees for 2008 
alone represent 15 different states, 
and 46% of them from outside of 
Westminster general recruiting 
area. Now as far as not adding any- 
thing outstanding for the school. 
Many of the YPS students are lead- 
ers on campus through countless 
organizations. While being  in- 
volved in a variety of activities, 
39% of YPS students this past se- 
mester made the Dean's List. For 
being just one entity on campus, I 
think that is pretty significant. 

Ibeg the college administrators 
to address alumni and/or student 
concerns regarding the YPS pro- 
gram, if they have not done so. For 
those who have labeled the schol- 
arship program as some version of 
a murderer of diversity, | would 
suggest accepting the positive as- 
pects it has brought to our school, 
or even better, applauding them. 


Stop attacking students 

For those who afe concerned 
with diversity, | would suggest 
looking in a dictionary to see what 
its stated meaning is.

> plead guilty in immigration 
raid at Poconos plastics plan 


SCRANTON, Pa. (AP) -Five In- 
donesian nationals have pleaded 
guilty to federal charges stemming 
from a raid at a Poconos manufac- 
turing plant that netted 81 suspect- 
ed illegal immigrants. 

_ The defendants pleaded guilty 


to. conspiracy to transport illegal 
immigrants. They also agreed to 
cooperate with federal prosecutors 
investigating the situation at Iridi- 
um Industries. 
Charges are still pending 
against Jimmy Nguyen, the owner 


of a Wilkes-Barre employment 
agency that supplied temporary 
workers to Iridium. Nguyen has 
pleaded innocent. 

Iridium officials have said that 
last summer's raid at its East 
Stroudsburg plant was focused on 


the temp agency, not on Iridium it- 
self, No charges have been filed 
against the plant, which’ makes 
plastic squeeze tubes for lotions 
and other products.

(AP) - A 
boy stole $22,000 from a neigh- 
bor's safe and used the money to 
dole out $100 bills to his middle 
school classmates and finance a 
Wal-Mart spending spree for his 
mother, police said. 

After finding out where the 
money came from, the 38-year-old 
mother, Wendy Mae Lizardi, al- 
legedly told the boy to break into 
the neighbor's home again to re- 
turn the stolen loot. 

Lizardi was charged last week 
with receiving stolen goods and 


with corruption of minors. 

"Oh my gosh, | am so devastat- 
ed, you do not understand," Lizardi 
told The Associated Press on 
Wednesday. "I am sick. I can't eat. I 
can't sleep. It's a nightmare.” 

Police said the 14-year-old boy, 
whose name was not disclosed in 
court papers, confessed to taking 
the money out of his neighbor's 
home in Bloomsburg. Lizardi re- 
portedly told investigators she be- 
came suspicious and found cash 
under his mattress. Police said 
Lizardi told her son to break into 


the neighbor's home and return 
the money. 

Lizardi's lawyer, however, said 
she only told her son to "take the 
money back.” 

“We deny that she committed a 
crime,” said the lawyer, Greg 
Moro. "We don't think that it rises 
to the level of a crime as it relates 
to her.” 


Lizardi, who is unemployed, be- bo 


lieved her son had earned the $400 

that was spent at Wal-Mart by per- 

forming odd jobs, Moro said. 
Moro said the boy may been 


trying to become more popular at 
school. 

"You can certainly do that by 
giving $100 bills out to people,” 
Moro said. 

Bloomsburg Middle School 

Principal Lee Gump called police 
Jan. 30 to report a possible theft 
and told investigators he got con- 
flicting stories from Lizardi and the 
y. 
Moro said some money was re- 
turned to the neighbor, and it is 
unclear how much money was 
lost. 


W. Pa. racial spree killer appealing death penalty 


PITTSBURGH (AP) - A man on 
death row for a racially motivated 
shooting spree that eventually left 
six people dead contends that ju- 
rors should have heard more evi- 
dence about his mental illness in 
‘deciding whether he should be 
sentenced: to death or to life in 
‘prison. 

Richard Baumhammers, 42, 
was an unemployed immigration 
attorney: living in his parents’ 
home in the Pittsburgh suburb of 
Mount Lebanon on April 28, 2000, 
when he shot his Jewish neighbor, 
two Indian men, two men of Asian 
descent and a black man. 

He was sentenced to. death for 
five of the murders. The sixth vic- 
tim, who had been left paralyzed, 
died a year ago of complications 
from complications from pneumo- 


nia. Prosecutors maintained that 
Baumhammers, who is white, se- 
lected his victims because of their 
religious or ethnic background. 

Baumhammers' _ attorney, 
Thomas Farrell, told the state 
Supreme Court on Wednesday 
that the trial court erred when it al- 
lowed only part of a taped phone 
conversation between his client 
and his parents to be played for 
the jury. 

At the time of the call, 
Baumhammers was in jail and his 
mother chastised him after learn- 
ing that he had given other prison- 
ers newspaper articles about the 
Confederate flag and a cross burn- 
ing after signing them. 

She also called him a racist, but 
later, acknowledging that the call 
was being taped, his parents de- 


scribed him as "crazy." Whether 
Baumhammers was a racist or 
mentally ill was key for the jury, 
Farrell said. 

Justice Max Baer asked 
whether Baumhammers could be 
both. Farrell said he could, and that 
his client's racist views could stem 
from his mental illness. 

"| think it's unfortunate that 
this case was tried as it's an either- 
or,” Farrell said. 

Farrell also said jurors in the 
sentencing phase should have 
been able to hear a doctor's testi- 
mony about Baumhammers' men- 
tal illness. Francesco Nepa, an as- 
sistant Allegheny County district 
attorney, said the doctor testified 
during the guilt phase that 
Baumhammers was _paranoid- 
schizophrenic. é 


NATIONAL 
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Baumhammers is serving at 
least 112 additional years in prison 
for 20 other convictions, including 
ethnic intimidation. 

He killed his Jewish next-door 
neighbor, Anita Gordon, 63, and 
then drove through the Pittsburgh 
area, targeting minorities. Also 
killed were Anil Thakur, 31, an In- 
dian man; two Asian men, fi-Ye 
Sun, 34, of Churchill, and Thao 
Pham, 27, of Castle Shannon, at a 
Chinese restaurant; and Garry Lee; 
22, a black man from Aliquippa, at 
a Beaver County karate school. 

Sandip Patel, 32, who had been 
paralyzed from the neck down as a 
result of the attack, died in Febru- 
ary 2007 of complications from 
pneumonia. 

The Supreme Court did not in- 
dicate when it may rule. 


Newly discovered 1888 photo offers rare glimpse 
of young Helen Keller, teacher Anne Sullivan 


BOSTON (AP) - Researchers 
have uncovered a rare photograph 
of a young Helen Keller with her 
teacher Anne Sullivan, nearly 120 
years after it was taken on Cape 
Cod and tucked inside a family al- 
bum. 

The photograph, shot in July 
1888 in Brewster, shows an 8-year- 
old Helen sitting outside in a light- 
¢dlored dress, holding Sullivan's 
hand and cradling one of her 
beloved dolls. 


Experts on Keller's life believe it 


could be the earliest photo of the 
two women together and the only 
one showing the blind and deaf 
child with a doll - the first word 
Sullivan spelled for Keller: after 
they met in 1887 ~ according to 
the New England Historic Ge- 
nealogical Society, which now has 
the photo. 
*. "It's really one of the best im- 
ages I've seen in a long, long time," 
said Helen Selsdon, an archivist at 
the American Foundation for the 
Blind, where Keller worked for 
more than 40 yeats. "This is just a 
_ huge visual addition to the history 





of Helen and Annie.” 

For more than a_ century, 
though, the photograph was hid- 
den in an album that belonged to 
the family of Thaxter Spencer, an 
87-year-old man in Waltham. 

Spencer's mother, Hope Thaxter 
Parks, often stayed at the Elijah 
Cobb House on Cape Cod during 
the summer as a child. In July 
1888, she played with Keller, 
whose family had traveled from 


Tuscumbia, Ala, “to vacation in, 


Massachusetts, 

Spencer, who doesn't know 
which of his relatives took the pic- 
ture, told the society that his moth- 
er, four years younger than Helen, 
remembered Helen exploring her 
face with her hands, 

In June, Spencer donated a 
large collection of photo albums, 
letters, diaries and other heirlooms 
to the genealogical society, which 
preserves artifacts from New Eng- 
land families for future research. 

"| never thought much about 
it," Spencer said in a statement re- 
leased by the Society. "It just 
seemed like something no one 


would find very interesting." 
Spencer has recently been hospi- 
talized and could not be reached 
for comment. 

It wasn't until recently that staff 
at the society realized the photo- 
graph's significance. 

D. Brenton Simons, the society's 
president and CEO, said the photo- 
graph offers a glimpse of what was 
ee important time in Keller's 

e. 
Sullivan was hired in 1887 to 


‘teach Keller, who had been left 


blind and deaf after an illness at 
the age of 1% With her new 
teacher, Keller learned language 
from words spelled manually into 
her hand. Not quite 7, the girl went 
from an angry, frustrated child 
without a way to communicate to 
an eager scholar. 

While "doll" was the first word 
spelled into her hand, Helen finally 
comprehended the meaning of 
language a few weeks later with 
the word "water," as famously de- 
picted in ‘ film "The Miracle 
Worker.” Sullivan stayed at her 


side until her death in 1936, and 


Keller became a world-famous au- 
thor and humanitarian. She died 
in 1968. 

Jan Seymour-Ford, a research li- 
brarian at the Perkins School for 
the Blind in Watertown, which 
both Sullivan and Keller attended, 
said she was moved to see how 
deeply connected the women 
were, even in 1888. 

"The way Anne is gazing so in- 
tently at Helen, | think it's a beauti- 
ful portrait of the devotion that 
lasted between these two women 
all of Anne's life," Seymour-Ford 
said. 

Selsdon said the photograph is 
valuable because it shows many 
elements of Keller's childhood: that 
devotion, Sullivan's push to teach 
Helen outdoors and Helen's attach- 
ment to her baby dolls, one of 
which was given to her upon Sulli- 
van's arrival as her teacher. 

"It's a beautiful composition," 
she said. "It's not even the individ- 
ual elements. It's the fact that it has 
all of the components." 
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Rice wins Palestinian: 
pledge to restart talks, 
yet no solution on how © 
to confront Hamas 


JERUSALEM (AP) - The moder- 
ate Palestinian leadership agreed 
under heavy US. pressure 
Wednesday to resume peace talks 
with Israel, dropping a demand 
that Israel first reach a truce with 
Islamic Hamas militants acting as 
spoilers. 

The announcement gave Secre- 
tary of State Condoleezza Rice a 
modest accomplishment for a brief 
troubleshooting. mission. It left 
open the question of how both 
sides will eventually confront 
Hamas militants in charge of the 
14 million Palestinians — nearly 
half the population — living in the 
sealed-off Gaza Strip. 

"The peace process is a strategic 
choice and we have the intention 
of resuming the peace process,” 
Palestinian President Mahmoud 
Abbas said. He did not say when 
talks would restart, but U.S. and 
other officials predicted it would 
be in about a week. 

Rice said Abbas had assured 
her he will return to talks. Doing 
so is a political risk for Abbas, who 
had broken off negotiations last 
weekend to protest an especially 
deadly Israeli military incursion 
into Gaza. More than 120 Pales- 
tinians were killed, along with 
three Israelis, over a week of 
heightened violence. 

If Israeli-Palestinian talks re- 
sume as pledged it will essentially 
restore the precarious balance in 
place since President Bush an- 
nounced last fall that the two sides 
would resume full negotiations for 
the first time in seven years. The 
talks are supposed to frame a deal 
for a Palestinian state this year. 

Israeli and West Bank Palestin- 
ian negotiators had been meeting 
regularly, and keeping their discus- 
sions secret, before Abbas pulled 
out. The talks had produced noth- 
ing in public, and were under- 
mined on the one hand by contin- 
ued Israeli housing activity on land 
the Palestinians claim and on the 
other by the inability of Palestinian 
security forces to control militants. 

Earlier Wednesday, Abbas had 
said he would not restart negotia- 
tions until Israel declared a truce in 
Hamas-controlled Gaza. 

Although he holds no authority 
in Gaza since Hamas’ violent 
takeover there last June, a Gaza 
truce could benefit Abbas. Israeli 
military action is.so unpopular in 
both: territories, and across. the 
Arab world, that it undermines 
Abbas’ authority and makes it po- 
litically difficult for him to negoti- 
ate with Israel. 

Israel and the United States fear 
that negotiations for a cease-fire 
would give Hamas a political legit- 
imacy it does not deserve. 

Israeli Prime Minister Ehud 
Olmert convened his Security Cab- 
inet to discuss the Gaza situation. 

His office said the officials had 
pledged to continue battling 
Hamas while moving forward

with peace talks with Abbas, 
Olmert did leave the door open to 
an unofficial truce with Hamas, _ 

"If there is no rocket fire at Is- 
rael, there won't be Israeli attacks 
on Gaza," he told reporters. 

Abbas backed down after Rige 
called him in alarm just before an 
afternoon press conference with Is- 
raeli Foreign Minister Tzipi Livni, 
where Rice planned to announce 
an agreement reached that morn- 
ing to revive talks, 

Gaza, and the deep Palestinian 
leadership split it represents, hangs 
over the discussions. Israel and the 
United States have pinned peace 
hopes on Abbas’ moderate-led 
government in the West Bank 
while refusing contact with 
Hamas, which they-call a terrorist 
organization. Israel has also tried 


‘to punish the militants for indis: 


criminate rocket attacks fromi 
Gaza into southern Israel by clos- 
ing borders with Gaza and cutting 
utilities - iV 

With Hamas dug in, it is unclear 
whether Abbas could carry 
through on any deal he makes 
with Israel, Meanwhile, the crisis 
over Abbas’ boycott demonstrated 
Hamas’ power to sabotage negoti! 
ations, - 

Militants had provoked the Is- 
raeli onslaught by escalating their 
rocket attacks last week, killing 
one Israeli civilian. Israel's r¢i 
sponse was viewed by Palestinians 
and some outsiders ‘as dispropor 
tionate, and Abbas was under 
huge domestic pressure to cancel 
talks, 


The U.S-backed peace program 
is meant to offer Palestinians both 
in the West Bank and Gaza an al: 
ternative to Hamas — a vision of'a 
future independent state made 
possible only by renouncing terrot: 
ism and coming to terms with Is- 
rael. But Hamas has established 
firm control in Gaza since a violent 
takeover from forces loyal to Ab- 
bas last June, and has withstood 
months of an Israeli embargo an: 
international ostracism. iT) 

Israeli leaders are under in; 
creasing pressure to find some 
way to deal with Hamas - either 
through negotiation or a full-on 
‘military assault and re-invasion of 
Gaza, the once-occupied territory 
Israel abandoned three years ago. 
The US, as shepherds of the peagg 
process, is also under pressure to 
acknowledge that Hamas is a polit 
ical force and an integral part of 
any eventual solution to the Pales- 
tinian problem. 

"There are enemies of peace 
that will always try to hold hostage 
the Palestinian cause and the fu- 
ture of the Palestinian people for 
their own state," Rice said. "Aad 
Hamas, which in effect holds the 
people of Gaza hostage in their 
hands, is now trying to. make the 
path to a Palestinian state hostagg 
to them. We cannot-permit that to 
happen."

From 
there the newspaper and card- 
board is trucked off to a recycling 
facility in Mars, Pa. and compacted, 
then sent to various paper mills in 
the area. The paper is ground into 
a pulp, and made into a lower 
grade paper, which is then made 
into cardboard, newsprint (for 
more newspapers), and phone- 


- realized that the campus did not books. 


“We must remember to reduce 
our consumption, in the mean 
time, recycling is the next best 
thing to make a greener campus,” 
said President of the SSC Leanna 
Stitt . “I hope that more people 
rie be aware that they can recycle 

eit newspapers, and less will get 
thrown into the trash” 


Recycling your daily newspaper 
for one year would provide the 
pulp equivalent of 2/3 acre of com- 
mercial forest. Manufacturing re- 
cycled paper produces 55% less air 
and water pollution than manufac- 
turing paper from virgin wood. 

Although the program has been 
running well so far, not all students 
are aware that they have the op- 
tion to recycle their old newspa- 
pers. 


“T have never even heard of this 4 


program, | didn’t know that there 
were newspaper recycling bins on 
campus anywhere,” said sopho- 
more Jon Morrow.

Cope exuded life on the radio.

WTAE, but the station was looking 
to hire him full time as color an- 
nouncer for the Steelers. Cope was 
reluctant about his voice being 
broadcast over the airwaves; how: 
ever, his boss assured him that ob- 
noxious voices were in and that he 
should consider the proposal. 
Cope seized the opportunity 
and changed the face of sports 
broadcasting. Never had anyone 
ever heard a voice like his. Cope 
made the likes of Harry Carey 
sound like polished newsmen. You 
could not and will not ever hear 
someone quite like Myron Cope in 
this day and age. By broadcast 
standards, his voice defied the re- 
fined way broadcasters are trained 
to speak. It didn’t seem to matter: 
Pittsburghers loved him, squawks 
and all. His voice became synony- 
mous with everything Pittsburgh. 
The thing about Myron Cope 
that most people don't realize is 
that he was a true writer.

After the Renais- 
sance, architecture, painting, and 
sculpture were also considered to 
be liberal arts. 

Today, a liberal arts curriculum 
includes theology, literature, lan- 
guages, philosophy, history, mathe- 
matics, and science (according to 
wikipedia). Those subjects directly 
relate to the intellectual perspec-

These ballots are designed for 
people who are absent from their 
city or town on election day, have a 
physical disability that prevents 


them from voting at the polls or 
cannot vote on election day due to 
religious beliefs. 


The deadjine for applying for 
an absentee ballot is noon the day 
before an election. - 


For the ballot to be cast with the 
rest of the votes it must arrive at 
the local election office before the 
polls close on election day (gener- 
ally around 8 p.m.) The ballot can 
be hand delivered (for example, 
parents could take it in) or just sent 
through the mail.

Westminster College sees an in- 
crease in applications for the up- 
coming academic year. 

The number of applicants rose 
125% from last year, An increase 
of 125% might be easier to com- 
prehend if one looks at the num- 
bers. 1,368 high school seniors ap- 
plied last year. As of last week, 
2884 high school seniors have ap- 
plied to Westminster, The last class 
to have this many applications is 
the current senior class; 1,444 high 
school seniors applied for admis- 
sion that year. 

This year's number is almost 
twice as many students currently 
enrolled at the college, which sits 
around 1,500. 

Just because there is an increase 
in applications does not mean that 


| there are lower standards for ad- 


missions, Prospective students 





| have an average SAT score of 1100 


and 3.6 GPA in core subjects. 

The number of prospective stu- 
dents who will choose to attend is 
unknown. Westminster usually ac- 
cepts around 350 incoming fresh- 
men.Prospective students still need 
to choose Westminster. 

Brad Tokar, Dean of Admis- 
sions, explained that financial 
packages recently went out to ac- 
cepted students, which is one item 
that helps students choose a col- 
lege. 

The question remains: what 
helped the application numbers 
jump? Tokar pointed out a few 
reasons including a new web 
based admissions program and a 
joint effort by college faculty, the 
athletic department, and coun. 
selors. 

The web based admissions pro- 
gram allows prospective students 
to apply online instead of through 
the traditional paper application. 
There are also links to request in- 
formation, schedule a campus visit,

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Clinton says she would have parted with Obama's pastor 


GREENSBURG, Pa. (AP) _ 
Hillary Rodham Clinton said Tues- 
day she would-have parted compa- 
ny with a minister who talked 
about America the way Barack 
Obama's pastor has. 

Clinton's comments. marked a 
clear shift in her handling of the 
Obama church controversy, which 
she had generally avoided until 
now. Some Democrats see Oba- 
ma's refusal to dissociate himself 
from the Chicago church and its 
recently retired minister, Jeremiah 
Wright, as his stickiest campaign 
challenge so far.

French president raises 
pressure on China with 
hint of boycott Olympic 


opening ceremony 


PARIS (AP) _ French President 
Nicolas Sarkozy suggested Tues: 
day that a boycott of the opening 
ceremony of the Beijing Olympics 
was a possibility - the first world 
leader to raise the prospect of pun- 
ishing China over its ongoing 
crackdown in Tibet. 

The United States, Britain and 
Germany all condemned China 
for using force against Tibetan pro- 
testers, but they stopped short of 
threatening to boycott the games 
or the Aug. 8 opening ceremony. 

China, meanwhile, showed no 
sign of letting up on its crackdown. 
At least two people were killed in a 
clash between protesters and po- 
lice in an area of western China 
that borders on Tibet, state media 
and human rights groups reported 
Tuesday. 

The clashes were the latest in 
most sustained uprising against 
Chinese rule in almost two 
decades - a challenge that has put 
China's human rights record in the 
international spotlight, embarrass- 
ing and frustrating a Communist 
leadership that had hoped for a 
smooth run-up to the Olympic 
Games. 

China's response has also 
pushed human rights campaign- 
ers and governments to re-exam- 
ine their approach to the Olympics. 

Sarkozy, who had faced rising 
criticism in France for his relative 
silence on the issue, couched his 
comments cautiously: He made it 
clear that skipping the ceremony 
was one of several possible French 
responses to the violence in Tibet. 

"Our Chinese friends must un- 
derstand the worldwide concern 
that there is about the question of 
Tibet, and | will adapt my response 
to the evolutions in the situation 
that will come, I hope, as rapidly as 
possible,” he said in southwest 
France. 

Asked whether he supported a 
boycott, Sarkozy said he could "not 
close the door to any possibility.” 

His aides confirmed that 
Sarkozy was talking only about 
the opening ceremony. His minis- 
ters have repeatedly said France 
does not support a boycott of the 
games. 

The timing of Sarkozy's com- 
ments appeared aimed at persuad- 
ing other world leaders to~join 
him. He travels Wednesday’ to 
Britain, host of the 2012 Olympics, 
and European Union foreign min: 
isters meet Friday. 

British officials have ruled out a 
boyoott, saying the government be- 
lieves close cooperation with Chi- 
na is the best way to influence it 

Prime Minister Gordon Brown 
spoke by telephone last week with 
Chinese Premier Wen Jiabao and 
has said he would meet in May 
with the Tibetan spiritual leader, 
the Dalai Lama. Brown's office 
said he will attend the closing cere- 
mony of the Olympics as planned. 


President Bush has long 
planned to attend the Beijing 
Olympics, and the White House 
said the crackdown in Tibet is not 
cause for him to cancel. 


"We want everyone to refrain 
from violence, We believe that Chi- 
na should respect minority cul- 
tures, in particular in this case, the 
Tibetan culture,” said White House 
press secretary Dana Perino. Be- 
cause Bush has a good relation- 
ship with Chinese President Hu 
Jintao, he "is also able to speak 
very frankly about our concerns 
about human rights and democra- 
cy," she added. 


Asked if she could rule out a 
possible boycott by Bush, Perino 
said: "| would say at this point | 
have no change in our position." 

Even if Sarkozy fails to: con- 
vince other leaders, he stands to 
reap political benefits from his po- 
sition. The French leader, a conser- 
vative who pledged to make fight- 
ing for human rights around the 
world a hallmark of his presiden- 
cy, has come under domestic ptes- 
sure to speak out against the vio- 
lence in Tibet. 

Last. weekend, an opposition 
Socialist leader lashed out at 
Sarkozy's “deafening silence’s on 
the issue, while Paris-based media 
freedom group Reporters Without 
Borders urged an opening ceremg- 
ny boycott by heads of state other 
VIPs. 3 

The idea has found support 
among many French people, with 
a recent poll suggesting 53 pervenit 
of respondents said they were 
"rather favorable" to the idea of 
Sarkozy shunning the opening a 
emony. 


Reporters Without Borders’ rk 
search director Jean-Francois Jul- 
liard said his group welcomed 
Sarkozy's comments. He added 
that to his knowledge, the French 
leader was the first to go so far ij ip 
the boycott discussion. 


Outspoken French Foreign Mit 
ister Bernard Kouchner said last 
week the opening ceremony boy- 
coti idea ‘is interesting.” The presi- 
dent of the EU Parliament, Hang- 
Gert Poettering, also said 
politicians should consider stayinp 
away trom the. ceremony if ell a 
lence continues. 


European Commission Pres 
dent Jose Manuel Barroso said he 
didn't see the Beijing Games as A 
political event and disagreed with 
the idea of a boycott. A Germ 
government spokesman echoed 
that comment, saying a 
would "distract" from efforts tp 
find a political golution to the cy- 
sis.

ipants became stressed about. 

4 thought the simulation was a 
great experience for us as college 
students to see what it is like to 
live below the poverty line. We 
were able to see what types of 
agencies are out there to help and 


_ the different things we could do to 
help as well,” senior Shannon Eck- 
lund, said. 

This simulation, while being the 
first opportunity for students to 
participate, allowed some faculty 
to experience it a second. time 
around. After facing the difficulties 
as a small group, the faculty want- 
ed to allow. students share the 
same experience. It is the hope 
that the simulation may become a 
part of Fresh Start, and allow in- 
coming freshman to go through a 
unique learning experience. 

“Students, if offered the oppor. 
tunity to do it, should do it, be- 
cause it allows you to gain com- 
passion for someone else's 
struggle,” said Rev. fim Mohr. 

Mohr, after going through other 


types of simulations, and experi- 
encing this one twice, felt that 
everyone is playing an important 
role and explains that it can be a 
frustrating experience. While a typ- 
ical week is condensed into a 15 


‘minute interval, facilitators of the 


event, make the every day tasks 
seem realistic. 

“The individual is capable of 
both great compassion and great 
indifference, He. has it within his 
means to nourish the former and 
outgrow the latter,” said Norman 
Cousins. With the help of the LC- 


. CAP, students who participated in 


the simulation, and future partici- 
pants will engage in an experience 
that can open their eyes allow 
them to gain that compassion for 
others.

Double Yoi: The legacy of Myron Cope, part I P

An acclaimed career at Sports 
Illustrated earned Cope numerous 
awards for his writings, specifically 
in 1963, when he won the EP. Dut- 
ton Prize for "Best Magazine 
Sportswriting in the Nation” for 
his portrayal of Muhammad Ali, 
who was then Cassius Clay. Cope, 
as in his radio broadcasts, reverted 
to humor in his articles. According 
to many of this colleagues, his 
writing was unparalleled to any- 
one’s they had ever read. His 
columns exuded energy and hu- 
mor, but never strayed from the 
facts. 





Despite his phenomenal writ- 
ing abilities and signature voice on 
the radio, Cope will forever be 
known as the creator of the sym- 
bol that separates Pittsburgh Steel- 
er fans from the rest: The Terrible 
Towel. 

Shortly before a playoff game 
in 1975, Cope suggested thatSteel- 
er fans bring towels to the game 
and wave them in the air to give 
the Steelers a bit of an edge. And, 
well, the rest is history. Cope’s in- 
vention went on to become a 
trademarked, officially licensed 
product of the Pittsburgh Steelers’ 
franchise. 

Because of Cope’s seemingly 
simple idea, fans, players, coaches,

“2,” however, is very similar in 
structure and tonality to “1,” in- 
cluding only ornate piano and a 
buzzing electronic panorama.

Unfortunately, my friend’s aunt 
ditched Reznor and eventually set- 
tled for The Clark’s drummer Dave 
Minarik ,which means I'll never 
get to ask the man behind the cur- 
tain why the first nine songs of 
Ghosts: I-IV lack clarity and con- 
clusiveness. My guess, however, is 
that much like a single episode of 
Lost, you can’t see the whole pic- 
ture until the story is complete if 
you want to find out how this mys- 
tery of an album ends, spend the 
extra five bucks and download the 
whole thing on the band’s website.

Five stars for Ludo’s Awful

A college education does not al- 
ways help a person find the right 
occupation. 

Such was the case for Andrew 
Volpe, lead-singer and guitarist of 
rock band Ludo. Volpe decided 
that he wanted to do something 
less “adult” for his career. . Ludo 
started as an acoustic duo of Volpe 
and fellow guitarist Tim Ferrell, 
The two soon recruited Tim Convy 
to play synthesizers. 

After touring extensively, a 
rhythm section completed the 
bands lineup. Shortly after, Ludo 
recorded its self-titled debut. After 
much more touring and the re- 
lease of a popular rock opera EP, 
Ludo was signed to Island Records 
in 2006. 

Soon after the record deal, the 
band recorded “You're Awful, | 
Love You” which was released on 
February 28, 2008. Volpe de- 
scribes it as the band's “healthiest, 
most-ten-toed musicbaby yet” | 
could not agree more. 

The album has wit, intelligence, 
and pop-y. melodies from begin- 
ning to end. The same can be said 
of many other bands in the genre, 
but adding in Ludo's ever-present 
element of originality to this mix 
makes this record stand out above 
the competition. 

The opening track and first sin- 
gle “Love Me Dead” is by far the 
album's weirdest song. | had to lis- 
ten to it a few times before appre- 
ciating the coupling of the '50s- 
style rhythm with the numerous 
exaggerations, puns, and innuen- 
dos such as “You're a faith healer

No, Majority of students fill out 
a FAFSA form and apply for feder- 
al and state loans and grants. 


- However, how easy is it, truly, to 
get financial assistance from the 
state and federal government? 


The government has been get- 
ting a lot of flack lately concerning 
the issuance of grants and loans. If 
you have paid attention to the 
news in the past several months, 
you should have heard about 
Pennsylvania student loans. 

According to the media, educa- 
tional loans are now harder to ob- 
tain, especially in Pennsylvania. 

I know, as a student here, | need 
my loans from the state to contin- 
ue fe attend this college. Therefore,

being a concerned student, | decid- 
ed to educate myself on the matter 
and took a walk to the Remick Ad- 
missions House to visit the finan- 
cial aid staff, 

The situation, as it turns out, is 
not as dire as feared. (Imagine the 
news media making this issue big- 
ger than it really is!) 

AES is a third-party organiza- 
tion that assists PHEAA in process- 
ing loans. They have and will con- 
tinue to serve as a liaison between 
PHEAA, students, and their finan- 
cial institutions when it comes 
time for a loan to be issued to or 
paid back by a student. 


However, AES, in the past, has 
also served as a lender. As of this 
year, they are no longer going to 
serve as one. The federal govern- 
ment is no longer to financially 
back their institution. Therefore, 
they feel as if it is too risky to con- 
tinue to be a lender of students. 

Since AES have back out of 
lending, so have other financial in- 
tuitions. However, this does not 
mean that student loans are not 
available:or are any harder to re- 





ceive. 

In fact, majority of banks are 
still acting as lenders for students. 
Therefore, not much is changing. 

If your bank is no longer serv- 
ing as lender, do not worry! You 
can still receive a Joan. The money 
just may come from a different 
source. You just simply have to 
choose another lender. 


If you have any questions or 
concerns, please go see the finan- 
cial aid office: They are extremely 
helpful and will do anything they 
can to help you. 

Remember FAFSA forms for 
Pennsylvania are due on May 1, 
2008. The sooner you fill one out, 
the sooner you get your financial 
package. 

You must fill out a FAFSA in or- 
der to be eligible for federal or 
state aid. This includes grants, loan, 
and work study eligibility. 

If you need informational sup- 


plies, again, visit the financial aid | 


office. 


Take the time to go visit them, 
you may get more money by do- 
ing it and everyone knows we can 
all use more of it!

He moved to PBS where he 
wrote “Old Habits,” two three-hour 
specials on the history of both 
drinking and smoking.

He briefly 
worked as a commentator for En- 
tertainment Tonight and eventual- 
ly landed a job as the host of Fox 
News Channel's “Fox News Watch,” 
which was the longest job he has 
ever held.

Even a liberal arts campus can 
“change dramatically” 


On March 7, the Holcad's Man- 
aging Editor published an editorial 
which equated criticism of the 
Young Presbyterian Scholars Pro- 
gram with animosity towards 
those students that comprise the 
program. This is a conflation that 
should be avoided. 

The Managing Editor also 
sought to expunge YPS-related let- 
ters from: the opinion section, 
which is not the first implied call 
for censorship to grace the pages 
of the Holcad. An Emeritus Profes- 
sor of Religion offered similar ar- 
guments in response to past criti- 
cism of the YPS program, 
implicitly suggesting that students 
had no right to influence institu- 
tional policy (Holcad, 29 April 
2006). The Professor and, more re- 
cently, the Managing Editor offer 
personal attacks, ad hominem ar- 
guments, aimed at questioning 
critics’ moral authority rather than 
responding to the substance of the 
criticism. This is a distraction from 
the real issues facing the campus 
community-including a large 
scholarship program that may ex- 
acerbate rather than mitigate the 
adverse demographic trends facing 
the College. 

Although those on campus for 
a short time may not realize it, 
things can change dramatically at 
a Liberal Arts College, even at 
Westminster College. Few people 
on campus probably recognize 
that less than ten years ago West- 
minster College was named. the 
5th most homophobic college in 


America by the Princeton Review 
(Rachel Jones, 8 October 1998). 
Letters to the Holcad included a 
former faculty member railing 
against American culture, declar- 
ing that "the wicked will not inher- 
it the kingdom of God", implicitly 
encouraging homophobic behav- 
ior, and subsequently receiving 
written support for an obvious 
message of exclusion (November: 
December 2000). The Holcad’s 
opinion section was filled with let- 
ters about the issue and served as 
an appropriate venue for campus 
dialogue. Real, substantive issues 
should be discussed in the opinion 
section by all members of the cam- 
pus community, without inferen- 
tial editorial censorship to ex- 
punge positions that an editor 
disagrees with. Why even have 
opinion sections if an uncomfort- 
able topic is displaced by triviali- 


‘ties or, as often occurs, a college- 


funded blank page? 

I would like to reiterate that the 
YPS-related letters I have written 
are out of genuine concern for the 
well-being of the institution. If YPS 
is able to reverse the negative aca- 
demic and enrollment trends of — 
the past several years and provide 
meaningful diversity as originally 
advertised, those who write the 
disparaged "so-called persuasive 
arguments” would be able to "get 
over themselves and move on" 
with a clear conscience.

Prosecutor: Woman shot fellow Pa. 


church member out of jealousy 


COOPERSBURG, Pa. (AP) - A 
woman with romantic feelings for 
her pastor killed a fellow church 
member out of jealousy over how 
much attention the victim was get- 
i from the preacher, authorities 


aoe alleged Tuesday 
that Mary Jane Fonder, 65, shot 
Rhonda Smith, 42, in January in- 
side Trinity Evangelical Lutheran 
Church in rural Springfield Town- 
ship, Bucks County. 

The church sexton found Smith, 
who lived in Hellertown. and vol- 
unteered at the church, with a gun- 
shot wound. She later died at St. 
Luke's Hospital-Fountain Hill. 

"The defendant in this case had 


very strong feelings for the pastor 
in the church," Bucks County Dis- 
trict Attorney Michelle Henry said. 
"She was jealous of the fact that 
the victim was getting attention 
from the pastor.” 

The break in the case came Sat- 
urday when a man and his son 
found a .38-caliber handgun on the 
shore of Lake Nockamixon in a 
nearby state park. Henry said the 
gun was registered to Fonder and 
forensic analysis indicates that it 
was the weapon used to kill Smith. 

Fonder, a longtime member of 
the church, had made her feelings 
known to the Rev. Gregory Sh- 


‘ reaves, but he was not interested, 


authorities said. Shreaves was not 


involved with Smith, either, inves- 
tigators said 

"This is not something we 
thought was possible," said Paul 
Rose, Trinity's church council pres- 
ident. "We are a peaceful, country 
church." 

Fonder was charged Tuesday 
with first-degree murder and pos- 
sessing instruments of a crime. De- 
fense attorney Michael Applebaum 
said his client maintains her inno- 
cence, and that he believes she will 
be exonerated after all the evi- 
dence is heard. 

But when asked about her 
mental health, the attorney said, 
"She's not a well woman." Fonder 
was denied bail and is being held 


at the Bucks County prison. 

Fonder was arrested at her 
home in Kintnersville — the same 
house where she and her father, 
Edward F. Fonder Ill, were living 
when he disappeared in late Au- 
gust 1993. 

Edward Fonder, then 80, was 
never found. Mary Jane Fonder 
complained to The Intelligencer of 
Doylestown in 1994 that police 
were treating her as a suspect in 
the case, although police. never 
identified her as such. 

The disappearance of the elder 
Fonder is “not a closed matter,” 
First Deputy Assistant District At- 
torney David Zellis said Tuesday. 
He declined to comment further.

(AP) - A district 
judge has dismissed nearly 600 
charges of animal cruelty against a 
woman accused of keeping hun- 
dreds of cats, some dead and dy- 
ing, at a western Pennsylvania ani- 
mal sanctuary.

WAYCROSS, Ga. (AP) - A group 
of children ages 8 to 10 apparently 
were mad at their teacher because 
she had scolded one of them for 
standing on a chair, authorities say.

Plane crash in Suriname 
kills at least 19 people, 


aviation officials say 


PARAMARIBO, Suriname (AP) 
- A plane crashed en route to a re- 
mote mining region in southern 
Suriname on Thursday, killing at 
least 19 people, officials in the 
South American country said. 

The twin-engine Antonov- 
AN28 was operated by a Suri- 
namese carrier, Blue Wing airlines, 
said‘ Kenneth Dors, Suriname's air 
traffic services director. 

Dors said 19 or 20 people were 
on board, including two crew 
members, but officials were still 
trying to determine the exact num- 
ber. All died in the crash. 

Another official, Brian Desouza, 
flight safety division manager for 
the aviation authority, said 19 were 
on board and all were apparently 
Surinamese. 

The plane took off from the 
capital, Paramaribo, and crashed 
in a wooded area near the airstrip 
in the Benzdorp region, on the bor- 
der with French Guiana, officials 
said. 

"The local people have reached 
the aircraft; they know what the 
situation is," Desouza said. "We're 
putting up investigation teams." 

Authorities had not yet. deter- 
mined the cause.

opment at same sex institutions. 

Her presentation was based 
upon the challenges scholars like 
herself face when performing 
archival research including fair use 
and copyright laws. 

“It was hard to figure out who | 
was even supposed to talk to,” 
Hicok said of her difficult task. “1 
had to rely on other scholars I had 
met to help guide me through” 

Hicok had to request permis- 
sion from three different estates 
before she could finalize her book 
while also abiding by the strict 
rules of the Copyright Act of 1976 
which is based upon the protection 
of intellectual property. The 
Moore Estate, the Bishop Estate, 
and the Plath Estate were all con- 
sulted by Hicok to obtain the 
rights to particular works. 

“The emotional cost was far 
higher than the publishing costs,” 
Hicok recalled of the painstaking 
process that delayed the publish- 
ing of her book for up to a year. 

The Doctrine of Fair Use made 
the process slightly easier for 
Hicok by allowing her the privi- 
lege to quote up to 10 percent of 
copyrighted work without permis- 
sion from the owner. However, 
Hicok feels it hinders her credibili- 
ty as a scholar. 

“| feel it doesn't make a good 
book if you are constantly quoting 
other people,” Hicok said. 

Among faculty in attendance 
was Professor of Communications, 
Brad Weaver, who sympathized 


1 | with Hicok. 


“Tt appears the lack of definition 
for "fair use" can be an unfair bur- 
den for scholars when it comes to 
quoting works published and un- 
published sources,” Weaver said, 
“It sounds like Dr. Hicok lived 
through the copyright nightmare 
for her efforts, 1 agree scholars 
need advocates when it comes to 
copyright” 

Hicok, who has been with 
Westminster since 2001, earned 
her undergraduate degree from 
Russell Sage College and masters 
and PhD. from the University of 
Rochester.

One-man band releases 


first, full-length album

Self-proclaimed “control-freak,” 
18-year-old Daniel Hunter, has al- 
ready made a name for himself in 
the music industry. 

Hunters one-man act PlayRa- 
dioPlay! was signed to Island 
Records last year after self-releas- 
ing several songs on its MySpace 
and Purevolume WebPages, 
Hunter released a widely success- 
ful six-song EP. last April and 
toured the country with a support- 
ing band and occasionally on his 
own. His first full-length record, en- 
titled Texas, after his home state, 
hit stores on Mar. 18, 2008. 


PlayRadioPlay’s sound is com- 
pared to similar electronic-punk 
bands such as The Postal Service 
and HelloGoodbye, but Hunter's 
overall sound and lyrics. are less 
upbeat. Of course, as 
there are more 
than enough 
danceable tracks 
and pop melodies, 
but an over- 
whelming state of 
melancholy domi- 
nates the record. 


Hunter's musi- 
cal ability is far be- 
yond his years, es- 
pecially for 
someone who 
learned to make 
electronic music in 
a high school class 
less than three 
years ago. PlayRa- 
dioPlay! utilizes a 
wide array of elec- 
tronic instruments,

guitars, drum machines and voice- 
altering effects to. create a simulta- 
neously simple and complex 
sound, which means the songs’ 
structures are rather simple, but 
there are always at least three lay- 
ers of different instruments com- 
plementing each other. 


The album's opening track 
takes a while to kick in. A single 
synthesizer is heard for the first 
few measures. A simple drum beat 
and various other electronic 
sounds are added as the intro 
builds to the dance-rock rhythm of 
the chorus. The lyrics are simple 
and repetitive, but the upbeat 
rhythm and melody make “Loco 
Commotion” one of the album’s 
high points. 

The second song, a ballad called 
‘I'm A Pirate, You're A Princess” is 
the best track on the record. It be- 
gins with a haunting piano melody 





and a waltz beat and various other 
synthesizers. Then the beat abrupt- 
ly changes to a basic dance beat for 
the verse and the chorus. The 
clashing of musical styles in the 
song gives it huge emotional 
depth. The lyrics to the chorus are 
simple and fun, like many on the 
record: “I am a pirate, you are a 
princess/We could sail the seven 
seas/Bring back some presents for 
all the people/Everyone would 
love us, even Courtney would love 
us” 


Most of the other tracks follow 
similar structures and create 
deeply emotional sounds, but the 
album becomes boring after 
awhile.

Professor, mentor, writer, scholar and all-around good guy to retire

nonsensical, it perfectly describes a 
professor who is also an author, a 
mentor, and an inspiration to writ- 
es. 
Dr. James A. Perkins, professor 
of English and public relations, is 
retiring after 35 years. During 
those years, he published 13 
books, wrote 897 poems and nu- 
merous articles, and received the 
Distinguished Faculty Award. 
Perkins was a Fulbright Scholar 
and visiting professor at Seoul Na- 
tional University of Korea in 1998, 
and was named a Kentucky 
Colonel for his efforts in influenc- 
ing a stamp commemorating

Robert Penn Warren's one hun- 
dredth birthday. 

Perkins said his wife “allowed 
{him} to retire” only after devising 
a six-page plan. “She pretty much 
runs my life,” said Perkins, “She's 
absolutely my best friend” Part of 
his plan for retirement includes 
writing volumes four and five of 
“Selected Letters of Robert Penn 
Warren” He has extensively re- 
searched and published works on 
Robert Penn Warren and is an in- 
ternationally known Southern Lit- 
erature scholar. He has researched 
David Madden, a lesser known 
American novelist, and plans to 
write two more books about him. 

‘Td really like to get back to po- 
etry,” said Perkins. “Poetry is a 
main love that fm estranged from 
at the moment” 

His poems are emotional re- 
sponses to events such as retire- 


ment or death. “Im not the 
smartest bear,” said Perkins. “I 
don’t think philosophically.

“That one always makes me 
weep a little bit,” said Dr. Deborah 
Mitchell, associate professor of 
English and film studies, while re- 
ferring to “The Long Path,” a poem 
Perkins wrote for his wife. “It's a 


beautiful tribute to 45 years of 
marriage’ 

Perkins’ short stories describe 
childhood events that tend to be on 
strange subject matter. However 
bizarre they may be, nostalgic feel- 
ings are evoked and childhood 
memories quickly return. “Chick- 
en Gizzards,” for example, de- 
scribes a family feud over chicken 
gizzards from a child's perspective. 

Perkins said he writes his sto- 
ries from things that he overhears. 
After hearing a strange comment, 
his imagination takes off and he 
creates a story. His advice to stu- 
dents: “If you want to write, write” 

While he has written and pub- 
lished numerous works, Perkins’ 
passion lies in getting to know stu- 
dents. 

‘Tll miss the students,” said 
Perkins. “Tm not going to miss 
teaching at all .... I enjoy the intel- 


lectual stimulation of watching stu- 
dents discover that they're really a 
lot brighter than they thought they 
were” 

For faculty, past and present stu- 
dents alike, Perkins has influenced 
them all. 

“Dr. Perkins is the reason Im 
teaching at Westminster,” said De- 
lores Natale. Perkins taught Natale 
as an adult student. Two months 
after graduation, he interviewed 
and hired her as a lecturer. He en- 
couraged Natale to pursue her re- 
search on Eudora Welty. “He saw 
that it ignited something in me,” 
said Natale. She is now an officer 
of the South Central Modern Lan- 
guage Association (SCMLA) and 
has extensively researched Welty.

in jail after March arrest 


Former employee made terroristic 
threats to New Castle High School

Former Sodexho employee, 
Michael Eaglin, remains in 
Lawrence County jail after he was 
arrested in McGill Library on 
March 11, 2008. 

He is currently charged with 
making terroristic threats, threat- 
ening to use weapons of mass de- 
struction, and criminal use of a 
communication facility. 

Eaglin was arrested for send- 
ing terroristic threats to New Cas- 
tle High School. The school re- 
ceived five e-mails threatening 
violence on March 9 and 10. New 
Castle police traced the e-mails to 
a computer in McGill Library. Po- 
lice officers staked out the library 
and made the arrest at 6:00 p.m. 
on Tuesday March 11. 


“Mike always used to come in 
to the library everyday before he 
went to work; he always talked to 
the workers at the front desk.” li- 
brary aide Heidi Ptacek said. 
“From talking with him, I got to 
know him a bit; he seemed like a 
really nice, hard working, and de- 
termined guy.’ * 

While Eaglin initially denied 
any involvement in the threats, he 
later admitted to sending all five e- 
mails to New Castle School Dis- 
trict. Administrators at the school 
district received three e-mails 
threatening violence on Sunday 
and two more on Monday after- 
noon. 


The e-mails allegedly stated 
that on Thursday, March 13, 
Eaglin planned to “blow the heads 
off” people and “attack” various 
administrators and staff members. 
In Eaglin’s written statement, he

states that he had not intended to 
harm anyone but wanted to gain 
revenge on a woman who had 
filed charges against him in early 
February. He claims the threats 
were a joke. 


According to New Castle police, 
the e-mails include the name of a 
local woman and two male mi- 
nors. 


Police officers contacted the lo- 
cal woman and discovered that 
she had a complicated past with 
Eaglin. She had previously filed 
charges against him for stalking 
and harassment 

Eaglin had used her e-mail ac- 
count before and may have been 
responsible for the threats. Police 
attained a search warrant for data 
logs and user sign-in sheets at the 
library. They found that Eaglin 
had signed onto a computer Sun- 
day and Monday at the same 
times the e-mails had been sent. 


Records also showed that 
Eaglin had visited the New Castle 
School District Web site and Ya- ” 
hoo e-mail, Officers performed 
surveillance at the library and wit- 
nessed Eaglin enter and sit at a 
computer. He was arrested on the 
unrelated stalking and harass- 
ment charges filed by the named 
woman. 


"It is unfortunate that someone 
would misuse community library 
resources. Westminster cooperated 
with authorities to bring the inves- 
tigation to a successful conclu- 
sion,” senior director of advance- 
ment administration Mark 
Meighen said. 

Eaglin’s bail was set $200,00, 
but was reduced to $50,000 after 
he waived his preliminary hear- 
ing, He is now awaiting trial.

Film festival honors former professor

A professor's legacy continues 
through the Jake Erhardt Interna- 
tional Film Series.” 

Dr. Jacob Erhardt, professor 
emeritus of German, founded the 
series that the modern languages 
department later renamed alter 
him. 

“For many years, he was basi- 
cally running the whole German 
program,” Dr. Andrew Ade said. 


Ade is an assistant professor of 
English and past coordinator of the 
series, Erhardt retired in 2004 af- 
ter 35 years as a German professor 
and 15 years as chair of the depart- 
ment of modern languages. 


“He is wonderfully enthusiastic 
and charming as an instructor,” 
Ade said. He currently assistants 
the director of the Language in 
Motion Program, and still helps 
scout out potential films. 


“Dr. Erhardt is a very knowl- 
edgeable and gifted educator,” said 
Dr. Ann Murphy, associate profes- 


sor and current chair of the mod- 
ern languages department. He is a 
‘supportive and: giving person for 
both his students and colleagues” 


Murphy said Erhardt's “enthusi- 
asm for film as a way of communi- 
cating and creating diverse and 
meaningful messages about hu- 
man existence” prompted his 
founding of the series “It was 
named after him upon his retire- 
ment,” she said, “in recognition of 
his contributions as a professor’ 


Erhardt’s goal of increasing cul- 
tural awareness through the series 


has continued after his retirement. 
“We introduce foreign cultures to 
our students ‘through cinematic 
story-telling,” said Ade. The pro- 
gram “invites students to consider 
film for its artistry and not just its 
entertainment value,” he said. 
Many students are “surprised how 
accessible the stories are despite 
the language barrier” The films re- 
main in the authentic language of 
the actors with subtitles. 

“(t's a way to visit a culture” 
said Dr. Deborah Mitchell, associ- 
ate professor of English and film 


studies. She explained that many 
filmmakers integrate problems 
that affect their country, and stu- 
dents can learn about these issues 
through the film. 

“Like Dr. Mitchell likes to say, 
‘Film is the narrative of our times,” 
Ade said, “and it truly is. Now 
films reach more people than 
books do.”

Life on Texas polygamist compound old- 
fashioned, but far from pleasant, authorities say 


ELDORADO, Texas (AP) -Until 
the raid on their compound last 
week, the women and girls of the 
Yearning for Zion Ranch. spent 
their days caring for its many chil- 
dren, tilling gardens and quilting, 
dressed. in pioneer-style dresses 
sewn by their own hands. 


But it was no idyllic recreation 
of 19th-century prairie life, author- 
ities say. Since last week, they have 
interviewed members of the polyg- 
amist sect looking for evidence 
that that girls younger than 16 
were forced into marriages with 
older men. 

Five miles off the highway, be- 
yond a double gate, the group's 
members live lives that are isolat- 


prairie. Their. 1,700-acre ranch is 
like its own city, with a gleaming 
temple, doctor's office, school and 
even factories. 


“Once you go into the com- 
pound, you don’t ever leave it,” said 
Carolyn Jessop, who was one of 
the wives of the alleged leader of 
the Eldorado complex, but who left 
the sect before it began moving to 
Texas in 2004. 


By Monday, state authorities 
had taken legal custody of 401 
children, saying they had been 
harmed. 


The raid on the compound 
founded by jailed polygamist 
leader Warren Jeffs started with a 


leged abuse. 


Authorities were looking for ev- 
idence that the girl, who allegedly 
gave birth at 15, was married to a 
50-year-old, and for records related 
to other mothers aged 17 and 
younger. Even with their parents’ 
permission, Texas law forbids girls 
younger than 16 to marry. 


_ Some 133 women left the ranch 
voluntarily with the children and 
were being housed at a historic 


fort here while authorities conduct © 


interviews. Dressed in ankle- 
length dresses with their hair 
pinned up in braids, the women 
milled about Monday as the chil- 
dren played on the fort's old pa- 


ed even for the scruffy West Texas call from a 16-year-old who al- rade grounds.

Baby born with two faces 
in north India, villagers 
worship her as a goddess 


SAINI SUNPURA, India (AP) - 
A baby with two faces was born in 
a northern Indian village, where 
she is doing well and is being wor- 
shipped as the reincarnation of a 
Hindu goddess, her father said 
Tuesday. 


The baby, Lali, apparently has vill 


an extremely rare condition 
known as craniofacial duplication, 
where a single head has two faces. 
Except for her ears, all of Lali’s fa- 
cial features are duplicated 4” she 
has two noses, two pairs of lips 
and two pairs of eyes. 

“My daughter is fine 4” like 
any other child,” said Vinod Singh, 
23, a poor farm worker. 

Lali has caused a sensation in 
the village of Saini Sunpura, 25 
miles east of New Delhi. When she 
left the hospital, eight hours after a 
normal delivery, she was swarmed 
by villagers, said Sabir Ali, the di- 
rector of Saifi Hospital. 

“She drinks milk from her two 
mouths and opens and shuts all 
the four eyes at one time,” Ali said. 

Rural India is deeply supersti- 
tious and the little girl is being 
hailed as a return of the Hindu 
goddess of valor, Durga, a fiery de- 
ity traditionally depicted with three 
eyes and many arms. 


Up to 100 people have been vis- 
iting Lali at her home every day to 
touch her feet out of respect, offer 
money and receive blessings, 
Singh told The Associated Press, 

“Lali is God's gift to us,” said 
Jaipal nea a a of the local 
lage council. “She has brought 
fame to our village” 

Village chief Daulat Ram said 
he planned to build a temple to 
Durga in the village. 

“I am writing to the state gov- 
ernment to provide money to 
build the temple and help the par- 
ents. look after their daughter,” 
Ram said, 

Lali’s condition is often linked 
to serious health complications, 
me the doctor said she was doing 
we 

“She is leading a normal life 
with no breathing difficulties,” said 
Ali, adding that he saw no need for 
surgery. 

Lali’s parents were married in 
February 2007. Lali is their first 
child. 

Singh said he took his daughter 
to a hospital in New Delhi where 
doctors suggested a CT scan to de- 
termine whether her internal or- 


gans were normal, but Singh said - 


he felt it was unnecessary.

Dick Heller works as a security 
guard on government property in 
the District of Columbia where he 
is trusted to carry a firearm to pro- 
tect government property and em- 
ployees. But when he leaves his 


job, if he wants to carry the same 
firearm to protect himself, his fam- 
ily or his home, the same govern- 
ment that he works to protect for- 
bids him from doing so. 

D.C. has had some of the na- 
tion’s strictest gun control laws 
since 1976, when the Firearms 


‘Control Regulations Act was 


passed. The law completely bans 
handguns that were not registered 
prior to the ban and mandates that 
all rifles and shotguns be kept un- 
loaded and unlocked or complete- 
ly disassembled, thus. rendering 
them ineffective for home defense. 

Along with six other DC. resi- 
dents, Heller took his case to the 
DC. Court of Appeals where they 
filed in his favor, claiming that 
D.Cs ban is.a violation of the sec- 
ond amendment. Now. the case is 
being appealed yet again by D.C.

The Supreme Court Justices 
may interpret the notorious 
amendment in many ways. A rul- 
ing that supports the argument 
that the amendment supports indi- 
vidual rights may make many fed- 
eral, state and local gun laws un- 
constitutional. The opposite ruling, 
a “collective rights” interpretation 
stemming from the “well regulated 
militia” clause, would give the con- 
stitutional “A-okay” to present and 
future gun control laws.

Thompson House at Westmin- 
ster is a historic gem that dates 
back to the 1800's, The recent ren- 
ovations at the Victorian-style 
building reclaims its history with 
the college as a residence hall for 
women on campus.

: More than 15 student-athletes 
_ have been the victims of three 
waves of theft in the Memorial 
| Field House locker rooms since 
| Jan. 18. 

> While most of the stolen items 
have been recovered, students, ath- 
letes and non-athletes alike, have 
begun to question the safety of 
their possessions. 

“Its New Wilmington,” junior 
; varsity swimmer Chris Lehberger 
_ ‘said. “We trust people. We trust par- 
ents to watch their kids and stu- 
dents not to steal from other stu- 
dents. You just wouldn't think that 
your stuff would be taken” 

Reality crashed in on the men’s 
and women’s varsity swim teams, 
however, during the spring semes- 
ter. They have endured three sepa- 
rate events of theft in their locker 
rooms, 

According to campus security, 
the event took place Jan. 18-19, 29, 
and 31, Apr. 1, and Apr. 9-10. 

The first round of thefts began 
before classes were even in ses- 
sion, and the first victims were 11 
female varsity swimmers. Valu- 
ables such as jewelry, money and 
clothing were stolen. 

New Wilmington police identi- 
fied the perpetrators as two juve- 
niles enrolled in the Wilmington 
Area School District. 

“Most of the items were recov- 
ered from this occurrence and 
restitution is a requirement of the

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actors’ punishment,” said security 
site supervisor William Brandt. 

Wilmington Area School Dis- 
trict students were also identified 
as the culprits in the -thefts that 
took place on Apr. 1. The students, 
who entered the men’s swimming 
locker room and stole money, were 
spotted by student-athletes. 

“They saw unknown subjects in 
areas they weren't supposed to be,” 
Brandt said. “We notified the New 
Wilmington police and we took a 
look around” 

With the cooperation of stu- 
dents and the actors’ parents, the 
thieves were quickly identified 
The money was returned to the 
victims. 

The juveniles in both of these 
incidents will also face conse- 
quences imposed by the college. 

“When someone is identified as 
being involved in a crime on cam- 
pus and they are not a student 
here, they are banned from the 
campus,” Brandt said. 

A letter is sent to the actor, and 
to their parents or legal guardians 
if they are a juvenile, to notify 
them of the banning. Those 
banned are barred from the cam- 
pus unless they receive special per- 
mission from the college’s adminis- 
tration. 

The last round of thefts have yet 
to be resolved. The victims were 
three varsity men swimmers. The 
possessions stolen included two 
pairs of tennis shoes and an At- 
lanta Braves ball cap.

Memories of tragedy still poignant The Holcad 


Support from friends, family lessens grief in aftermath of 
Virginia Tech shooting

’ COLUMBIA,SC- Exactly one 
year ago, my hometown became 
the focal point of news media, 


Blacksburg, Va, was on CNN 
on April 16, 2007, because a dis- 
turbed Virginia Tech student 
opened fire on classrooms in Nor- 
ris Hall around 10 am, and killed 
32 sons, daughters, husbands, 

wives, fathers and mothers. 


_ That. week, the entire news 
community descended upon my 
town. Never before had more jour- 
nalists been in such a small town, 
as the likes of Wolf Blitzer and Bri- 
an Williams reported from the 
middle of Virginia Tech's campus. I 
saw news sets at the pond I used to 
‘run to with my high school track 
‘team, and media vans on the hill I 
learned to ride. bike on. 


I spent most of my day on April 
16 glued to my roommate's 11- 
> 


inch TV, not even knowing why { 


was watching. I could not function 


that week, and I had never felt 
more alone in my life, The third 
day after the shootings, | had my 
father drive me home because I 
could not bear to be away from 
my little mountain town for anoth- 
er minute. 


When I got home, I had to go to 
campus. I had to see where it had 
happened. I took my brother to vis- 
it Tech's cavernous Drill Field to a 
makeshift memorial. What I wit- 
nessed I will never forget. In front 
of Burruss Hall, the school's: pic- 
turesque auditorium, laid hun- 
dreds of bouquets of flowers and 
goodbye notes to those who lost 
their lives that windy Monday 
morning. 


That night, I found out that one 
of my high school classmates, 
Austin Michelle Cloyd, died in the 
shooting. Austin transferred to 
Blacksburg High my senior year, 
and she was always known to 
have the reddest hair and the 


biggest smile. Two days later, | 
went to her funeral. | had never 
seen so many heartbroken people 
in one place. Grown men ap- 
proached her parents, eyes pour- 
ing, only able to mutter the words, 
"'m 1) sorry." 


When I got back to Columbia, | 
made the decision to transfer back 
to Virginia Tech because in my 
mind, everything that happened 
that day was my fault. I had lived 
there all my life, and as soon as I 
leave, 32 lives are lost. As irrational 
it was, no one could change my 
mind. 


That is, until my family kept me 
here. My hall mates and my 
friends, they were my family. Just 
one week before, I had never felt 


so alone in my grief, but just a few \\ 


weeks later, | had a family. Some- 
how, through things as simple as 
smiling and listening, they kept 
me from leaving. 

April 16, 2008 is a day of griev- 
ing and remembrance. For me, it is 
also a day of gratitude forthe peo- 


ple who were there for me last 
April. 

I tell my story because I can 
only speak for myself. Everyone in 
Blacksburg dealt with the grief dif- 
ferently. My own mother's experi- 
ence is so different from mine that 
] would never be able to recount it 
adequately, and I can't even begin 
to fathom the grief of Austin's par- 
ents, 


On this day of remembrance, I 
only feel right stating what I will 
always remember - Austin's face, 
and the love my family here 
showed for me.

A state police lab last year 
found two DNA profiles from se- 
men stains on Frink's clothing, but 
neither matched McCauley's DNA, 
the Centre Daily Times reported 
Tuesday. 

McCauley told police he saw 
one of his companions — who has 
since died - hold Frink down 
while a third man raped her inside 
their van, according to an affidavit 
of probable cause filed by state po- 


lice in November, when investiga- 
tors requested the search warrant 
to take the third man's DNA. 

At the time of McCauley's trial, 
“the available evidence against 
(the third man) was thought to be 
insufficient to support charges,” 
police wrote. 

State trooper David Clemens 
said the case was reopened when 
McCauley’s attorney requested the 
DNA test. He declined to comment 
when asked if the search warrant 
yielded new evidence.

Pittsburgh. 

Ciocan pleaded guilty to bank 
fraud, aggravated identity theft and 
acoess device fraud in December. 
On Tuesday, he was sentenced to 
prison for five years, one month - 
more than four times the 15- 
month sentence sought by his de- 
fense attorney, = William 
Schmalzried. 

US. District Judge Nora Barry 
Fischer rejected Schmalzried’s ar- 
gument that Ciocan's life was ad- 
versely shaped when he fled Ro- 


MAGNOLIA, Ark. (AP) -

"Mr. Clocan has always been 
alone.

FBI Special Agent Timothy

and records show Ciocan 
was a key player in the ATM skim- 
ming operation run by a Roman- 
ian syndicate in Canada that also 
was involved in kidnapping, extor- 
tion and other crimes. On one 
wiretap, Lauster said Ciocan was 
overheard saying he wanted to kill 
Petru Vascan, a Michigan truck dri- 
ver implicated in the scam who 


‘later cooperated with authorities. 


Fischer agreed with federal 
prosecutors who argued Ciocan 
didn't learn from a two-year Cana- 
dian prison sentence for a similar 


‘scheme in 2004. 


"The fact that he was convicted, 
got a two-year sentence, then 
jumped right back into this kind of 
conduct tells the court all it needs 
to know," Assistant US. Attorney 
Brendan Conway said. "He is a ca- 
reer criminal. That is what he does 
to sustain himself" 

Court records show Ciocan and 
his co-defendant, Romulus Pasca, 
36, were in the US. illegally when 
they were charged with using bo- 
gus automated teller machine 
cards in western Pa. The cards 
were made with account informa- 
tion gleaned from devices installed 
on ATMs, prosecutors said. 

The government is expected to 
deport Ciocan after he serves his 
sentence. Pasca has pleaded not 
guilty and is scheduled for trial be- 
fore Fischer next month. 

Ciocan had previously been 
charged along with the trucker,

Vascan has started paying resti- 
tution in the Ohio cases, and Cio- 
can was ordered by Fischer to pay 
more than $49,000 for those 
crimes. She ordered Ciocan to re- 
pay more than $17000 to four 
banks victimized in Pennsylvania.

Former President Carter visits 
rocket-battered [sraeli town, 
calls attacks 'despicable' 


SDEROT, Israel (AP) - Former 
President Jimmy Carter deplored 
Palestinian militant attacks on Is- 
rael as a "despicable crime" as he 
toured a rocket-battered town on 
Monday. 

Carter met with police officials 
and with the mayor of Sderot, a 
southern town a mile from the 


Gaza Strip border. He was shown — 


a house badly damaged by a rock- 
et strike, and rusting piles of pro- 
jectiles that had hit the town. 

"| think it's a despicable crime 
for any deliberate effort to be 
made to kill innocent civilians, and 
my hope is there will be a cease- 
fire soon,” Carter told reporters. 

Carter brokered Israel's historic 
peace accord with Egypt in 1979, 
the first treaty it signed with an 
Arab country. But he has been un- 
popular in Israel since publishing a 
book two years ago drawing com- 
parisons between Israeli policies in 
the West Bank and Gaza and 
apartheid in South Africa. 

He further angered Israelis with 
his plans to hold talks in Syria this 
week with the leader of Hamas, 
the Islamic group that rules Gaza 
and is largely responsible for the 
rocket fire. Hamas has killed some 
250 Israelis in suicide bombings 
and has been blacklisted by the 
US. and Israel as a terrorist organi- 


zation. 

Sderot mayor Eli Moyal said he 
met with Carter to present Israel's 
side, even though he said he was 
"upset" about Carter's scheduled 
meeting with the Hamas leader, 
Khaled Mashaal. 

"| don't think he should meet 
with killers," Moyal said. 

Carter has been snubbed so far 
by Israel's senior leadership, in- 
cluding Prime Minister Ehud 
Olmert. He met. Sunday with: Is- 
rael's ceremonial president, Shi- 
mon Peres, who told him that 
meeting Mashaal was "a very big 
mistake,” according to Peres 
spokeswoman Ayelet Frisch. 

In an interview with the Israeli 
daily Haaretz published Monday, 
Carter said he intended to use the 
Mashaal meeting to press for the 
return of three Israeli soldiers cap- 
tured by Hamas and the Lebanese 
Hezbollah militia. He said he 
would also try to get Hamas to. ac- 
cept a pan-Arab plan for peace 
with Israel. 

"The most important single for- 
eign policy goal in my life has 
been to bring peace to Israel, and 
peace and justice to Israel's neigh- 
bors. I have done everything | 
could in office and since | left office 
to do that," the paper quoted 
Carter as saying.

The men's and women's track 
and field teams showed their skills 
at the Slippery Rock University In- 
vitational on April 12th. 

It seems there is a new record 
every meet as the Titan women's 
team broke three school records 
and posted two NCAA Division III 
Championship provisional qualify- 
ing times. With the team primed 
for the PAC title its worth taken a 
look at these numbers. 

All season the team has been 
led by the standout performance of 
Megan Harding. Harding won the 
100 meters by breaking her own 
school record with an NCAA provi- 
sional time of 12.26, While she has 
done this about 4 times on the sea- 
son this is the most she has the 
lowered the record in one attempt.

To go along with all the record 
breaking performances Abbey 
Basta broke the school record in 
the 100 hurdles with a second- 
place time of 15.33. 

These were not the only great 
performances, however, as many 
others got involved. Other top- 
eight individual place-winners for 
the Titans included Olarewaju, tak- 
ing eighth in the 100 with a time 
of 12.76 seconds. 

Also, Basta placed fourth in the 
400 hurdles with a time of 1:06.30

the 800 scoring a time of 2:21.44.

Nepal expels climber with 'Free 
Tibet' banner from Everest 


KATMANDU, Nepal (AP) _ An 
American mountain climber with 
a "Free Tibet” banner was forced 
to turn back from Mount Everest, 
which Chinese climbers carrying 
the Olympic torch plan to summit 
month, officials said Wednes- 

ay. 

The climber was caught with 
the banner in his bags at Everest's 
base camp, said officials at the 
Tourism Ministry in Nepal's capi- 
tal, Katmandu. The officials spoke 
on condition of anonymity be- 
cause they are not authorized to 
speak to reporters. 

Katmandu-based Himalayan 
Guides Treks and Expeditions, 
which got the permit for the 
climber, identified him as William 
Brant Holland but was not able to 
give details on his age or home- 
town. 

The. government has issued a 
notice to the agency seeking clarifi- 
cation on the incident, said Umid 
Bhandari, an employee with the 
expedition company. 

It was not clear what the gov- 
ernment would do about Hol- 
land's case once he returned to 
Katmandu. Officials said he would 
probably be banned from moun- 
taineering in Nepal for the next 





few years. 

Holland is the first mountaineer 
to be stopped by soldiers and po- 
licemen stationed on the Nepalese 
side of the world's highest moun- 
tain to prevent anti-China protests 
during the Boned torch run to 
the summi 

The din will take place on the 
Chinese side of the mountain. But 
the Nepalese government, comply- 
ing with pressure from the Chi- 
nese government, has posted sol- 
diers on the southern side and 
banned climbing near the summit 
between May 1-10 as a precaution. 

Police and soldiers have been 
ordered to stop any protest on the 
mountain using whatever means 
necessary, including use of 
weapons, although the use of 
deadly force is authorized only asa 
last resort. 

The torch relay _ the longest in 
Olympic history _ was meant to 
highlight China's rising economic 
and _ political power. But activists 
have seized on it as a platform to 
protest China's human rights 
record. It has drawn particular. ire 
from those denouncing China's 
rule in Tibet following a a crack- 
down on demonstrations in the Hi- 
malayan region in March.

ood animal trainer 


distraught over fatal bear attack

BIG BEAR LAKE, Calif. (AP) 
_ The owner of a wild animal 
training center where a grizzly 
bear killed a handler says the 
animal is a "loving, affectionate, 


| friendly, safe bear," but he is at 


a loss to explain how a "simple 
routine” turned tragic. 

In an emotional phone inter- 
view with The Associated Press 
late Wednesday, Randy Miller 
said he was overwhelmed with 
grief at the death of his cousin, 
Stephan Miller, who was killed 
Tuesday during the filming of a 
promotional video at Randy 
Miller's Predators in Action cen- 
ter. 

"It's ... killing me. We were 
brothers," Randy Miller said, 
close to tears. 

Miller, who witnessed the at- 
tack, would not talk in detail 
about what happened, but said 
the bear, a 5-year-old male 
named Rocky, was trained to 
wrestle with experienced han- 
dlers. 

"It's a playful behavior 
brought out on cue,” he said. 

But when Rocky suddenly bit 
his. cousin in the neck, "it hit 
him in a very vulnerable spot. If 
it had hit his arm or something 
it would have been bad," but 
wouldn't have cost him his life, 
Miller said. 

"It happened so fast,” he said. 
"We did what we had to do to 
stop the bear. It took a matter of 
seconds to get him off, but it 
was too late.” 

Handlers used pepper spray 
to subdue the bear. Paramedics 
arriving shortly after the initial 
emergency call were unable to 
revive Stephan Miller. 


A 911 recording documented ' 


desperate efforts to save him be- 
fore paramedics arrived. 


"He's bleeding heavily from. 


his neck. .. We need someone 
here immediately," a woman 


told the operator, who directed 
emergency procedures while de- 
termining that the bear was 
contained, 

"We gotcha; holding on. to 
you, man,” a male voice said be- 
fore it was clear Stephan Miller 
was no longer breathing. 

Matt Wilson, 18, a neighbor 
who lives up a dirt:road from 
the animal center, said Randy 
Miller went to Wilson's family's 
house after the attack for com- 
fort. Miller told Wilson's family 
his staff had been filming an ad- 
vertisement when the bear at- 
tacked. 

"They were filming it and the 
bear started licking (Stephan 
Miller's) face and then all of a 
sudden it just bit him," Wilson 
said. "He was just really upset 
and didn't know why it hap- 
pened." 

Randy Miller said he doesn't 
know what will happen to 
Rocky, who has performed in 
commercials and recently ap- 
peared in the Will Ferrell movie 
"Semi-Pro." In the meantime, 
the 700-pound, 7 '/z-foot-tall bear 
remains in his cage. 

The state Department of Fish 
and Game investigated the at- 
tack but will not decide whether 
the bear will be euthanized be- 
cauge the attack occurred out- 
side its jurisdiction on a private 
site, department spokesman 
Harry Morse said. 

State occupational salety offi- 
cials are trying to determine if 
they have jurisdiction, said Kate 
McGuire, a spokeswoman. for 
the state Department of Indus- 
trial Relations. 

The center had its. permits 
and was up to code, said San 
Bernardino Sheriff's spokes- 
woman Jodi Miller, who is not 
related to Randy or Stephan 
Miller. 

The facility also houses two 
brown bears and a black bear, 
along with various snakes and 


reptiles, an alligator, crocodile, 
leopard, mountain lion, four 
African lions and four tigers. 

Randy Miller built his Holly- 
wood career by training wild 
animals to perform on cue and 
safely recreate legendary animal 
attacks for Discovery Channel 
and National Geographic docu- 
mentary producers, including 
the tiger mauling of illusionist 
Roy Horn during a Siegfried & 
Roy show in Las Vegas. 

"Im not blaming the ani- 
mal," Miller said of Rocky. 
"We're fast and efficient if 
there's a problem. These kinds 
of scenes | do-_ we're. putting 
ourselves in a vulnerable posi- 
tion a lot.” 

Hollywood filmmaker Nick 
Palumbo said he sometimes vis- 
ited Stephan and Randy Miller 
while they worked with the 
grizzly. 

"Stephan was my best friend. 
Anybody who killed him 1] 
would want to kill, but I don't 
believe the bear meant to hurt 
him," said Palumbo, adding that 
he was torn about what should 
happen to Rocky, 

"Stephan loved the bear. He 
and his cousin raised it,’ Palum- 
bo said. 

He said his friend left behind 
a wile and two children. 

Colleagues describe Randy 
Miller as a top-class trainer ded- 
icated to safety and the care of 
his animals. Stephan Miller was 
also an experienced trainer, said 
Chemaine Almquist, founder of 
an exotic animal center in'Phe- 
lan called Forever Wild and a 
friend of the Millers. 

"He's always on the ball, 
making sure everything is extra 
sale, " she said of Randy Miller. 

"He's always the one who sa’

The remainder of the service in- 
cluded a message from Mohr and 
time for others to share memories 
of their time with Mistovich. The 
gathering concluded with the 
hymn, “Amazing Grace” Freshman 
Lauren Ritter was one of several 
who spoke about their memories 
with the 19-year-old elementary: 
oe major from Lowellville,

According to Ritter, the two girls 
met in Shaw Hall at the beginning 
of the year and bonded over con- 
necting cables. They would walk 
to speech class together, and Ritter 
said Mistovich’s face would light 
up when she spoke about the 
dance class she had taught to chil- 
dren the night before. 

“Dance was an outlet, a place of 
tranquility and joy,” Ritter said. “I 
think she always had a smiling 
face, because she tried to live every 
day to the fullest, She concluded 
by encouraging others to “not wor- 
ry about tomorrow, for tomorrow 
will worry about itself” advice by 
which Ritter believes Mistovich 
lived, reflecting a “rich and beauti- 
ful life filled with joy and love” 

All who spoke commented that 
Mistovich exuded a passion for 


dancing and. music. One speaker 
mentioned her particular love for 
ballet, and friends and family as- 
serted that she would come alive 
through dancing. According to a 
press release, Mistovich still found 
time to take and teach jazz, ballet 
and tap dance classes.at | fs Dance 
Depot in Hubbard, Ohio. 

“Many people believe that 
dancers have a certain exuberance 
and vivaciousness,” senior Jenna 
Retort said. “Loren knew that 
dancing with the feet was one 
thing, and that dancing with the 
heart was another” 

Milagros Swerdlow, lecturer of 
Spanish and coordinator of the 
Language in Motion program, had 
Mistovich as a student this semes- 
ter. Even during that short time, 
Swerdlow observed that “she had a 
clear sense of her own identity, and 
how to act on that identity” 

“She was transparent,” Swerd- 
low added. “She had a face that 
was natural, with a wonderful 
smile, That was the best makeup 
she could have” 

The RAs and RD of Shaw Hall 
would like to let the family and 
friends of Mistovich know that 
their thoughts and prayers are 
with them as they go through this 
tremendously difficult time. 

Although the campus commu- 
nity continues to grieve over Mis: 
tovich'’s death, several speakers at 
the memorial highlighted ways in 
which the tragedy has led to a time 
of reflection for their own lives. 
The past few days have been a 
time for those affected to think 
about their priorities in life and - 
how they choose to live. 

“Death will one day come to us, 
and when it does, what kind of im- 
pact will we leave behind?” Lantz 
questioned. “We will miss Loren in 
this community. Let us remember 
her by living our days to the 
fullest”

Private eye pulls his punches in Hollywood wiretapping ca 


LOS ANGELES (AP):_ Antho- 
ny Pellicano handled some sticky 
situations during his days as a pri- 
vate investigator for some of the 
biggest names in Hollywood. 

He helped Michael Jackson fend 
off child molestation allegations 
and found the remains. of Eliza- 
beth Taylor's third husband after 
they were stolen from a cemetery. 

One of his toughest challenges, 
however, has been acting as his 
own lawyer in his federal wiretap- 
ping trial, which could go to the 
jury in the next few days. 


Though he built his reputation 
as a tough-talking, bare-knuckled 
gumshoe, Pellicano mostly left his 
aggressive demeanor outside the 
courtroom and chose to preserve 
his loyalty to his famous clients 
rather than reveal their secrets as 
part of his defense. 

He called only one witness dur- 
ing the two-month trial and rarely 
raised objections. He also decided 
against taking the witness stand to 
defend himself, even eae prose- 
cutors played a number of profani- 
ty-laced audio tapes in which he 


reassured clients that he would 
make their problems go away. 

His "presumption was. that 
those conversations would never 
be made available to anybody," 
Pellicano told jurors with little 
emotion during a 10-minute open- 
ing statement in which he failed to 
declare his innocence. 

"I don't think he's been very ef- 
fective in court," said Laurie Leven- 
son, a Loyola Law School professor 
and former federal prosecutor. "He 
looks like a defendant who doesn't 
have much to work with." 


Pellicano, 64, is accused of run- 
ning a criminal enterprise that 
wiretapped the phones of stars 
such as Sylvester Stallone, and 
bribed police officers and tele- 
phone workers to run the names 
of celebrities such as Garry Shan- 
dling and Kevin Nealon through 
protected government databases.

Free of protest, Olympic 
torch relay begins North 


Korea leg 


PYONGYANG, North Korea 
(AP) _ Assured of a trip free of 
anti-Chinese protests, the Olympic 
torch made its first-ever relay run 
Monday in authoritarian North 
Korea. 


An attentive and peaceful 
crowd of thousands watched the 
start of the relay in Pyongyang, 
some waving Chinese _ flags, 
footage from broadcaster APTN 
showed. The event was presided 
over by the head of the country's 
rubber-stamp parliament, Kim 
Yong Nam, who often acts as a cer- 
emonial state leader. 


The torch relay has been a light- 
ning rod for anti-China demonstra- 
tions, At other stops, such as in 
London and San Francisco protest- 
ers have focused their ire on Bei- 
jing's recent crackdown on anti- 
government riots in Tibet. 


But communist North Korea, an 
ally of neighbor China, has been 
critical of disruptions of the torch 
relay elsewhere and has supported 
Beijing in its crackdown against vi- 
olent protests in Tibet. 

North Korean leader Kim Jong 


Il was not seen at the event but 
was "paying great interest to the 
success of the Olympic torch re- 
lay," said Pak Hak Son, chairman 
of the North's Olympic committee, 
according to a report by Japan's 
Kyodo News agency from Py- 
ongyang. 


North Korea is one of the 
world's most tightly controlled 
countries, where citizens are not al- 
lowed to travel freely and civil 
rights are restricted by the iron-fist- 
ed regime. 


"We express our basic position 
that while some impure. forces 
have opposed China's hosting of 
the event and have been disrup- 
tive, we believe that constitutes a 
challenge to the Olympic idea," 
Pak said, according to Kyodo. 

The relay began from beneath 
the large sculpted flame that tops 
the obelisk of the Juche Tower, 
which commemorates the national 
ideology of "self-reliance" created 
by the country's late founding 
President Kim {1 Sung, father of 
current leader Kim Jong 1.

Dr. G. Samuel Lightner, profes- 
sor of physics and chair of the de- 
partment, is retiring after 38 years 
at Westminster College. 

Throughout those years, he has 
seen many changes on campus. He 
was here when Hoyt Science Cen- 
ter was built and helped to design 
and to install the planetarium. He 
was involved in creating an intern- 
ship program and is extensively in- 
volved with the Contemporary 
Physics Education Program 
(CPEP). 

“Its been an interesting career 
that‘! think has been fruitful. I've 
been able to grow, which is an ad- 
vantage of a small college,” Light- 
ner said. 

In 1970, the job market was 
tight for. new doctorates. Lightner 
was interested in teaching at a 
four-year liberal arts college, rather 
than solely focusing on research. 
Prior to getting the position, Light- 
ner had only passed through west- 
ern Pennsylvania-little did he 
know, he was about to spend the 
next 38 years here. 

During that time, he has taught 
numerous physics courses, includ- 
ing introductory classes and cours- 
es for non-majors. Lightner also in- 
corporated his hobbies into some 
courses, including photography, 
optics and meteorology. 

Although he has taught astron- 
omy for the past several years, 
Lightner knew almost nothing 
about it when he came to the col- 
lege. It was through working close- 


ly with Dr. Zayer, a retired physics 
professor, to install the planetari- 
ey that Lightner became interest- 

He continued to build his as- 
tronomy skills to the point that he 
was able to teach during Dr. Zay- 
ers sabbatical. 

Lightner is now the director of 
the planetarium. He takes care of 
all the equipment and hosts shows. 
Lisa Gayetsky, a senior physic ma- 
jor, works closely with Lightner in 
the planetarium. 

“There has never been a prob- 
lem he couldn't fix,” Gayetsky said. 

Lightner’s concern has always 
been the education of his students. 
His involvement with CPEP has al- 
lowed him to create material and 
charts that are used as tools for in- 
troductory classes. 

He is able to “breakdown very 
difficult physical concepts for intro- 
ductory level courses,” Gayetsky 
said. 

Lightner has even gone to the 
extremes of lying on a bed of nails 
for the education of his students! 

‘Tm one of the few people who 
can say that I've stood on top of Dr.

Sprow and Lightner taught to- 
gether for the Quest Program, an 
interdisciplinary program for stu- 
dents. They are also good friends 
outside of the classroom and are 
the founders of the Westminster 
Open, a golf outing open to the fac- 
ulty and staff of the campus each 
year before school starts.

Former student dies in kayaking accident 
Twenty-four year old Isaac Ludwig killed by rapids in Tennessee

kayaking in Great Smoky Moun- 
tain National Park in Tennessee. 

The 27-year old Ludwig started 
out on a trek down a tributary of 
the Little Pigeon River with friends 
Tuesday. Rough waters from re- 
lentless rain separated him from 
| the group and deterred his friends 
| from continuing. 

‘The next morning, another 


group of kayakers found his body 
© two feet off shore, revealing the

; "The river was used by a lot of 
kayakers during this rain period," 


a park official said. "The number 
of kayakers has increased over the 
years, and with improved skills 
and better equipment being made, 
people are able to go into many 
streams that weren't attempted 
popularly before." 

Ludwig was an experienced 
whitewater kayaking guide and 
worked with a Tennessee paddle 
sports company called Rafting in 
the Smokies, Ludwig graduated 
with a degree in public relations. 
As a student, he was active in Ti- 
tan Radio, The Holcad and Green 
Party. His claim to fame while 
here was his 2003 summer intern- 
ship with MTV, 

Mr. Brad Weaver, communica- 
tions studies instructor, had Isaac 
in class. He recalled his passion for 


kayaking, even then. 

“I reconnected with him recent- 
ly through Facebook,” Weaver said. 
“I saw all of his kayaking ventures 
and remember thinking he was 
exactly where he wanted to be”

Hurricane Ike gets stronger on a path to Texas 


‘HOUSTON (AP) _ Hurricane 
Ike strengthened in the Gulf's 
warm waters Wednesday and 
churned toward the Texas coast, 
and officials started to evacuate the 
first of millions of residents who 
could be in the storm's path, 


Ike bloomed to a Category 2 
storm and was likely to grow even 
stronger before its predicted strike 
on the Texas coast early Saturday, 


Officials in Matagorda‘ County, ¢,, 
about halfway between Houston 
and Corpus Christi, began a 
mandatory evacuation for resi- 
dents in its coastal. portions, Coun-

EDT, the storm was 
about 255 miles west of Key West, 
Fla, and was moving toward the 
‘northwest at about 13 mph, ac- 


cording to the National Hurricane 
Center in Miami. It had top sus- 
tained winds of around 100 mph. 
Category 2 storms have winds be- 
tween 96 mph and 110 mph. 


Federal authorities gave assur- 
ances they would not check peo- 
ple's immigration status at evacua- 
tion loading zones or inland 
checkpoints, But residents were 
skeptical, and there were worries 
that many illegal immigrants 
would refuse to board buses and 
go to shelters for fear of getting ar- 
rested and deported. 


"People are nervous,” said the 
Rey.

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) _ 
North Korea's Kim Jong II is on the 
road to recovery from a stroke and 


try's communist regime, South Ko- 
rea Su; Wednesday, disput- 
ing reports that the leader is 
gravely ill 

President Lee Myung-bak con- 
vened a meeting of top security 
ministers, who were briefed. on in- 
telligence that indicates Kim was 
recovering, said Lee Dong-kwan, 
the president's chief spokesman. 


The North Korean. leader was 
currently "not seen to be in a seri- 
ous condition," the spokesman 
said in a statement after the meet- 
ing late Wednesday, citing the con: 
tents of the briefing. 


Earlier, South Korea's spy 
a gd told a closed door meeting 

lawmakers it had intelligence 
showing the 66-year-old Kim's 
condition had much improved, an 
agency official said on condition of 
anonymity, citing official policy. 


South Korea's optimistic view 
of Kim's health came as North Ko- 
rea moved to try and dispel fears 
about his health after he failed to 
appear for a key national ceremo- 
ny Tuesday. 


"There are no problems,’ Kim 
Yong Nam, Pyongyang's No. 2 
leader and ceremonial head of 
state, told Japan's Kyodo News 
agency. 

Song I! Ho, a senior North Kore- 
an diplomat, called reports of 
Kim's illness "worthless" and a 
"conspiracy per adding that 
Western media "have reported 
falsehoods before," according to 
Kyodo's dispatch from Pyongyang, 
the North Korean capital 


Despite the willingness of the 
North Korean officials to speak 
through a foreign news agency, 
their own state media apparatus 
remained mum on Kim's condi- 
tion. 


South Korea's Yonhap news 
agency, citing lawmakers briefed 
by the spy agency, reported that 
Kim suffered a cerebral hemor- 
thage, but he remains conscious 
and "is able to control the situa: 
tion." { 

The report did not say when he 
suffered the stroke, South Korea's 
Chosun {Ibo newspaper reported 
Tuesday that: Kim. collapsed on 
Aug. 22. 


The spy agency also reported to 
lawmakers that Kim is in a "recov: 
erable and manageable condition,” 
and that the North is not in a 
"power vacuum,” Yonhap said, 


Intelligence agency officials said 
they could not confirm the Yonhap 
report 


Despite the reassurances, little 
was publicly known about Kim, 
whose health has been a focus of 
intense interest because his fate is 
believed to be closely tied to that of 
the totalitarian state.

Still, the professor said that if 
North Korea's leader underwent 
surgery and has. no paralysis, he 
could have suffered a cerebral

Seoul's Defense Ministry said 
there had been no unusual North 
Korean military movement and 
the heavily armed border between 
the two sides remained quiet. 


Kim, who has been rumored to 
be in varying degrees of ill health 
for years, took over North Korea 
upon the death of his father in 
1994, 


North Korea has been locked in 
a standoff with the United States 
since 2002 over its nuclear ambi- 
tions. The country carried out its 
first nuclear test in 2006, but 
agreed last year to disable its nu- 
clear facilities in exchange for eco- 
nomic aid and _ political conces- 
sions. , 

The negotiations hit a snag 
again recently with the two sides 
at odds over how to verify North 
Korea's accounting of its nuclear 
programs. Washington has d 
its promised removal of 
ongyang from the US. terrorism 
blacklist, 

Kim Yong Nam, the North's No, 
2 leader, mentioned the dispute in 
his talk with Kyodo. 

"The United States was sup- 
posed to take us off the list of state 
sponsors of terrorism ... but it is de- 
laying that," he said. 

He also expressed optimism for ; 
a positive conclusion. ; 

"Once time passes and we con- 


tinue to try to find a way, I believe 
we can solve this," he said. :

Bonomo presented this trick in 
a series of equations after doing 
the trick to explain how it works 
mathematically. By putting the 
cards into rows and columns, the 
cards can be numbered and com- 
plex mathematics explain how this 
trick unfolds. Then, Bonomo 
showed the mathematics to the 
trick if the card would happen to 
be put into any position or any lo- 
cation other than the one planned 
for it from the beginning. 

Bonomo took a well known 
trick, figured out how it works first, 
then modeled it mathematically.

Dr. Alice Dreger visits campus to speak 
about socially challenging anatomies

Professor of Clinical Medical 
Humanities and Bioethics, Dr. Al- 
ice Dreger, presented "Fiction and 
Non-Fiction, Conjoined: Stories 
from Real Life and Imagined Life" 
on Thursday, Sept. 17 in Orr Audi- 
torium to discuss the novel, "The 
Girls." 

Dreger, professor at the Fein- 
berg School of Medicine at North- 
western University in Chicago, dis- 
cussed her work on social justice 
in medicine and her goals to im- 
prove the treatment of those born 
with socially _ challenging 
anatomies. 

Her involvement with individu- 
als that. are intersexed, achon- 
droplasia dwarfs, and conjoined 
twins, focuses on developing hap- 
py minds rather than socially ac- 
ceptable bodies. Her experience 
with conjoined twins enabled her 
to relate her work with The Next 
Chapter Summer Reading Pro- 
gram novel, “The Girls” 

“She [Dreger] wasn’t trying to 
gloss over anything,” freshman 
Megan King said. “A lot of the stu- 
dents around me really enjoyed it” 

Earning a Ph. D. in History and 
Philosophy of Science from Indi- 
ana University, Dreger works with 
affected individuals and clinicians 
to change the social and medical 
treatment of people born with ab- 


normal anatomies. 


She has written five books that 
include: “One of Us: Conjoined 
Twins and the Future of Normal” 
and “Hermaphrodites and the 
Medical Invention of Sex” 


More than 300 people attended 
Dreger’s speech to hear her discuss 
her research and efforts to change 
current unethical medical practices 
concerning those with intersex, 
dwarfism, and conjoinment, 


“A book about conjoined twins 
will at some level change the way 
you think about stuff,” Dreger said. 
“Think about, the ways in which 
these stories end up scripting your 
life” 

All incoming freshmen are re- 
quired to read a novel for inquiry 
classes; this year, Student Affairs 
and the Inquiry program chose 
Lori Lansens’s “The Girls’ Follow- 
ing the lives of the world’s longest 
living craniopagus conjoined

Don’t mourn for that half-eaten people in the area at a low rate. Fi- 


hamburger, barely-used paper 
napkin, or apple core; they have 
gone on to a better place. 

That place might be a plant, a 
a or a whole tree nursery. 

When garbage leaves the TUB, it 
does not go to a landfill; it goes to 
the Field Station, near the Bio Trail. 
There, after a short process, what 
pada abe 

This is part of a 
combined effort from the Field Sta 
tion and the Sierra Student Coali- 
tion to limit waste. 

When garbage first arrives, the 
Field Station Director separates 
bottles and cans as to be recycled, 
and plastics and metals to be dis- 
carded. He keeps food waste, paper 
products, and other biodegradable 
items, which then go through a 
short but fascinating process. 

“The early stages of composting 
are not very pleasant,” Field Sta- 
’ tion Director Clarence Harms said. 
“They {the early compost stages} 
may look funny, or even smell a 
bit” 

A tractor brings the garbage 
away from the Fe Field Station to 
dump into a pile and cover with 
stable waste - straw and manure. 
Workers mix in shredded paper, 
wood chips that local tree cutters 
haul in, raked leaves, and. pond 
weed from Brittain Lake. The mix- 
ture sits for at least two weeks as 
bugs and microorganisms digest 
and decompose the food waste. 

The new material then moves 
from the pile into long rows. A ro- 
totiller runs up the rows regularly, 
churning the mixture to bring in 
oxygen. After four months, the 
mixture goes through a machine 
which removes rocks and breaks co 
down any large chunks. Finally, 
the resulting material is officially 
compost-a dark brown, dirt-like 
substance made up entirely of or- 
ganic materials and high in nutri- 
ents. Hams explained that about 
200 tons of compost material are 
produced in a year, most of which 
would have gone into a landfill 

The new compost can now go 
to one of four places. The top pri- 
ority is any planting at the Field 
Station, particularly at the tree 
nursery. These trees are later plant- 
ed at the Field Station, on campus, 
or in town. Second, the compost

nally, they give some away to the 
Borough, which uses it around 
town, including in the hanging 
flower baskets on Market Street. 
“Its a community as well as a 
college project,” Harms said. 
Composting at the Field Station 
began three years ago, when a 
$90,000 state grant allowed the 
school to buy equipment and start 
the program. Until now, all of the 
waste for the process came from 
McGinness. Monthly, that alone 
brought in about 1,500 pounds of 
food waste. Harms had to push to 
get waste from the TUB as well, 
and this semester that finally hap- 


pened. ; 

At first, the results weren't im- 
pressive. The amounts of com- 
postable and non-compostable 
material in each can were about 
equal. A week or so into the se- 
mester, however, this improved, as 
more and more students noticed 
the signs. 

“It seems people are paying a 
lot more attention now,” SSC 
ident Leslie Bollibon said, She 
mentioned that the SSC will soon 
put up new signs to make it clear- 
er to students what items go in 
each can, 

“It is a project that colleges need 
to do,” Harms said. “It is the right 
thing to do” 


It also teaches students to be | 


aware of their effects the environ- 
ment. Composting keeps reusable 


organic materials out of landfills. 


The project encourages volunteer- 
ing as well. On Fridays, student 
volunteers walk out to the Field 
Station and enjoy an afternoon of 
sorting and moving materials for 


composting, 

The Field Station-and the SSC 
want students to get involved, and 
it isn’t hard. “We're doing it” 
Harms said. ‘They can help by 
paying a little more attention to 
what they throw away and don't 
throw away’ 

Ideally, everyone would notice 
the signs and place their trash in 
the appropriate places. 

‘Its another step in trying to 
make the campus greener,” Bolli- 
bon said. With continued success 
and increased awareness, the com- 
posting at the Field Station should 
continue for many more years.

Conor Oberst’s self-titled debut

| suspect-many of you know, or 
first discovered, Conor Oberst from 
his band Bright. Eyes. Songs like 
“First Day of My Life” and “Bowl of 
Oranges” may have even found 
their way onto mix tapes that you 
gave to your significant others (1 
know that’s certainly the case with 
me). But Conor's come a long way 
since he wrote those enduring 
songs and recorded them on 
scratchy analogue equipment. His 
new self-titled debut, which inex- 
plicably appears on Merge Records 
instead of his own. label Saddle 
Creek, sounds like any other al- 
bum recorded in the year 2008 
(this may only be a problem for 
audiophiles like me). 

If you've tracked Oberst’s career, 
both with and without the Bright 
Eyes name, this should come as no 
surprise. In over a decade of 
recording Oberst has created folk 
albums that sound as if they were 


recorded in a basement, electronic - 


albums that rival Marilyn Man- 
son’s, and a Christmas album that 
any Indie kid would be proud to 


play in his studio apartment as he 
sat on an egg crate staring at.a tree 

“branch that stood for a Christmas 
tree. 

His: last two albums with the 
Bright Eyes’ seal [m Wide Azwake 
its Morning (2005) and 
(2007) predict the sound that  ap- 
pears on Conor Oberst; a traveling 
band sound reminiscent of Bob 
Dylan's first electric albums. 


Still, the solo album isn't exactly 
the same. On Conor Oberst, Oberst 
avoids some ofthe political and re- 
ligious statements he made in pre- 
vious albums. That's not to say that 
CO is unsophisticated or airy. 
Songs like “Cape Canaveral” in- 
clude allusions to Socrates, polter- 
geist, and infinity. Contrastingly, in 
“T Don't ‘Want to Die (In a Hospi- 
tal)" Oberst jests that dying in a

_ -Researchers at the University of 
Alberta discovered this year a

Michele Cossey, 46, pleaded 
guilty Tuesday in Montgomery 
County Court to one count of child 
endangerment She admitted that 
she gave him access to a rifle with.

ing to build grenades. 


Her son, Dillon, planned an as- 
sault last year on Plymouth 
Whitemarsh High School, which 
some former schoolmates attend- 
ed. Cossey, bullied over his. weight, 
had left public school in seventh 
grade and was being home- 
schooled. Over time, he fueled his 
revenge fantasies through violent 
Internet sites, his defense lawyer 
said after his juvenile court plea. 


Authorities did not think the 


knives, swords, BB guns, the rifle 
and partly assembled homemade 
grenades — in his bedroom at his 
Plymouth Township home. 

Police learned of the planned 
attack when Cossey invited a 
friend to join him. The friend went 
to police last fall. 

Dillon Cossey is in a juvenile 
treatment facility, where he could 
remain until his 21st birthday. 

Michelle Cossey's sentencing 
won't occur for at least three 
months until a psychiatric evalua- 
tion is completed. The maximum 
possible prison term is 342 to 7 
years, but defense lawyer. Tim 
Woodward said she could get less 


than a year — or even probation - © 


under sentencing guidelines, 
Montgomery County Assistant 
District. Attorney Christopher 
Parisi said he doesn't know if 
Cossey knew about her son's at-

‘Journal writer Jeffrey Zaslow. 

Van Dam, who urged Pausch to 
become a teacher because of his 
ability to inspire and connect, 
called the lecture "the ultimate 
performance .. It gives you some- 
thing meaty to think about, to 
process. It was done with incredi- 
ble panache, flair, humor." 

"You had to be sad for him, that 
that kind of talent and charisma 
and accomplishment would not 
survive,” van Dam said. "Terribly 
sad, but again, terribly inspira- 


‘tional at the same time, that some- 


one could do all that in the face of 


_ certain death.” 


In the lecture, which Pausch 
said was actually for his three 
young children, he urged the audi- 
ence to "Never lose the childlike 
wonder. It's just too important. It's

It's 
about how to live your life" Live 
life right, he said, and karma 
would take care of the rest.

Georgia cop killer receives last - 
minute execution reprieve 


JACKSON, Ga. (AP) _ The US, 
Supreme Court gave a reprieve to 
a Georgia inmate less than two 
hours before his scheduled execu- 
tion Tuesday for the 1989 slaying 
of an off-duty police officer. 

Family and advocates of 39- 
year-old Troy Davis have long 
urged he deserves a new trial as 
seven of the nine witnesses who 
helped put him on death row have 
recanted their testimony. His sup- 
porters erupted into cheers and 
tears when. the stay was an- 
nounced at about 5:20 p.m. EDT. 

"This is not over yet," said 
Davis, who sounded upbeat and 
optimistic speaking to the crowd 
by phone. "This is the beginning of 
my blessing.” 

Also on Tuesday, Florida exe- 
cuted a man convicted of shooting 
and killing two young sisters after 
he raped and shot their mother. 

In Georgia, protesters had ar- 
rived by the busload to protest the 
execution, waving signs and wear- 
ing blue shirts that proclaimed "I 
am Troy Davis." The Rev. Al 

Sharpton, who accompanied. the 
Davis family to the protest, led the 
crowd in a Gospel hymn alter the 
news was anno 

Davis’ sister, Martina Correia, 
vowed that her brother's case 
would effect change in the state. 
When asked what made the differ- 


s 


ence in the court's decision, she re- 
sponded: "The truth." 

"We're going to shake the foun- 
dation of the death penalty in 
Georgia," she said tearfully while 
fielding calls from well-wishers. 

Prosecutors have labeled. the 
statements of witnesses who re- 
canted "suspect," and courts had 
previously refused requests for a 
new trial. 

The stay will remain in effect 
while the court considers Davis' 
appeal. The court is set to discuss 
the case Monday. Davis wants the 
high court io order a judge to hear 
from the witnesses who recanted 


their testimony and others who testify have 


say another man confessed to the 
crime. 

Influential advocates, including 
former President Jimmy Carter 
and South Africa Archbishop 
Desmond Tutu, insist that there's 
enough doubt about his guilt to 
merit a new trial. 

A divided Georgia rig oii 
Court has twice rejected his re 
quest for a new trial, and had re- 
jected his appeal to delay the exe- 
cution Monday afternoon. 
Georgia Board of Pardons and 
Paroles also turned down his bid 
for clemency. 

Davis was convicted of the mur- 
der of 27-year-old officer Mark 
MacPhail, who was working off- 


duty as a security guard at a bus 
station. : 

MacPhail had rushed to help a 
homeless man who had been pis- 
tol-whipped at a nearby parking 
lot, and was shot twice when he 
approached Davis and two other 
men. 

Witnesses identified Davis as 
the shooter, and at the 1991 trial, 
prosecutors said he wore a "smirk 
on his face" as he fired the gun. 

But Davis' lawyers say new evi- 
dence proves their client was a vic- 
tim of mistaken identity. Besides 
those who have recanted their tes- 
ro three others who did not 


at his trial - confessed to the 
killing. 

Coles refused to talk about the 
case when contacted by The Asso- 
ciated Press during a 2007

Zealand 


BEIJING (AP) _ The British su- 
permarket chain Tesco pulled a 
Chinese candy from its shelves 
and New Zealand said Wednesday 
it found dangerously high levels of 
the industrial chemical melamine 
in the same brand, as fears over 
tainted milk spread beyond Asia. 

More than 54,000 Chinese ba- 
bies have been sickened alter 
drinking formula made with taint- 
ed milk and four have died. More 
than a dozen countries have 
banned or recalled Chinese dairy 
products - the latest was France 
which does not import Chinese 
dairy products but has halted im- 
ports of Chinese biscuits, candy or 
other foods that could contain Chi- 
nese dairy derivatives. 


The government described the 
measure as a precaution. 


Indonesia on Wednesday also 
distributed a list of 28 products 
that it said may contain tainted 
Chinese milk, including Oreo 
cookies, Snickers bars and M&M 
chocolate candies.

US. and European consumer 
safety officials urged Beijing to bet- 
ter enforce product safety stan- 
dards. 


“You have to know what's com- 
ing into your factory and what's 
going out of your factory,’ said 
Nancy Nord, acting head of the 
US. Consumer Products Safety 
Commission. She spoke in China, 
where U.S. and European officials 
were attending seminars on prod- 
uct safety. 


Tesco said it has no evidence 
that the White Rabbit Creamy 
Candies it pulled from shelves 
Tuesday were tainted. The candies 
were sold in a small number of 
Tesco's British stores as part.of the 
supermarket's ethnic range. 

Tesco has also withdrawn the 
White Rabbit candies from its 
stores in China and Malaysia, the 
only two other countries where 
Tesco sells the product. 


At the same time, New 
Zealand's Food Safety Authority 
warned Wednesday that the White 
Rabbit candies being sold by other 
retailers there contained danger- 
ously high levels of melamine and 
advised people not to eat them.

tics and fertilizer, has been found 
in infant formula and other milk 
products from 22 Chinese dairy 
companies. Suppliers trying to cut 
costs are believed to have added it 
to watered-down milk because its 
high nitrogen content masks the 
resulting protein deficiency. 

The chemical has caused kid- 
ney stones in children and can 
lead to kidney failure. 

The Chinese government is 
scrambling to show it is tackling 
the problem. In recent days, the 
government announced high-pro- 
file arrests and forced resignations 
of officials. 


In a speech in New York, where 
he is attending the UN. General 
Assembly, Chinese Premier Wen Ji- 
abao said the government "is tak- 
ing resolute measures to ensure 
product quality.” 


“We want to make sure that our 
products and our food will not 
only meet the domestic and inter- 
national standards, but also meet 
the specific requirements of the 
import countries,” he said. 

A Chinese official apologized to 
consumers in Taiwan on Wednes- 
day as authorities there ordered 
China-‘made milk products and 
vegetable-based proteins off store 
shelves, saying the goods had to be 
tested before they can go back on 
sale. 


The checks on the vegetable- 
based proteins show the concern 
over how the problem is spread- 
ing. Taiwanese officials say at least 
seven Taiwanese companies have 
imported contaminated proteins 
from China. They say the proteins 
are made from corn or other veg- 
etables but may be mixed with 
tainted milk products to improve 
flavor. 


Malaysia's health minister said 
that customs officials will test all 
Chinese food imports, including 
those without milk, before allow- 
ing them to be released for sale. 


The dairy at the center of the 
scandal, Sanlu Group Co, will not 
recover from the damage it has 
suffered, its New Zealand partner 
said Wednesday. 


The Chinese government has 
now taken control of Sanlu, 43 per- 
cent owned by New Zealand's 
Fonterra Cooperative, and shut 
down its operations, Fonterra Chief 
Executive Andrew Ferrier said at a 
briefing. Sanlu is based in north- 
ern China's Hebei province. 


"Sanlu has been damaged very 
badly by this tragedy,” Ferrier told 
reporters as he announced Fonter- 
ra’s annual ‘results. "The brand 
cannot be reconstructed."

The Constitution 
was then made, signed, and has 
been followed for over two hun-

The Electoral College was not 
originally in the Constitution; it 
was put into the Constitution fifty- 
eight years after the Constitution 
was signed. Many amendments 
were not originally in the Constitu- 
tion, such as the right for African 
Americans, women, and eighteen- 
year-olds to vote. 


Electors are not governed by 
federal: laws, but by state laws. 
They meet to vote the first Monday 
after the second Wednesday in De- 
cember. The votes are then sent to 
Washington D.C. and are opened 
by the Vice President of the Senate. 
They are then counted by the 
tellers. 


Some states have provisions on 
the Electoral College saying that 
they must vote the way the citizens 
voted. Several states, Pennsylvania 
included, do not have these provi- 
sions. When other states violate 
these provisions, they can be heav- 
ily fined. 


One of the strange things about 
the Electoral College votes is that 
even though a candidate may have 
the popular votes, or the citizens’ 
votes, the opposing candidate may 


have more Electoral College votes 
and will win the election. This has 
only happened four times, most re- 
cently with the Bush and Gore 
election of 2000. 


Before the Electoral College 
was around, the voting process 
was extremely different. There 
were separate votes cast for presi- 
dent and vice president. It was not 
until 1803 that presidential candi- 
dates could pick their running 
mates. 


After learning about the Elec- 
toral College, it was time to reveal 
the winner of the Rachel's Road- 
house gift certificate. 


Out of the eight people in atten- 
dance, there were four that filled 
Gut the sheet of questions prior to 
the lecture. There was a tie, so Cuff 
had someone choose one of the 
names at random and the winner 
of the Rachel’s Roadhouse gift cer- 
tificate was Dawn McDonough.

Titan Radio returns to normal power source 
Station relied on emergency power for more than a week following wind storm

Titan Radio previously operated 
under emergency power due to 
storm damages from Sunday, Sept. 
14. However, the power is back up 
and running as of Monday, Sept 
22. 

During the storm a large tree 
knocked down the power line, lo- 
cated on St. Rt158 by the water 
tower. The damages disconnected 
the feeder line, which feeds the Ti- 
tan Radio and cable systems. The 
main commercial power company 
for Pa, Penn Power, provides pow- 
er for Titan Radio's transmitter. 
When the transmitter went down 
only a few houses were affected, 
and therefore the fix became a low 
priority for the company. The pow- 
er was down for eight days before 


it was fixed. During that time Titan 


Radio managed on emergency 
power, or a 7000 watt back up gen- 
erator which kicks on automatical- 
ly after 45 seconds of power loss. 
The generator consists of two 100 
lb. propane tanks which Chief En- 
gineer Charles Chirozzi had to re- 
fill every other day. The refills cost 
$500 in propane to keep the sta- 
tion on the air. Chirozzi explained 
the importance of staying on the 
air at all times. 

“We provide the Emergency 
Alert System for all of Lawrence 
County,” Chirozzi said. “We have to 
stay on the air in case of an emer- 
gency, even if we lose power” 

Although the transition from 
normal power to emergency pow- 
er went unnoticed by listeners, it 
caused a slight problem for the sta- 
tion. The generator only allowed 
the station to run on 1000 watts 
rather than the normal 4000 watts, 


causing the coverage area to drop 
considerably. The normal coverage 
extends all the way to Ellwood 
City and past Ohio, but with the 
low power Titan Radio was unable 
to reach the normal area, Junior 
broadcast communications major 
Andrew Borts felt that even with a 
lower coverage the broadcast still 
ran smoothly. 

“We didn’t even know we were 
on emergency power until Tues- 
day,” Borts said. 

Chirozzi views the campus 
power outage to be trivial 

“It wasn’t really that big of a 
deal,” Chirozzi said. “It could have 
been a lot worse, but things went 
alright. | think eight days is kind 
of long to wait for power, but all 
went well. They [Penn Power] had 
other problems going on so I can 
understand” 

On Monday, Sept. 22, the 


Lawrence County utility crew fi- 
nally repaired the remaining pow- 
er outages in the area, including 
that of Titan Radio. The broadcasts 
are back to normal and continuing 
to excel, 

Titan Radio earned recognition 
as one of the “Best College Radio 
Stations,” beating out major insti- 
tutions across the US, according to 
the 2009 Princeton Review college 
rankings. The Princeton Review 
held its annual survey, analyzing 
the opinion of 120,000. students, 
and Titan Radio ranked as num- 
ber 18 of the top radio stations in 
the country. Dr. David Barner, pro- 
fessor of communication studies, 
theatre and art, is very excited to 
receive the award. 

“To be named the 18th best col- 
lege radio station is a wonderful 
surprise for our students, staff, and 
faculty,” Barner said. “We try to run 


a professional station, serving the 
campus and the community the 
best we can. Our students do a lot 
of the work and experience broad- 
casting first hand” 

Along with many others, Barn- 
er feels that Titan Radio does a 
great job and deserved the award. 
Junior broadcast communications 
major Michelle Bistrica spends 
many hours in the station and is 
proud to be a part of Titan Radio. 

“The award was a shock and a 
privilege,” Bistrica said. “It speaks 
volumes about the success to 
come. The award caused all of us 
to get so excited and really step it 
up. We are all so enthusiastic and ° 
really enjoy what we do”

At this point in the credit crisis, 
weak economic numbers are com- 
ing as no surprise to Wall Street - 
but September's numbers are ex- 
pected to be particularly bleak be- 
cause of the seizing up of the cred- 
it markets that occurred during the 


The. greatest concern on the 
Street remains the stagnant credit 
markets. 


"We've taken the credit markets 
for granted much like you do the 
electricity coming on every day but 
in this particular case the power 
grid is down," said Dunigan. "If we 
don't have a functioning credit 
market banks aren't lending to 
each other - credit is dried up. 
That ultimately affects economic 
activity.” 

Nervousness about debt has 
made banks hesitant to extend 
loans; banks have preferred to 
hold onto their cash. But some an- 
alysts and policymakers are wor- 
ried that drop in lending will cur- 
tail economic growth.

The London In Offered 
Rate, or Libor, on overnight dollar 
loans dropped to 3.79 percent on 
Wednesday from Tuesday's record 
688 percent. Libor measures how 
much banks are charging one an- 
other to borrow. Many consumer 
lending rates, including about half 
of all US. adjustable-rate mort- 
gages, are tied to Libor. 

But overnight Libor remains 
well above the target Fed. funds 
rate of 2 percent, showing that 
banks are still tending to hoard 


their cash rather than lend it. 

Demand for the safety of gov- 
emment debt increased Wednes- 
day. The yield on the benchmark 
10-year Treasury note, which 
moves opposite its price, fell to 
3,71 percent from 3.83 percent late 
Tuesday. The yield on the 3-month 
Till, the safest type of investment, 
fell to 0.85 percent from 088 per- 
cent late Tuesday. The decline in 
yields indicates that investors are 
willing to accept even modest re- 
turns to protect their money. 

Financial markets likely will re- 
main nervous until the voting on 
Capitol Hill is complete. In midday 
trading, the Dow rose 1681, or 
0.15 percent, to 10,86747. The Dow 
fell 778 points Monday, its steepest 
drop in years, after lawmakers re- 
jected the bailout plan, then rallied 
485 points Tuesday on hopes party 
leaders would find the votes to 
pass the measure. 

Broader stock indicators were 
narrowly lower. The Standard & 
Poor's 500 index fell 1.09, or 0.09 
percent, to 1,163.65, and the Nas- 
daq composite index fell 11.74, or 
036 percent, to 2,080.14. 

Light, sweet crude fell $2.90.to 
$9774 a barrel on the New York 
Mercantile Exchange after the gov- 
ernment reported a surprise in- 
crease in US. crude supplies. 

Investors are hoping the gov- 
ernment can help fix the stopped- 
up credit markets. Champions of 
the plan say it is necessary to ab- 
sorb the soured mortgage and oth- 
er bad debt from banks’ books as a 
way to restore faith in the credit 
markets, while detractors said the 
plan was.too costly and risky.

Study traces AIDS virus origin to 100 years ago 


NEW YORK (AP) _ The AIDS 
virus has been circulating among 
people for about 100 years, 
decades longer than scientists had 
thought, a new study suggests. 

Genetic analysis pushes the es- 
timated origin of HIV back to be- 
tween 1884 and 1924, with a more 
focused estimate at 1908. 

Previously, scientists had esti- 
mated the origin at around 1930. 
AIDS wasn't recognized formally 
until 1981. when it got the atten- 
tion of public health officials in the 
United States, 

The new result is "not a monu- 
mental shift, but it means the virus 
was circulating under our radar 
even longer than we knew," says 
Michael Worobey of the University 
of ene an author of the new

Researchers note that the newly

Key to the new work was the 
discovery of an HIV sample that 
had been taken from a woman in 
Kinshasa in 1960. It was only the 
second such sample to be found 
from before 1976; the other was 
from 1959, also from Kinshasa. 

Researchers took advantage of 
the fact that HIV mutates rapidly. 
So two strains from a common an- 
cestor quickly become less and less 
alike in their genetic material over 
time. That allows scientists to "run w 
the clock backward" by calculating 
how long it would take for various 
strains to become as different as 
they are observed to be. That 
ond indicate when they both 
sprang from their most recent 
‘common ancestor. 

The new work used genetic 
data from the two old HIV sam- 


ples plus more than 100 modern 


samples to create a family tree go- 
ing back to these samples’. last 


common ancestor. Researchers got 
various answers under various ap- 
proaches for when that ancestor 
virus appeared, but the 1884-to- 
1924 bracket is probably the most 
reliable, Worobey said. 

The new work is “clearly an im- 
provement” over the previous esti- 
mate of around 1930, said Dr. An- 
thony Fauci, director of the 
National Institute of Allergy and 
Infectious Diseases in Bethesda, 
Mad. His institute helped pay | for the 


ork. 
Fauci described the advance as 
"a fine-tuning." 

Experts say it's no surprise that 
HIV circulated in humans for 
about 70 years before being recog: 
nized. An infection usually takes 
years to produce obvious symp- 
toms, a lag that can mask the role 
of the viras, and it would have in- 
fected relatively few Africans early 
in its spread, they said.

itter enliven Saudi 


women’s black abayas 


JEDDAH, Saudi Arabia (AP) _ 
For years, the only thing sold open- 
ly in Saudi stores selling women's 
cloaks were of the all-black, drab 
covering ‘variety. Now, streaks 
vibrant color, bands of glittering 
crystal — even sheaths of sexy leop- 
ard skin prints - are showing up 
on the racks. 

And that's not all.-Women are 
snapping them up and even some- 
times wearing them in public. 

For stores to openly stock the 
new generation of cloaks, or 
abayas, and for some women to 
wear them in public are not just 
fashion statements. They are risky 
acts of defiance in a nation where 
the powerful religious police have 
for years raided stores to confiscate 
“illegal” abayas as part of their 
mandate as guardians of the king- 
dom's rigid interpretation of Islam- 
ic teachings. z 

These days, the "legal" abayas 
that conform to the strict standards 
of the religious police have been 
relegated to the back of many 
stores in major Saudi cities. In 
their place are the new ones. 

While salesmen and designers 
say women are snapping up the 
new abaya models and feel pres- 
sured to produce more styles to 
meet demand, some Saudis are 
unhappy that what is supposed to 
hide women's curves and detract 
male attention is becoming a fash- 
ion statement sure to turn a man’s 
head. 

"You look around you and you 
find abayas that are embroidered, 
fitted or with wide sleeves. Most 
abayas now need abayas to cover 
them," says a religious pamphlet 
available at malls in Riyadh, the 
Saudi capital. 

‘ "When some girls go out they 
(look) like prostitutes who invite 
people to carry out lewd acts. How 
else can you explain how some 
women adorn themselves with 
their abayas . 2" it says. 

Girls in Saudi Arabia are re 
quired to wear abayas when they 
hit puberty. And all women expa- 
triates have to wear them in pub- 
lic. The religious police say the 
abayas should be loose, worn on 
the head and left to fall down to 
the ground without outlining the 
body. They should not be transpar- 
ent or ornamented, they say. 

Things. were not always that 
strict, 

Sarah Kennedy, an American 
who has lived in Saudi Arabia for 
almost 30 years, said that in 1979 
when she first arrived in the king- 
dom foreign women were not 
obliged to wear abayas. But as the 
kingdom became more conserva- 
tive in the 1980s, foreign women 
began wearing abayas too, but 
ones that looked like capes and 
fell just to mid thigh. 

"But then, suddenly ... you 
couldn't find the ones you normal- 


ly wanted,” said Kennedy. "So you 
bought them anyway.” 

No one really knows why or 
how it became OK to sell the new 


of stylish abayas. Major stores in big 


cities carry them openly and there 
have not been reports in the local 
media of religious police confiscat- 
ing them. 

But like everything else in the 
kingdom, the change was subtle 
and incremental. 

Glitter started adorning wrists 
or was sprinkled on the edges of 
the veil that must be worn on the 
head, Then color began creeping 
on the black fabric and the loose 
shapeless cloaks became more fit- 
ted. The cumbersome panels that 
hooked to the shoulders to ensure 
that nothing peeked from under- 
neath the abaya as a woman 
walked slowly disappeared. 

Today, the new abayas are with- 
out the panels and close straight 
down like a long coat. 

The new styles cropped up first 
in the more open western seaside 
city of Jiddah and in the Eastern 
Province. 

"We in Jiddah are fashion con- 
scious," said abaya designer Gha- 
da al-Sairafi. "I try to come up with 
a new model every week because 
of the demand.” 

Hanan al-Madani, another Jid- 
dah designer, said abayas are "no 
longer just abayas.” 

"Today, they reflect-a woman's 
taste and personality," said al- 
Madani, whose custom-made 
abayas sell between $402 and 
$2,145. 

Jiddah boasts the most daring 
abayas. In one store, there were 
cloaks with red Jace hanging down 
from the black sleeves, some with 
crystal sprinkled around the collar 
and waist and a few double-lay- 
ered ones with bold reds, greens 
and yellows underneath a sheer 
black chiffon top. 

The best-seller among these 
was one with a leopard skin pat- 
tern underneath the top cover. 

But not everyone in fashionable 
Jiddah likes the new abayas. 
Tahani al-fihani, 42, is one. 

She bustled into one Jiddah 
store to choose. abayas for her 
daughter and her sister and later 
announced: "I don't like the new 
styles but my sister. and my ainide 
ter love them. 

"| feel they attract too rhuch at: 
tention,” said al-Jihani as she 
watched her daughter try on one 
with balloon arms, 

Hala Ahmed, a 21-year-old inke- 
rior design student, said she wears 
the new styles to weddings and to . 
college, which are segregated. 

"They're more like dresses, so | 
wear them to places where no 
men will see me in them."

This class of freshmen will take 
honors classes throughout their 
college careers, unlike in the hai 
where the Honors Program started 
in a student's junior year. To enroll 
in the All-College Honors Pro- 
gram, high school seniors needed 
to have a 1300 SAT or 29 ACT 
score and a recalculated high 
school GPA of 3.75Students who 
met these requirements were invit- 
ed to apply to the program and 
then come to campus to complete 
a one-hour essay and an interview 

. Students accepted into the All- 
College Honors Program also re- 
ceived the Vance Honors Scholar- 
ship, the highest academic 
scholarship on campus. 

“We went to a four-year pro- 
gram because the faculty wanted a 
fuller program,” Professor Bolger, 
chair of the honors committee, 
said. “We are trying to form a more 
cohesive group in terms of identity 
and in terms of influence or doing 


things with other people on cam- 


pus” 
The honors scholars will take 
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junior year and complete and de- 
end an honors thesis or project 
during their junior and senior 


years, 
Dr Kang-Yup Na is the Honors 
Coordinator and profes- 
sor of the Honors Inquiry class. Ac- 
cording to.Na, his class is different 
from other inquiry classes because 
the expectations are higher and 
the honors scholars are expected to 
be more independent. 
“The biggest thing is that we're 
expected to perform at a higher 
level, not so much have a bigger 
work load,” freshman Honors 
Scholar Jennifer Edder said. “The 
amount of work, Im sure, will in- 
crease as we get farther into the 


program,’ 

The honors scholars are also ex- 
pected to participate in community 
service, and Na has created an as- 
signment in which the students ex- 
plore characteristics of another cul- 
ture and the global impact of that 
culture.

In their first PAC game of the 


season, the Titans fell to Thomas~ 


More 31-10 on Saturday, Sept. 27 
The loss puts the Titans at 2-2 
overall and 0-1 in the PAC. 

Though Thomas More scored 
first, Westminster responded with 
a touchdown pass to junior Chad 
Rosatelli on the next drive to make 
the game 7-3. The Saints drove for 
a touchdown of their own but 
Westminster tied the game at 10-

Thomas More held the Titans to 
only 260 yards while gaining 410 
themselves. Prior to this game, ju- 
nior Nick McKolosky led the PAC 
with an average of 98.3 yards per 
game. Against Thomas More he 
gained only 28 yards in 15 carries, 
However, Hand chose to focus on 
the more positive aspects of the 

e, particularly the team’s per- 
ormance in the first half. 

“The team learned we can play 
toe to toe with any opponent when 
we play as a team, fight through

Hand said. 

There were several personal ac- 
complishments as well. Junior 
quarterback Kevin Franz was 27 of 


“43 for 229 yards. Franz has 


thrown for over 200 yards in each 
game this season. He now has 
4812 career yards, surpassing Joe 
Micchia’s 4,619 yards from 1987- 
89, and third place in Westminster 
history. He is less than 200 yards 
behind the second place holder, 
Sean O'Shea, who has 4,952 yards 
between 1991 and 1994. 

James Graham (1997-2000) 
holds the record with 5,826 career 
yards. Rosatelli also had a person- 
al career high with 10 catches for 
74 yards, The Westminster record 
for catches in a game is 13. Overall 
the Titans improved from their last 
meeting with Thomas More that 
ended in a 34-7 loss, 

The Titans return home to Bur- 
ry Stadium to face another PAC 
opponent, Thiel, on Saturday , Oct. 
4 at 1:30 pm. Last season, the Ti- 
tans defeateed Thiel 20-16. They 
are currently 0-4 overall and 0-1 in 
the PAC with a loss to W&J. Hand 
is optimistic to play against the 
last-place team in the conferefice. 

“The team is excited to get back

So let's say there's a book about 
a sex addict who works in a histor- 
ically accurate colonial town lor 
tourists.

Everything in Palahniuk’s 
books is taken to the extreme. His 
characters are terrorists attempting 
to liberate the poor, survivors of 
death cults that become religious 
icons, and men waiting in line to 
break a world sex record. 

This might seem like an inter- 
esting artistic choice, others have 


certainly done the same. After all 
Kurt Vonnegut, the high priest of 
weird himself, writes very odd 
books full of off-color characters 
and outlandish plots. A certain na- 
tional newspaper even dubs Palah- 
niuk as Vonnegut's successor. 

But the difference between the 
two is all too apparent. Palahniuk 
lacks Vonnegut's sense of humor, 
which turns his satiric novels into 
soap boxes. Victor Mancini, the 
cracked protagonist of Choke, be- 
comes the mouthpiece for Palah- 
niuk’s complaints with modern so- 
ciety. 

As he recounts his hodgepodge

The supercomputer is called 
ARIA and is a secret weapon used 
by the government stationed in the 
Pentagon. ARIA has complete con- 
trol over everything anyone does, 
every single security camera in the 
world, can hear cell phone calls 
and see texts. 

She can also control anything 
electronic and has the ability to act 
and think on her own. She gives 
recommendations to head officials 
in politics and when the President 
disobeys her orders to abort a mis- 
sion resulting in killing an inno- 
cent Middle Eastern town, she 
strikes against US officials.

If there is no 
emotional connection between the 
audience and the characters on the 
big screen, we start to feel distant 
and uninterested in the movie, 
This problem presented itself early 
in the film. 

The same issue arises even 
more quickly with LaBeouf’ in- 
ability to porttay heavy emotions. 
The same role he plays in every 
movie puts a hold on the emotions 
his character must portray in Eagle 
Eye. 

LaBeouf plays a rebellious tech- 
nology genius who somehow 
knows how to kick the crap out of 


.a bunch of military trained profes- 


sionals. Unless the director left out 
some sort of military training for 
LaBeouf's character in this movie, 
some of the things he is able to 
perform become quite unbeliev- 
able, 

Don't get me wrong here, I love 
LaBeouf. He plays a great rebel 


role, which he usually plays in 
movies like Transformers, Distur- 
bia, -Robot and the new. Indiana 
Jones, but the emotional role this 
movie required was not suited for 
LaBeouf. 

It. was suited for him in the 
sense that it required a smart, 
young, and witty person to get in- 
volved in action-packed scenes and 
disobey officials: He is a whiz at 
that.

Eagle Eye is a very entertaining 
movie with a lot of intense action, 
witty dialogue, a decent cast (in- 
duding Billy Bob Thornton) and a 
well-planned, but not well-written, 
story. 

If you are looking for a movie 
that you can simply enjoy and not 
get caught up in the characters’ 
problems and emotions, it is a pret- 
ty decent movie to see.

| Congressman Jason Altmire speaks to students and faculty, advocates education

Congressman Jason Altmire spoke to a crowd of about 30 
on Monday, Oct. 6. He briefly described his time in con- 
gress and answered questions from students and faculty.

Representing Pennsylvania's 
fourth district as Democratic Con- 
gressman, Jason Altmire was a 
guest speaker on Monday, Oct. 6 in 
the Berlin Lounge. 

Altmire spoke to students and 
faculty briefly and then lead a 
question and answer session. Orig- 
inally, Altmire was scheduled to 
visit campus on Friday, Oct. 3; 
however, he was required to travel 
to. Washington, D.C. and vote on 
the $700 billion Wall Street bailout. 
Professor and Chair of the Political 
Science Department, Dr. Shannon 
Smithey, organized Altmire’s visit. 

‘Tm passionate about higher 
education,” Altmire said. “When 
you're elected for congress, the first 
thing they ask is which commit- 
tees you want to serve on and for 
me that was an easy choice- | 
wanted on the education commit- 
tee” 

More than 30 people attended 
Altmire’s discussion. As a member 
of Congress’ Education Committee, 
four provisions presented by Alt- 
mire concerning higher education 


have become law. These provisions 
include a textbook rental program 
and the option to earn credits for 
work experience. 

Over the past two years, Pell 
Grants have been increased to the 
highest level in history and interest 
rates on student loans have been 
cut from 633 percent to 3.4 percent. 

“The goal of having political 
speakers on campus is to increase 
awareness of current political is- 
sues, which affect us all whether 
we are aware of them or not, 
Smithey said “I also hope that 
such speakers will increase peo- 
ple’s interest in politics” 

During the question and an- 
swer session, students and faculty 
asked about the recent Wall Street 
bailout, health insurance, and the 
presidential campaign. The Wall 
Street bailout, a current national 
concern, was passed on Friday, 
Oct. 3. Altmire admitted that he 
voted no on the bailout. 

Because Altmire worked at the 
University of Pittsburgh Medical 
Center, he stresses the im ce 
of medical funding and healthcare. 
Students were interested in learn- 
ing who Altmire believed will win 


the presidential election and he 
supports Senator Barack Obama. 

Serving his first term in office, 
Altmire represents six counties in 
Western Pennsylvania, including 
Lawrence County. He earned a 
Bachelor's degree in Political Sci- 
ence from Florida State University 
and a Master's degree in Health 
Administration from George 
Washington University, but he 
grew up in Lower Burrell, Pennsyl- 
vania. 

After spending 15 years at the 
University for Pittsburgh Medical 
Center, he ran for office against Re- 
publican representative Melissa 
Hart in 2006 and won. Since he 
became involved with politics dur- 
ing an internship, he offers intern- 
ship opportunities for students.

Melissa Hart, gunning for re-election, promises action on mainstream issues

Former Congresswoman of 
Pennsylvania's Fourth District 
Melissa Hart spoke to a crowd of 
more than 50 students and faculty 
in the Berlin Student Lounge on 
Thursday Oct. 9. 

Hart was introduced by Dr. 
Shannon Smithey, associate pro- 
fessor of political science before 
she spoke briefly about her time in 
congress, highlighting her work in 
the financial services committee, 
social security and healthcare re- 
m form, energy conservation, and 
§ earmark reform. She then opened 
the floor for audience questions. 

‘Tm really fired up to go back to 
congress,” Hart said. “[Con- 
gresspersons] often don’t want to 
address and issue, but I like to step 
out and take action instead of sit- 
ting back and watching” 

After serving in the House of 
Representatives from 2000-2006, 
she was narrowly defeated by po- 
litically unknown democratic can- 
didate, Jason Altmire, during the 
2006 campaign. Hart and Altmire 
are both running for the spot this 
' year. Freshman Steve Fawcett 

| asked Hart why she would be a 


better candidate than Altmire. 

“My opponent has offered no al- 
ternatives on financial issues, so- 
cial security, or Medicare reform, 
Hart said. “Plus, | am more inter- 
ested in economic freedom, while 
he thinks the government should 
hold the publics hand and tell 
them what to do” 

Though the audience and Hart 
both acknowledged the “re-match” 
between her and Altmire, national 
economic instability was the domi- 
nant topic of questions asked, 
Sophomore Adam Griffith asked 
Hart why action was not taken 
sooner to prevent the crisis. 

“It should have been dealt with 
on a couple of levels,” Hart said. “It 
should have been addressed earli- 
er and there should have been 
tighter requirements on lending” 

Another student asked Hart 
what her position would have 
been on the recent $700 billion 
bailout bill passed for financial in- 
stitutions had she been in congress 
at the time. 

Hart explained that she is 
against the bailout and feels it is a 
“last resort” solution used as a first 
attempt to solve the problem. 
Specifically, she feels the private 
sector should have been better uti- 


lized to restore stocks. 

Freshman Meighan Pallone 
asked Hart about student loans, an 
issue at the forefront of many col- 
lege students’ minds. 

“lam very much an advocate 
for higher education,” Hart said. “1 
worked on the 529 savings plan 
designed to encourage saving for 
the future higher education” 

The session concluded with 
Hart’ assistant informing students 
that they are welcome to become 
involved if they would like to ad- 
vocate her campaign. He also of- 
fered promotional ~ stickers, 
brochures, and other literature. 

Hart is a Pittsburgh native who 
attended North Allegheny High 
School and graduated Washington 
& Jefferson College before heading 
to University of Pittsburgh law 
school. 

She was also the first Republi- 
can woman in history to represent 
her state at the federal level.

Browne Hall residents fall victim to campus thievery 


Students devise surveillance method to catch culprit, action against thief still pending

A series of thefts alarm the res- 
idents of women’s dormitory, 
Browne Hall, causing students to 
reevaluate their security measures. 

Beginning in the early weeks of 
the semester, residents of the sec- 
ond floor began to notice items 
missing from their bathroom cub-’ 
bies, such as shampoo, hand soap, 
and razor refill cartridges. 

Second floor RA, Laura Henry, 
received two more sporadic com- 
plaints of items missing from the 
bathroom, including jewelry, be- 
fore the problem worsened. 

“A few weeks ago, food went 
missing,” Henry said. “The food 
bins had been ransacked, the 
fridge was opened, and the door 
{of the dormitory} was left open . . . 
Dry erase markers were stolen this 
weekend.” 


In response to these burglaries, 
Henry posted a message on the 
hall's shared folder that informed 
students about the incidents and 
encouraged them to respect each 
other's property. However, the 
problem continued to escalate. 

Incidents were reported on the 
first floor. 

“| began noticing food missing 
during the past few weeks, but it 
was really gradual so I didn’t know 
what to think,” junior Hillary 
Householder said. “My roommates 
and | finally sat down and figured 
out we were missing a lot of food 
from our shelves and _refrigera- 
tors—about $30 worth of groceries” 

The thievery caused enough 
distress to speak with her RA, 
Spicuzza, when Householder’s 
roommate, Stephanie Chaffee, no- 
ticed an absence more serious 
than granola bars and cottage 
cheese. 


“While getting ready to check- 
out at Wal-Mart, } opened my 
wallet only to realize. that | had 
no cash. Im missing about 
$100,” Chaffee said. “In the 
three years I've lived on cam- 
pus, I’ve never felt the need to 
lock my door. It's really upset- 
ting” 

Hitherto students felt it was 
sometimes unnecessary. to lock 
their doors on what has been per- 
ceived as a safe campus. As for 
catching this thief, Cary Grant is 
currently unavailable so students 
must take their own precautions. 

‘The college isn't liable for 
stolen, lost, or damaged items,” Mi- 
randa Gruber, Browne's communi- 
ty adviser, said. “Students are re- 
sponsible for locking their doors” 

A few students decided to take 
more innovative measures to not 
only prevent future theft, but to 
possibly catch the burglar in ac- 


tion. 

“I set up my web-cam,” House- 
holder said, “My roommates and | 
thought it was a long shot, but we 
started to tum on the camera 
whenever we left the room and 
would watch the surveillance 
video when we got back” 

The thief struck once more and 
Householder’ efforts and ingenu- 
ity were rewarded. 

“You can see this person enter- 
ing our room, walking over to 
where we keep our food, and just 
grabbing stuff and putting in their 
pockets,” Householder said. “We 
know who it is and we are taking 
disciplinary action with the RAs, 
CA, and campus security” 

As for those who have already 


been victimized by these thelts, ‘ 


there are a few options. 

“Students should check with 
their parents’ insurance policies; 
some stolen items might be cov- 


ered,” Gruber said. “Fill out a re- 
port {with campus security}, 
maybe they could so something” 

Thus far, at least $150 worth of 
merchandise and cash has been 
pilfered. Campus security rein- 
forced the idea of locking doors so 
students know who is in their 
room at all times. 

The next step after theft also de- 
pends on the person(s) afflicted. 

“We only do what the victim 
wants us to do,” Bob Sechez, a 
public safety officer, said. 

Despite. this recent spree, stu- 
dents should not be worried, just 
cautious. 

“We haven't had any [reported] 
thefts this year,” Sechez said. “It's 
been pretty good” 

The identity of the suspect has 
been withheld because criminal 
charges have not been formally 
filed and an investigation is still 
pending. 
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Please aim better, flush properly, 
wash thoroughly.

Ellen Glasgow (1873-1945), the 
Pulitzer-winning novelist, once 
opined, “All change is not growth, 
as all-movement is not forward” 
Politicians running for office are 
free to shout “change,” but that 
won't move me. [m usually not 
impressed with change qua 
change; it’s no magical mantra that 
should inspire awe and secure 
votes, 

Even so, have politicians deliv- 
ered that much change? The evi- 
dence I've seen since 1987, when I 
became a US citizen, is actually to 
the contrary. Donkeys and ele- 
phants have indeed exchanged 
seats and offices, but what if, just 
by a fanciful imagination, I were to 
suggest more change than that?

In fact, research finds that sus- 
tained touch, that oft-ignored 
stepchild of a sense, can lower 
blood pressure, relieve stress, re- 
duce aggression, and foster peace- 
ful coexistence. Seriously. 

"Hundreds of studies show that 
with moderate touch, you get all 
kinds of health benefits," said 
Tiffany Field, director of the Touch 
Research Institute at the University 
of Miami Medical School. 

The sense, though, needs a 
makeover. "Touch is tied to sexual 
behavior," Field said. "People mis- 
interpret touch." 

Without taction, babies fail to 
thrive, studies of orphans show. 
Lower-touch cultures, such as the 
United States and Great Britain, 
also have more aggression than 
higher-touch ones (France), she 
said. 

The key word is moderate, sur- 
prisingly. "If you're lightly stroking 
someone, it's going to arouse, ele- 
vate blood pressure and heart rate. 
If you get moderate pressure,” 
Field said, such as a back rub, "it 
puts you in a relaxed state." 

Cuddle Parties do not claim to 
offer therapy or even massage, but 


do tout the benefits of tactile con-

The Goggles can kick in late at 
night on weekends, The feature re- 
quires you to solve a few easy 
math problems in short order be- 
fore hitting "send" If your logical 
thinking skills are intact, Google is 
betting you're sober enough to 
work out the repercussions of 
xis that screed you just draft- 


And if you can't multiply two 
times five, you'll probably thank 


Google in the morning. 


To activate Goggles, Gmail 
users should click the "Settings" 
link at the top of a Gmail page, 
then go to the "Labs" section. 

’ There's no shame in admitting 
that sometimes you need a little 
extra help, Gmail engineer Jon Per- 
low designed Goggles. with his 
own weaknesses in mind. 


"Sometimes I send messages I 
shouldn't send.

Somali pirates stare 
down global superpowers 


is the key to the pirates’ success 
against any military muscle loom- 
ing from the US. and Russia. 

"Once you have a crew at gun- 
point, you can hold six US, naval 
warships -at- bay and they don't 
have a whole lot of options: except 
to wait it out," Cooke said. 

The pirates have specifically 
warned against the type of raids 
carried out twice this year by 
French commandos to recover hi- 
jacked vessels. The French used 
night vision goggles and_heli- 
copters in operations that killed or 
captured several pirates, who are 
now standing trial in Paris. 

But the hostages are not the 
bandits' only card to play. 

Often dressed in military fa- 
tigues, pirates travel in open skiffs 
with outboard engines, working 
with larger mother ships that tow 
them far out to sea. They use satel- 
lite navigational and communica- 
tions equipment and an intimate 
knowledge of local waters, clam- 
bering aboard commercial vessels 
with ladders and grappling hooks. 

They are typically armed with 
automatic weapons, anti-tank 
rocket launchers and grenades — 
weaponry that is readily available 
throughout Somalia, where a 
bustling arms market operates in 
the center of the capital. 

They also have the support of 
their communities and some 
members of local administrations, 
particularly in Puntland, a semiau- 
tonomous region in northeast So- 
malia that is a hotbed for piracy, 
officials and pirates have told. the

The strategy works well: A re- 
port Thursday by a London-based 
think tank said pirates have raked 
in up ‘to $30 million in ransoms 
this year alone, 

"If we are attacked we will de-

The college held its second 
poverty simulation on Thursday, 
Oct. 9 in the Witherspoon rooms. 

. The Lawrence County Commu- 
hity Action Partnership sponsors 
the two-session poverty simulation 
in conjunction with the Drinko 
Center on campus. This year's 
event is similar to the poverty sim- 
ulation held last year. 

*. “T attended last year and found 
it to be a very valuable learning 
experience,” senior Amber Okert 
said. 

The simulation was carried out 
through a series of activities in 
which participants are introduced 
to situations similar to those of 
people who live in poverty. Several 
resource tables were set up around 
the perimeter of the room to re- 
Semble establishments such as: a 
Qrocery store, social services office, 






pawnshop and others. 

Volunteers gave participants of 
the simulation a limited amount of 
resources and then asked them to 
care for themselves and their sim- 
ulated families under impover- 
ished conditions. 

Each participant played a role 
in the life of someone who strug- 
gles with poverty on a daily basis, 
including single parents, students 
and the elderly. The simulation 
was designed to model a one- 
month time period and was bro- 
ken down into four 15 minute seg- 
ments that are each equivalent to 
one week. 

At the conclusion of each ses- 
sion, participants had time to re- 
flect. During this period, partici- 
pants and volunteers discussed 
their feelings and opinions regard- 
ing the simulation. 

“| believe this is a valuable ex- 
perience for students because it 


gives them an opportunity to look 


outside of the ‘bubble’ and see how 
many local people and families are 
living,” Westminster Alumnus Eric 
Baugh said. 

This event was created to raise 
awareness of the hardships that 
people living in poverty are forced 
to cope with every day. 

“There are real obstacles that 
people in poverty face,” Bethany 
South, the Drinko Center's VISTA 
representative, said.

The term disposable income is 
becoming a thing of the past for 
many Americans, and without any 
disposable income, fans simply 
cannot afford trips to the ballpark 
or stadium. Sporting events are 
turning into social events for hob- 
nob Fortune 500 CEO's and multi- 
million dollar corporations. 


However, as Roger Goodell 
warned the entire NFL, corpora- 
tions are going to have to start cut- 
ting spending in the form of adver- 
tising, naming rights, luxury 
boxes, and corporate season tick- 
ets. Sam Kennedy, Boston Red 
Sox Executive Vice President, has 
also publicly stated that in meet- 
ings with his projected 2009 spon- 
sors, there have been fiscal issues 
raised as a result of a declining 
economy. 


Certainly, players cannot be as 
excited when they look into the 
stands and see corporate America 
instead of seeing the borderline 
crazy, true, and diehard fan. After 
all, sports are supposed to be 
about the players and the fans, 
With the continuing swoon of the 
economy and the unbecoming 
greed of sports franchises, the aver- 
age fan is truly being removed 
from the game.

: It would be dandy to say that 


‘Anberlin has surrendered to its 
own demons over the last several 
years. Its always advantageous to 
speak of a band overcoming obsta- 
cles and releasing an album that's 
_ as momentous as the overcoming 
itself, but-with Anberlin, this isn’t 
the case. 
: The band hasn't suffered any 
troubled internal affairs, other than 
a few line-up changes, and as of 
yet, hasn't been cheated by their la- 
bel. And surrender is not the only 
new thing to the band The "8 
changes of label and producer 
have marked a slight change in the 
band’s musical vision as well. 
New Surrender is much cleaner 
than the Anberlin listener may be 
used to and more pop-like at that. 
Tracks such as “Breathe” and 
“Retrace” are slow and polished, 
and although the band hasn't 
strayed from ballads of their past, 
Neil Avron’s smooth work behind 
the boards make the songs sound 
ished enough to be played on

: This may not necessarily be 
negative, but in exchange for their 
hopeney the band has 


seerningly lost some of the artistic 
tone it possessed on Cities 
Indeed, the overall tempo of 
New Surrender is slower, but not 
every song is fit for a seventh- 
grade slow dance. The opener “The 
Resistance” shows the attitude that 
has made Anberlin renowned, as 
heavy, driving guitars inundate the 
chorus behind — lead-vocalist 
Stephen Christian's enunciation of 
“speak for yourself, you paper 
tigers” 


The album’ first single “Feel 
Good Drag” moves with the same 
kind of energy, but doesn’t hit the 
mark of the original song as the 
guitars are too clean. and the 
drums aren't as heavy. 

“Disappear” offers fulfilling 
arrangements and -a_ pleasing 
bridge, but as far as the band’s 
precedence goes, it's nothing new. 
“Blame Me! Blame Me!” follows 
much of the same pattern, but falls 
deeper into the realm of medioc- 
rity. 

“Breaking” bears the most simi- 
larity to the Anberlin of the Cities 
era. The song is as melodically dri- 


ven as an Anberlin tune has ever 
been and is also as equally catchy. 
“Haight Street,” a throwback to 
the band’s Never Take Friendship 
Personal era, is the catchiest song 
on the record, chalking up hand- 
claps and whoa-ohs along the way, 
showing a marked improvement 
upon hook-centered songwriting.

The fire that destroys Lakeview 
represents the destruction of a hap- 
pily married couple by an illogical 
racist.

"Every marriage will go 
through trials, or fire, as we say, 
and what's going to happen on the 
other side of that fire? Will your 
marriage survive?” 

The Kendricks grew up in sub 
urban Atlanta and ‘now live in Al- 
bany. in southwestern Georgiti, 
where they are associate pastors at 
Sherwood Baptist Church. Alofig 
with the church's senior pastor, 
Michael Catt, they created Shér- 
wood Pictures, a production com- 
pany, in 2002 and scraped together 
$20,000 to put out their first film, 
“Flywheel,” in 2003. 

With a budget of $100,000, the 
company released “Facing the Gi- 
ants” in 2006. That film ended up 
grossing more than $10 million. 
Cameron, best known for the TV 
sitcom "Growing Pains,” saw the 
film and called the Kendricks to 
say he loved it and would be inter- 
ested in working with them. 


After auditioning several actors 
for the role of Caleb, the brothers 
decided to give Cameron a call, but 
they were skeptical. They saw the 
lead as a big burly guy, but 
Cameron flawlessly executed nine 
of the script's most difficult scenes 
during his audition and won them 
over. 


Cameron, who turns 38 Sunday 
and has six kids after 17 years of 
marriage, said he is very aware of 
the challenges of marriage and 
wanted to be a part of something 
that encourages people to fight for 
that union. ; 

"This is a movie that gives peo- 
ple hope and inspires them that 
they can save their marriages - 
that love, in the end, won't fail, if 
you pour your heart and your time 
and your energy into the things 
that really matter,” Cameron said. 
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This past week I had the chance 
to sit down for a Q & A with head 
- of the Learning Center and former 
Westminster student, Sally Huey, 
to see. what the college was like 
during the early 1970s.

We had the 
same classes everyday, except 
Wednesday, and they were an hour 
long. 

: In the middle of the week was 
Wonderful Wednesday. The idea 
was that it was to be used as a 
Study day, but it turned out most 
students viewed it as a Saturday. 
Having two weekends in one week 
really made the week go by so fast. 

- Where did you eat on campus 
. and how was campus dining dif- 

ferent then? 

We ate our main meals in the 
dining hall and grabbed snacks in 
the TUB, Every Friday night at 
McGinnis Dinning Hall they 
would have a special steak dinner 
that was very good and the TUB 
had the best milkshakes for a 
quarter. 

*: The original TUB was located 
tinder where the Berlin Lounge is 
today and it was much smaller 
then. When McKelvey was built 
they changed the name of the TUB 
tothe Orchard Street Café, howev- 
er students protested and the 
name was changed back to the 
TUB.

We used the tunnel everyday 
during the winter. We would even

slippers. And we would go from 
Ferg to Browne to eat. 

What were the rules concern- 
ing visitors? 

Men were not allowed past the 
lobby. This was the rule up until 
my senior year and then after that 
they were allowed limited visita- 
tion during the weekends. 

Was there a curfew? 

All the dorms had a.desk sitter 
and we would have to sign-in and 
sign-out. We had to be in by 10 or 
so on week days and 11 or 12 on 
the weekend and we would get 
marked down for late minutes if 
we came in later. 

During my sophomore or ju- 
nior year, which was also around 


the beginning of the feminist day 


movement, we protested the fact 
that the women had a curfew and 
the men did not. 

The solution that they came up 
with was to give the men a curfew 
as well. This lasted for a year or so 
and then they did away with the 
curfew for both men and women 
for my senior year. 

Other than the fact that the 
Berlin Village Townhouses were 
recently built, how was the cam- 
pus housing different? 

There was the McKelvey House 
and Sewell House on Maple Street

The men lived in Hillside and 
Jeffers then too, At that time there 
were more women than men on 
campus, but it wasn’t as lopsided 
as the three to one ratio that there 
is today. ‘:

Dr. Kang Na explores “change” Part 2 


Part 1 of “change” was 
featured in the October 
10 edition of The Holcad 


And what about this change? 
During any month the national 
debt is above $1 billion, all federal 
and state employees (ie, those 
whose income is from other citi- 
zens taxes) whose annual salary is 
above $75,000 will give a manda- 
tory monthly contribution of a 
day's wage to go to pay down the 
national debt; for those with more 
than $1 million in assets, the 
monthly contribution will be ten 
days’ wages. 

And how about this change? In 
order to eliminate any incentives 
for reelection other than patriotic 
service to our nation-remember 
the end of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence where each signer “mu- 
tually pledge to each other our 
lives, our fortunes and our sacred 
honor”-the following, or some- 
thing like it, would be voted into 
law by the legislators-if not voted 


‘into law, then voluntarily self-im- 


posed, which I'm sure will impress 
the voters-and the 27th amend- 
ment would be suspended just for 
this change: 

President and vice president: 
after the first term the annual 
salary will be reduced by 50% of 
the preceding year’s salary, and the 
annual pension benefits will be re- 
duced by 90% of the preceding 
year's pension benefits; for those 
with more than $1 million in as- 
sets, the annual salary and pen- 
sion benefits will be reduced to $0. 

Senators: after the first term 
the annual salary and pension 
benefits will be reduced by 50% of 
those of the preceding year; for 
those with more than $1 million

in assets, the annual salary and 
pension benefits will be reduced 
to $0. 

Representatives: after the first 
term the annual salary will be re- 
duced by 50% of the preceding 
years salary; after a third term the 
pension benefits will be reduced 


by 50% of the preceding year’s 


pension benefits; for those with 
more than $1 million in assets, the 
annual salary and pension bene- 
fits will be reduced to $0 after a 
second term. 

And _as for the recently passed 
bailout or rescue bill worth $700 
billion on the heels of the $85 bil- 
lion for AlG-that's your money 
and mine, and the actual price tag 
will probably be higher-what 
about this, which was inspired by 
an e-mail | received? 

Instead of the bailout, what if 
the government lowered the capi- 
tal gains tax to 5% for corpora- 
tions and 1% for individuals. That 
would probably attract a lot of in- 
vestments from everywhere and 
stimulate our economy in a dra- 
matic way. 

Furthermore, instead of a 
bailout, what if the government 
sent a $25,000 check to all tax-pay- 
ing families (with US citizenship) 
with an annual income of less 
than $50,000? Using the 2006 
Census Bureau estimate of about 
31,400,000 families that would 
qualify, the total amount for gov- 
ernment checks would be $785 
billion (ie, equal to what the gov- 
ernment pledged to spend on the 
two bailouts mentioned above). 

If each family paid a 10% tax 
on the instant income, each family 
would have $22,500 to spend, and 
the government would get $78.5 
billion right back. Families that 
use the money to make their

mortgage payments will help alle- 
viate the housing crisis. 

Families that use the money to 
buy cars or other goods will drive 
up demand for products, help cre:

Families that invest the money 
in the market will drive economic 
growth. 

Notwithstanding the precision

Surely 
we can imagine changes in our 
beloved country different from 
those offered by these usual sus- 
pects of political hegemony. 
There’s a lot of thinkers at West- 
minster. Lets think thinks that 
haven't been thunk before.

PHILADELPHIA (AP) _ A fed- 
eral judge questioned Tuesday 
why a white Ivy League student 
found with thousands of images of 
child pornography during a com- 
puter hacking probe was not 
charged with that crime - and was 
spared the decade-long sentence 
looming over a black convicted 
child pornographer at the same 
hearing. 


University of Pennsylvania se- 
nior Ryan Goldstein, 22, of Ambler, 
will spend three months in prison 
and five years on federal probation 
for a hacking scheme that caused a 
Penn engineering server to crash 
in 2006, 

Goldstein pleaded guilty to a 
misdemeanor and worked long 
hours helping the FBI investigate a 
worldwide hacking enterprise, 
lawyers on both sides agreed. 


But even as he was cooperating, 
Goldstein twice engaged in un- 
specified mischief with FBI com- 
puters, causing investigators to fall 
short of their ultimate goal, US, 
District Judge Michael Baylson 
said.

“It was very detrimental to the 
investigation,’ said Baylson, who 
heard details of the misconduct be- 
hind closed doors at the start of 
Tuesday's sentencing hearing. "It's 
very disturbing.” 


Assistant U.S. Attorney Michael 
Levy said the decision not to 
charge Goldstein with child porn 
was appropriate given his exten- 
sive cooperation. 


The judge, voicing concerns 
about fairness, took the unusual 
step of sentencing Goldstein along- 
side a Philadelphia man, Derrick 
Williams, who was facing eight to 
1) years for child pornography in 
an unrelated case. 


30th men were found with sev- 
eral thousand images of child 
pornography, and each had copied 
some of the images - although 
Williams had also posted about 15 
ol them on a Web site, prosecutors 
said. 


The judge said he could not 
help noting that Williams is black 
and Goldstein is white. 


"This has weighed very heavily 


on my mind, as | think it would 
most judges,” Baylson said. "That's 
why I've brought this case together 
with the Williams case." 


However, he said he did not 
think the disparities were connect- 
ed to race. Baylson sentenced 
Williams to two years in prison, 
noting his steady work history and 
minor criminal record in granting 
the steep downward departure. 


According to the FBI, Goldstein 
worked with a New Zealand teen 
who allegedly gained control of 
thousands of computers, amassing 
them into clusters known as bot- 
nets. 


Owen Thor Walker, known by 
the online name "AKILL," was or- 
dered this summer to pay more 
than $11,000 in fines in New 
Zealand, but avoided a conviction 
and will help police solve comput- 
er crimes. 


Goldstein acknowledged at the 
hearing that he has been viewing 
child pornography since he was 11 
or 12. A therapist who testified 
Tuesday described him as a bright 
but asocial child who spent long 


hours on the computer and rarely 
played with friends. 


"Unfortunately, I didn't begin to 
emerge from that computer world 
until the FBI knocked on my door. 
This actually may have saved me 
from a life of computer addiction," 
he told the judge. 


The case was part of an interna- 
tional crackdown on hackers who 
steal credit card information, ma- 
nipulate stock trades and even 
crash industry computers, authori- 
ties say, Walker led an internation- 
al spybot ring that infiltrated com- 
puters around the world with 
malicious software, officials said 
last year. 


The FBI estimated last year that 
more than one million computers 
had been infected and put the 
combined economic losses at more 
than $20 million. 


Goldstein's parents, who attend- 
ed the hearing, declined to com- 
ment afterward, as did lawyers for 
both sides. Williams and _ his 
lawyer, Max Kramer, also declined 
to comment. 


Pa. dentists being barred from dating patients 


HARRISBURG, Pa. (AP) _ Den- 
tists who: find their perfect love 
match sitting in the patients’ chair 
must end the professional relation- 
ship and wait a few months before 
dating, according to new state reg- 
ulations. 

The new rules say that any sex- 
ual conduct - even consensual 
contact - with a current patient, in- 
cluding "words, gestures or expres- 
sions, actions or any combination 
thereof," is subject to disciplinary 
action by the State Board of Den- 
tistry. 

The regulations will apply to 
dentists, hygienists and other state- 
licensed dental practitioners en- 
gaged in sexual conduct with pa- 
tients they have treated within the 
past three months. There are ex- 
ceptions for relationships in which 
the patient is a spouse or a lives 
with the employee. 

The rules received a state regu 
latory review board's final ap- 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) _ Geolo 
gists say they have discovered pre 
historic animal tracks so densely 
packed on a %4-acre site that 
they're calling it a "dinosaur dance 
floor.” 


The site along the Arizona-Utah 
state line offers a rich new set of 
clues about the lives of dinosaurs 
190 million years ago. 


Back then, large stretches of the 
West were a Sahara-like desert. 
More than 1,000 tracks were found 
in what would have been a watery 
oasis nestled among towering, 
wind-whipped sand dunes. 


The footprints could provide 
fodder for researchers trying to un- 
derstand dinosaurs that survived 
in what many considered a ‘vast, 
dry, uninhabitable desert,” said 
Marjorie Chan, professor of geolo- 
gy at the University of Utah and 
one of the authors of a new study 
of the site.

The association ar- 
gued that the new rules are exces- 
sively broad and that current regu- 
lations prohibiting sexual, verbal 
and physical abuse of patients are 
adequate, The regulations will take 
effect in the coming weeks after 
they are formally published. 


"The (association) feels that a 
normal, healthy, romantic relation- 
ship between a dentist and a pa- 
tient, with mutual consent, does 
not constitute sexual misconduct," 
said Philadelphia dentist Dr. 
Thomas Gamba, the association's 
president. 

Neither the American Dental 
Association nor the American As- 
sociation of Dental Examiners 
keeps track of state licensing poli- 
cies. The ADA's code of conduct 
discourages members from having 
relationships with patients. "that 
could impair their professional 


judgment or risk the possibility of 
exploiting the confidence placed in 
them by a patient" 


Pennsylvania's dentistry board 
says its proposal is consistent with 
other states’ laws and regulations 
and noted that California, Iowa, 
Maine and Mississippi have simi- 
lar definitions of sexual miscon- 
duct. 


In a written analysis explaining 
the need for the regulation, the 
board did not cite any specific inci- 
dents or complaints, but said its 
proposal "will protect consumers ... 
and provide clear guidance to prac- 
titioners that sexual misconduct is 
Soci unprofessional con- 

uct.” 


Also, regulations governing oth- 
er state-licensed health professions 
in Pennsylvania, including doctors, 
physical therapists and psycholo- 
gists, specify that practitioners can- 
not use a patient's consent as a de- 
fense against sexual-misconduct

The discovery adds yet another 
site to the region's long list of di- 
nosaur hot spots. The difference, 
though, is sheer numbers, Scien- 
tisis estimate there are more than 
1,000 tracks at the site, which is in 
a protected area of Vermilion Cliffs 
National Monument. 


In some places, there are a 
dozen footprints in a square yard. 


“It was a place that attracted a 
crowd, kind of like a dance floor,” 
Chan said. 


Researchers identified four dif- 
ferent kinds of tracks in the rock 
but haven't determined the specific 
species that left them behind. 


Some of the footprints - once 
thought to be potholes formed by 
erosion —. measure 16 inches 
across and have three toes and a 
heel. Others are smaller and more 


circular, 


The area also includes what re- 
searchers think are rare tail drag 
marks. 


Winston Seiler, who studied the 
site for a master's thesis, said the 
area might have been a popular 
gathering spot for adults and 
youngsters alike. It could have 
been one of many where Early 
Jurassic dinosaurs stopped for re- 
freshment before moving along. 


Seiler imagines dinosaurs were 
"happy to be at this place, having 
wandered up ahd down many a 
sand dune, exhausted from the 
heat and the blowing sand, re- 
lieved and happy to come to a 
place where there was water.” 


The study's findings were pub- 
lished in the October issue of the 
journal Palaios. 


"It's an exciting site and deserv- 
ing of a lot more work," said Jim 
Kirkland, Utah's state paleontolo- 


allegations, according to the den- 
tistry board. 

The board said it decided not to 
allow exceptions for relationships 
other than ones involving mar- 
riage or cohabitation because do- 
ing so would make the rules more 
difficult to enforce.

Dinosaur tracks can provide 
important insight about dinosaur 
behavior and movements across 
the landscape, said Andrew Milner, 
paleontologist at the St. George Di- 
nosaur Discovery Site at Johnson 
Farm in southwestern Utah. 


The newly discovered site, 
about three miles from the nearest 
road, is part of a protected wilder- 
ness area that also includes a geo- 
logic formation called "The Wave" 
—a gallery of striped, twisted sand- 
stone. 


Twenty permits are issued each 
day to enter the area. Linda Price, 
the monument's manager, expects 
interest in the area will jump with 
word of the dinosaur track site.

Atheists plan ad 
campaign on side of 
London buses 


LONDON (AP) _ London buses 
have God on their side - but not 
for long, if atheists have their way. 


The sides of some of London's 
red buses will soon carry ads as- 
serting there is “probably no God," 
as nonbelievers fight what they 
say is the preferential treatment 
given to religion in British society. 


Organizers of a campaign to 
raise funds for the ads said 
Wednesday they received more 
than $113,000 in donations, almost 
seven times their target, in the 
hours since they launched the pro- 
ject on a charity Web site. Support- 
ers include Oxford University biol- 
ogist Richard Dawkins, who 
donated $9,000. 


The money will be used to 
place posters on 30 buses carrying 
the slogan "There's probably no 
God. Now stop worrying and enjoy 
your life." The plan was to run the 
ads for four weeks starting in Janu- 
ary, but so much money has been 
raised that the project may be ex- 
panded. 


"A lot of people say trying to or- 
ganize atheists is like herding cats. 
The last couple of days shows that 
is not true,” said comedy writer Ar- 
iane Sherine, who started the cam- 
paign. 

While most London buses carry 
posters for shops or Hollywood 
movies, Christian churches and 
Muslim groups have bought bus- 
side ad space in the past. 


Sherine came up with the idea 
after seeing a series of Christian 
posters on London buses. She said 
she visited the Web site promoted 
on.one ad and found it told nonbe- 
lievers they would spend eternity 
in torment in hell. 


"| thought it would be a really 
positive thing to counter that by 
putting forward a much happier 
and more upbeat advert, saying 
‘Don't worry, you're not going to 
hell," said Sherine, 28. "Atheists 
believe this is the only life we have, 
and we should enjoy it.” 


The British Humanist Associa- 
tion, which is administering the 
fundraising drive, said it had been 
so successlul the campaign might 
spread to other cities including 
Manchester and Edinburgh. 


Most Britons identify them. 
selves as Christians, but few attend 
church regularly, and public fig 
ures rarely talk about their beliefs. 
Former Prime Minister Tony Blair 
was rare among politicians in 
speaking openly about his Chri ist: 
ian faith, 


Dawkins, author of the best: 


selling atheist manifesto The God 
Delusion,’ said that religion 
nonetheless held a privileged posi- 
tion in society, 


"Religious organizations have 
an automatic tax-free charitable 
status,” he said. "Bishops sit in the 
House of Lords automatically. Reli- 
gious leaders get preferential treat- 
ment on all sorts of commissions, 


"This campaign to put alterna- 
tive slogans on London buses will 
make people think - and thinking 
is anathema to religion.” 


Dawkins said that as an atheist 
he."wasn't wild" about the ad's as- 
sertion that there was "probably". 
no God. 


Sherine said the word was in- 
cluded to ensure the posters didn't 
breach transit advertising regula- 
tions, which stipulate ads should 
not offend religious people, 


Few believers appeared offend- 
ed by the campaign, although 
most doubted it would work. 


"| think people will ask them- 
selves, ‘On what basis can they 
make that statement?” said Inayat 
Bunglawala of the Muslim Council 
of Britain. "So it will get people 
thinking, so in that sense it can 
only be good." 


Ad agency CBS Outdoor, which 
manages advertising on many 
London buses, said it had ap- 
proved the atheist campaign. 


Sales and marketing director 
Tim Bleakley said "our decision to 
take an ad that promotes God, or 
one that promotes no God, is 
based on commercial terms, as 
long as the advertising copy itself 
does not breach UK. advertising 
standards.” 


The Rev. Jenny Ellis, spirituality 
and discipleship officer for the 
Methodist Church, welcomed the 
ads. 


"This campaign will be a good 
thing if it gets people to engage 
with the deepest questions of life,” 
she said. 


The religious think tank Theos 
said it had donated $82 to the cam- 
paign, on the grounds that the ads 
were so bad they would probably 
attract people to religion. 


“It tells people to ‘stop worry- 
ing,’ which is hardly going to bea 
great comfort for those who. are 
concerned about losing jobs or 
homes in the recession," said 
Theds director Paul Woolley.

Cancer-surviving alumnus speaks to 
students, faculty and community

According to wwwseanswam- 
er.com, Swarner is the only person 
diagnosed with both Hodgkin's 
Disease and Askin’s Sarcoma. 

At 13 years old, Swarner was di- 
agnosed with Hodgkin's Disease. 
Doctors did not expect him to live 
more than three months, but he 
survived. Three years later, doctors 
discovered a golf ball sized tumor 
on his lung and diagnosed Swarn- 
er with Askin’s Sarcoma. 

He was not expected to live 
more than two weeks after the re- 
moval of the tumor. However, he 
survived both cancers and was the

first cancer survivor to summit 
Mount Everest. 

“| think that he will really in- 
spire students that no matter what 
obstacles they have in life that they 
can overcome them,” President of 
the Student Athletic Advisory 
Committee, Conor Simpson, said.

come what he has, it gives a lot of 


hope for other people” 

With one fully functioning lung, 
Swarner reached the peak of 
Mount Everest on May 16, 2002. 
He carried a flag with the names 
of others suffering from cancer to 
the top with him and buried it at 
the summit in devotion. Since 
then, he has successfully. climbed 
“the 7 summits” that also include 
Mount Kilimanjaro, Mount Elbrus, 


Mount | Aconcagua, Mount 
Kosciusko, and Mount Vinson. 

According to wwwespn.com, 
Swarner competed in the 2008

“Cancer is the worst thing that's 
ever happened to me, I'll be honest

The Future Media Professionals 
sponsored Joy's visit to 40 atten- 
dees at 11:45 am. on Oct. 15, in the 
Berlin Student Lounge: Joy. dis- 
cussed his job as the videographer 
for MTV's reality show “The Hills,” 
during a 45. minute question and 
answer session. Attendees in 
how he landed -the job, what he 
thought of the cast members and 
what he plans to do in the future. 

“He was straightforward,” ju- 
nior Andy Borts, Future Media Pro- 
fessionals president, said. “He was 
able to give you the answer that 
you wanted to hear.’ 


One of the first questions dealt 
with how Joy got the job. He said 
that his friends worked for MTV 
and lived in Los Angeles, After net- 
working and an approval of his re- 
sume, he packed his belongings 
and set out to start his job as the 
new cameraman for the reality 
show. 


Four days a week, Joy works a 
12-14 hour shift. He leaves his 
house at least an hour in advance, 
due to traffic. Joy travels to pre-de- 
termined locations, like restau- 
rants or clubs, to film the cast 
members. 


“It’s one of the few reality shows 
on TV that’s shot like a film,” Joy 
said. 

He explained that the crew ar- 
rives to the shoot before the cast to 
situate cameras and lights. The 
videographers then know what to 
film and what to focus on during 
the shoot. 


Borts commented on the 
videography of the series. 

“They [videographers] work so

Just as viewers get involved 
with the show, Joy said the crew 
must watch their actions.

“I would like to work for any 
show on HBO or Showtime,” Joy 
said, “They are. very well-written 
programs.’ 

Several questions enabled him 
to provide students with advice for 
getting a job after college.

As front man of Jacks Man- 
nequin, a band that made much of 
youthful America fall in love with 
pianos with the band’s 205 re 
lease of Everything In Transit, 
McMahon: has aged a few years 
since that release, and with a few 
more important years of wisdom 
under his belt, his newest venture 
with the band proves to be every 
thing but adolescent.

different songwriter, one who has 
taken cues from the likes of Fleet- 
wood Mac and The Beach Boys in 
creating a record that feels much 
smoother and more mature and 
appropriately like a warm Califor- 
nia sunrise. 

“Crashin” is introduced by a 
irolicking guitar melody and 
straightforward drum beat as 


McMahon smoothly sings “I wan- 
na hear some music/Now that 
they're driving us all underground” 
Much less decorated in scope 
and musicality, “Crashin” and 
“Spinning” produce a blended, co- 
hesive sound, complete with har- 
monized background vocals from 
guitarist Bobby Anderson that 
sound velvety and calm. 
“Spinning” is immediately 
catchy with quick verses and a 
chorus with vocals that replace 
McMahon's soft and shaky cantor 
with a dynamic confidence. 
“Swim”, mimicking the sounds 
of open water with its electronic 
percussion and sliding piano 
melodies, grabs the listener by the 
heartstrings as gently as the piano 
hammers hit the their respective 


strings. 

“What Gets You Off” however, 
manifests a McMahon of the 
Everything In Transit era, with tee- 
tering, entranced vocals and a sort 
of desperation missing from much 
of the rest of the album. 

McMahon, however, is as much 
a lyricist as a composer, singing 
“No one should let you go wander- 
ing off into the night/ You're not an 
orphan” on “Orphans”, a preamble 
to the operatic “Caves,” boasting a 
slightly magnificent and tipsy pi- 
ano melody, nearly painting a pic- 
ture of a couple dancing alone in 
evening clothes on a huge ball- 
room dance floor. 

An elemental change of dynam- 
ics seems to take place on this sec- 
ond half of the record.as opposed 
to the beginning, as evidenced by 
the former and “Hammers and 
Strings (A Lullaby)” singing “I used 
to hear you in this old piano’, a bal- 
lad inside and out as it is driven 
heavily by a triumphant piano and 
beautiful vocals as opposed to the 
more prominent straight-forward 
feel of the bulk of the record. 

As divine as the slower more 
graceful songs are, “The Resolu- 
tion” is the heart and soul of the 
record. Full of energy, you'll be 
singing “And you hold me 
downnnn!” awkwardly under your 
breath all day before finally giving 
up and singing full-breathed.

the United States has the power of 
a star-studded cast, but falls short 
with a simple plot 

“Dubya” is played by Josh 
Brolin of No Country for Old Men. 
He delivers a good portrayal of our 
bumbling president, and there is 


some real support from his fellow 
actors. Two of the most memo- 
rable, and conniving members of 
the Bush administration in the 
film are vice president Dick Ch- 
eney and Karl Rove, played by 
Richard Dreyfuss and Toby Jones, 
respectively. George H.W. “Poppy” 
Bush is played by James Cromwell 
and Jeffrey Wright gave a powerful 
performance as General Colin 
Powell. 


The film jumps between scenes 
leading up to the invasion of Iraq 
in 2003 and flashbacks to Dubya’s 
past beginning with: his fraternity 
days at Yale in 1966. Bush's early 
years are plagued with alcoholism 
and failure, and he gives up every 
summer job that his father, “Pop- 
py’, gets him. 

He gains ground when he quits 
drinking and becomes a born 
again Christian, and works on his 
father’s successful presidential 
campaign. Stone periodically re- 
verts to scenes of Bush on an emp- 
ty baseball field, alluding to W's de- 
sire to be baseball commissioner. 


In the future sequences, Bush 
and his cabinet are shown going 
about the ill planned invasion of 


Iraq, and the conflict between Gen. 
Powell and the rest of the adminis- 
tration. 


Stone compiled some .of the 
best known of what one could call 
“Bush trivia” and used them to plot 
out his film. Choking on a pretzel, 
“fool me twice”, and the examples 
of Bush's illustrious past are just 
some examples. Using the well 
known facts about Bush made the 
plot too simple and incoherent. 
Yes, Oliver Stone, President Bush 
sounds pretty dumb. We know al- 
ready. 

He also goes wrong in his mix- 
ture of drama and comedy. It’s pre- 
sented more like gallows humor, 
and becomes stale after the first 
hour.

He comes to the conclusion that 
they have a hyper-acting form of 
rabies. Once bitten or if blood en- 
ters an open cut the virus will put 
you in full swing rabies within sec- 
onds, The problem at hand pre- 
sents itself and the victims struggle 
to solve their problem. 

The darkly lit building and even 
darker rooms complemented by 
the point-of-view film style pro- 
vides numerous frightening  in- 
stances and psychological thrills. 
The infected range from an over- 
weight decrepit woman to a little 
girl who no one wants to see bite 
her mom's face off. But it happens. 
They would not be nearly as scary 
if it wasn't for the realistic and 
glamorous reactions of the sur- 
vivors. 

Luckily there is not one in- 
stance where the performers 
sound scripted or try to steal the 
scene from the other actors.

Election day is approaching 


; and while voter polls anticipate 
| Senator Barack Obama’s victory,

Obama (D-Illinois), is the first 
African-American _ presidential 
nominee from either party. His 


| opponent, John McCain (R-Ari- 


zona), chose his running mate, 
Governor Sarah Palin (R-Alaska), 
on Aug, 29, Palin is the first female 
Republican vice presidential nomi- 
nee in US. history. 

While voter polls indicate that 
Obama holds the lead over Mc- 
Cain, historical patterns in politics 
concerning race and gender make 
predictions difficult. However, 
there is still debate over the validi- 
ty of the explanation for variances 
between voter polls and election 
results, 

According to cnn.com, the most 
recent national voter polls suggest 
that Obama is in the lead with 
50% of the vote, while McCain has 
42% of the vote. 

“I think all Americans are 
caught up in the historic nature of 
this campaign,” Dr. James Rhoads, 
associate professor of political sci- 
ence, said, “We will have either our:

While the Bradley effect was 
conceived based on the results of a 
race between a nonwhite and 
white candidate, it may also affect 
Palin’s nomination as Republican 
vice president. Voters may feel ob- 
ligated to vote for the Republican 
Party and its female vice presiden- 
tial candidate to avoid perceptions 
of sexual discrimination. 

Analysts have suggested a “re- 
verse” Bradley effect may come 
into play. during Obama’s cam- 
paign. Rather than claim their vote 
for the African-American candi- 
date, Republican voters will deny 
their support for Obama for fear of 
ostracizing themselves from their 
political party. 

According to wikipedia.org, 
some analysts have found the 
Bradley effect misleading and 
baseless, especially in recent elec- 
tions. However, while recent elec- 
tions between nonwhite and white 
candidates suggest that the 
Bradley effect has diminished, 
there is not enough evidence to 
disprove that it is not a valid 
cause-and-effect model. 

Adding to the uncertainty of the 
polling data is the exclusion of 
young voters with cell phones. Re- 
cent surveys and polls show an in- 
crease in voters between the ages 
of 18 and 29 years old. This voting 
block may make or break Oba- 
ma’s chances to secure the presi- 
dency.

Dr. Deborah Mitchell discusses Royal Portraits 
in Hollywood: Filming the Lives of Queens

On Wednesday, Oct. 22, in 
Mueller Theatre, Dr. Deborah C. 
Mitchell presented the 24th annual 
Henderson Lecture from a portion 
of her and Dr. Elizabeth A. Ford’s 
upcoming book, Royal Portraits in 
Hollywood: Filming the Lives of 


Co-author and former West- 


minster professor of English Dr. 


Elizabeth “Betsy” A. Ford intro- 
duced Mitchell, commenting on 
her completion of her doctoral 
work in film studies at Case West- 
ern University under the guidance 
of Dr. Louis Giannetti, a pre-emi- 
nent film scholar and author of 
popular film texts including Un- 
derstanding Movies and Flash- 
back. 


“I feel so lucky to have collabo- 
rated with Deb on this project,” 
Ford said in her introduction. 

This book is Ford and Mitchell's 
second collaboration. The first, 
The Makeover in Movies, was pub- 
lished by McFarland Publishing. 
Mitchell is also the author of Di- 
ane Keaton: Artist and Icon. 


During the Henderson Lecture, 
Mitchell presented a chapter from 
her and Ford's upcoming book, 
slated for publication in 2009. 
This chapter deals with Queen 
Elizabeth I and looks at the many 
films about this queen dating from 
the 1930's to modern adaptations. 

Specifically, Mitchell chose to 
focus on three of the most recent 
bio pics of this queen: Elizabeth I 
starring Helen Mirren and the two 
films starring Cate Blanchett, Eliz- 
abeth Iand Elizabeth: The Golden 


Age. 

As Mitchell pointed out in her 
lecture, films about queens such as 
these recent ones about Elizabeth I 
are especially popular with mod- 
ern audiences due to the growing 
interest in women gaining political 
power as well as the idea of 
women balancing a public and pri- 
vate life. 

After giving a brief autobio- 
graphical background of Elizabeth 
L, which includes a wide range of 
historical figures such as Henry 
Vill, Anne Boleyn, and Sir Walter 
Raleigh, Mitchell proceeded to talk 
about the three recent biographi- 
cal films, 


Mitchell praised Helen Mirren's 
depiction of the queen. 

“She disappears into her char- 
acters, a sign of brilliant and talent- 
ed acting.” Mitchell said of the ac- 
tress. 

Mirren captured “the beating 
heart beneath the icon” and is able — 
to show Elizabeth both as a pow- 
erful ruler and private woman, ac- 
cording to Mitchell. 

Although the version starring 
Cate Blanchett took a much more 
liberal creative license, . Mitchell 
praised the physical and intellectu- 
al similarities between actress and: 
queen. 

This film focuses more on art 
than on history, but it still captures © 
“not the truth but a truth of Eliza- 
beth,” Mitchell said. 

Students wanting to read more 
about the many films that deal 
with Elizabeth and other queens, 
including Cleopatra, Marie An- 
toinette, Mary of Scotland, and Vic- 
toria the Great, are encouraged to 
read Mitchell and Ford’s upcoming 
book Royal Portraits in Holly- 
wood: Filming the Lives of Queens, 
due out in 2009 and published by 
University of Kentucky Press.

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Alternatives to $700 billion bailout plan 


On October 24, Professor Kang 
Na suggested that lower capital 
gains taxes could be a viable alter- 
native to the $700 billion Troubled 
Assets Relief Program. In my opin- 
ion, this tax cut would be a tri- 
umph of hope over experience. 

Capital gains tax cuts theoreti- 
cally encourage investment by in- 
creasing the after-tax return of a 
capital gain. However, personal 
savings rates did not improve fol- 
lowing a reduction of capital gains 
taxes in 2003 and some have ar- 
gued that lower rates encouraged 
speculation in the equity markets. 
Why would we want to pursue this 
indirect and historically specula- 
tive solution again? 

A direct approach is likely the 
best way to use taxpayer funds to 
address the frozen credit market, 
which is the source of the problem. 
Sweden recapitalized its banking 
system following a real estate bust 
in the early 1990s using preferred 
shares with equity warrants, and 
has since recovered a substantial 
portion of the funds. After some 
start-up delays, TARP is taking the

same path by facilitating mergers 
and by directly recapitalizing sev- 
eral notable banks. However, 
TARP does not address the clear 
incentive for banks to hold the 
new capital as future loss reserves 
and a continued deterioration in 
the value of the underlying assets 
which comprise bank capital, 

Next steps could include recon- 
sidering capital requirements for 
the duration of the economic 
downturn, obligatory mortgage as- 
set write downs and rights offer- 
ings for private investors concur- 
rent with the injection of any 
additional capital, mandates to ac- 
celerate lending of injected capital, 
and mortgage restructuring to put 
a floor under real estate values. 
Falling home prices uncovered a 
great degree of risk within the fi- 
nancial system that likely cannot 
be mitigated until the cycle of dis- 
tressed sales is restrained quickly 
and substantially. Secondarily, a 
regulatory regime could be devel- 
oped to prevent the unregulated 
shadow banking system from once 
again becoming a weapon of fi-

Pa. judge to rule soon 


HARRISBURG, Pa (AP) _ A 
state court judge promised a 
speedy ruling Tuesday in a case 
that questions whether Pennsylva- 
nians should be allowed to vote if 
they are wearing partisan political 
attire. 

Two local elections officials say 
the Pennsylvania Department of 
State lacked authority in issuing 
an advisory opinion last month 
that said counties should let voters 
cast ballots if they are wearing po- 
litical shirts, buttons, stickers or 
similar items. 

Richard Kraft, a judge of elec- 
tions in Bethel Park, and John 
Dickinson, a minority inspector of 
elections in Pittsburgh, also con- 
tend that the legal position the 
state is promoting lacks support in 
Pennsylvania law. 

"What the commonwealth - or 
the Department of State ~ is trying 
to do is legislate,” said Ron Hicks,

The police department plans to 
have seven officers on duty Friday

But the world has 
changed," said Police Chief Robert 
Wenner, a father of five who was a 
patrolman when the murder oc- 
curred.

Experts: Plot detracts from race progress in 1 South 


HELENA-WEST HELENA, Ark. 
(AP) _ Shades of the region's racist 
past came creeping back this week 
just as the South could be poised 
to play a pivotal role in electing the 
nation's first black president. 

An alleged plot by two young 
white supremacists to go on a 
killing spree and assassinate 
Barack Obama, though far-fetched 
by most accounts, may conjure im- 
ages of the Jim Crow era for some. 
But it doesn't necessarily reflect 
the modern South, which in recent 
years has seen a huge influx of im- 
migrants and transplants from oth- 
er regions, as well as the empower- 
ment of a black electorate that 
could decide the Nov. 4 election. 

"These incidents, isolated 
though they are, serve as a reality 
check," said journalist John Seigen- 
thaler, 81, who was US. Attorney 
General Robert Kennedy's admin- 
istrative assistant and was attacked 
with the Freedom Riders during 
the Civil Rights era. 

"Yes we've changed in signifi- 
cant ways, but there are those that 
haven't," said Seigenthaler, who 


_ also was editor and publisher of 


The Tennessean in Nashville and 
founded the First Amendment 
Center. 

The alleged plot "should serve 
as a low voltage electric shock. 
We're a new South, but there are 
elements of the old South still un- 
der the surface.” 

Paul Schlesselman, 18, of Hele- 
na-West Helena, Ark, and Daniel 
Cowart, 20, of Bells, Tenn, who are 
accused of dreaming up the plan 
to behead blacks across the coun- 
try and assassinate Barack Obama 
while wearing white top hats and 
tuxedoes, were likely too disorga- 
nized to carry out the plot. They 
have a federal court hearing sched- 
uled for Thursday morning in 
Memphis. . 

While authorities say the men 
had guns capable of creating. car- 
nage, documents show they never 
got close to getting off the ground, 

Among the blunders: They 


drew attention to themselves by 


etching swastikas on a car with 
priate chalk, only knew each 
other for a month, couldn't even 
pull off a house robbery, and a 
friend ratted them out to authori- 
ties. 

"Certainly these men have 
some frightening weapons and 
some very frightening plans," said 
Mark Potok, director of the South- 
ern Poverty Law Center, who stud- 
ies the white supremacy move- 
ment. "But with the part about 
wearing top hats... it gets a bit hard 
to take them seriously." 

The Rev. James Lawson, an 80- 
year-old Freedom Rider who 
worked closely with Martin Luther 
King Jr. during the Civil Rights 
movement and is now a visiting 
distinguished professor at Vander- 
bilt University, says he's not sur- 
prised by this latest threat to Oba- 
ma. 

He says he's had conversations 
with fellow blacks at various 
places, not just the South, since 
Obama's candidacy began nearly 
two years and they have been 
afraid for Obama's life. 

"In the black community, 
there's been all over the country 
anticipation of his being in harm's 
way,’ Lawson said. "That is a re- 
flection of the fact that, by and 
large, the black community still ex- 
periences racism when it comes to 
access to jobs, in unemployment 
levels, in housing discrimination 
and predatory lending in housing.” 

The alleged plot highlights ten- 
sions that both blacks and whites 
say exist in Helena-West Helena, a 
predominantly black _east 
Arkansas city that has struggled 
economically. 

Mayor James Valley said he 
doesn't believe Schlesselman's al- 
leged involvement in the plot indi- 
cated any organized effort by 
white supremacists in the city, but 
said there has been at least a polit- 
ical tension among blacks and 
whites. 

"The white community controls 
the finances and the black commu- 
nity here controls the ballot box, so 


that's where you're going to see it," 
said Valley, who is black. 

One Helena-West Helena resi- 
dent, Larry Johnston, said he was 
not surprised that white suprema- 
cists had been plotting to kill Oba- 
ma. Johnston, who is white, said he 
voted for Republican John McCain 
during early voting and that he 
didn't believe the country is ready 
for a black president. 

"You look at all your big cities 
that have black mayors and you 
have trouble," said Johnston, 58. 
"That's what I'm afraid of with 
Obama.” 

Despite making sure the plot 
was stopped, authorities did not 
believe Cowart and Schlesselman 
had the means to carry out their 
threat to assassinate Obama, said a 
federal law enforcement official 
who spoke on condition of 
anonymity because he was not au- 
— to discuss the case pub- 

idly. 

Asked whether the two suspects 
had Obama's schedule or plans to 
kill him at a specific time or place, 
a second law enforcement official 
who also was not authorized to 
speak publicly said, "I don't think 
they had that level of detail." 

The two met online about a 
month ago, introduced by a friend 
and bound by a mutual belief in 
white supremacy, according to an 
affidavit written by a Bureau of Al- 
cohol, Tobacco, Firearms and Ex- 
plosives agent who interviewed 
them. 

‘Schlesselman's family said 
Tuesday that it was unlikely he 
was seriously planning an attack, 
even though he expressed hatred 
for blacks. A high school dropout 
who was unsuccessful finding 


‘work, he often spent time on the 


computer, his 16-year-old sister, 
Kayla said. She said she offen ar- 
gued with him about his racial be- 
liefs, and he would say things like 
"Obama would make the world 
suffer.” 

He hated his tiny Delta home- 
town of Helena-West Helena be- 
cause it was predominantly black, 


she said. 

"He just believes that he's the 
master race,” she said. "He would 
just say things like ‘white power' 
and ‘Sieg Heil’ and ‘Heil Hitler." 

Comments like those and the 
plot uncovered are inevitable as 
the region still struggles with its 
past, said Dan Fountain, assistant 
professor of history at Meredith 
College in Raleigh, NC. Fountain 
said those views are no longer 
mainstream in the South, but have 
not completely disappeared either. 

"Those people who stood in the 
doorways had children, and their 
ideas still passed on and still live 
on to some extent today," Fountain 
said. 

Cowart showed no signs of be- 
ing a racist skinhead when he 
bagged. groceries at a Bells store 
owned by Scotty Runions, 54. 

"The guy I saw on TV last night 
was not the same person that | 
knew, and | saw him about a 
month ago," Runions said. "This is 
something he's created in the past 
month — that's not the young man 
that we know." 

Runions said Cowart was preoc- 
cupied with computers and 
bagged groceries at the store until 
about May 2007, before moving to 
Texas 

Doug Shipman, executive direc- 
tor of the Center for Civil and Hu- 
man Rights in Atlanta, says threats 
to Obama and blacks in the South 
are remnants of the Old South, the 
Jim Crow era, but not the face of 
most of today's South. 

"| don't think it's more a reflec- 
tion of the new South," he said. "I 
think the South is going through a 
transition, you're seeing huge 
numbers of individuals moving in 
from elsewhere." 

"But these kinds of feelings are 
harbored by individuals and will 
probably continue to be in the fu- 
ture," he said. "The political season 
has shown race is still a relevant is- 
sue, but it's much more complicat- 
ed than in the past.”

Russell Brand 


quits BBC 


after prank salle flap 


LONDON (AP) _ Every enter- 
tainer knows there's a fine line be- 


tween offbeat and offensive. Rus-: 


sell Brand has built a career 
walking it - but now he may have 
stumbled. 


The wild-haired, —_ motor- 
mouthed British comedian is 
renowned for risque routines, 
wrote a memoir recounting his 
drug and sex addiction and called 
President Bush "that retarded cow- 
boy fellow" while hosting MTV's 
Video Music Awards. 


On Wednesday, Brand quit his 
BBC radio show after he and fel- 
low performer Jonathan Ross were 
suspended indefinitely for leaving 
lewd messages on the voicemail of 
a 78-year-old actor. Also under 
threat is the reputation of Britain's 
state-funded national broadcaster, 
which allowed Brand's routine to 
make it to air. 


The calls by Brand and Ross to 
actor Andrew Sachs - best known 
for playing Spanish waiter Manuel 
in the 1970s Britcom "Fawlty Tow- 
ers" - have drawn more than 
18,000 complaints. Prime Minister 
Gordon Brown called the com- 
ments "inappropriate and unac- 
ceptable.” 


In the ad-libbed messages, the 
pair claimed Brand had slept with 
Sachs’ granddaughter Georgina 
Baillie, and joked that Sachs might 
hang himself as a result of the 
news. Baillie, a 23-year-old bur- 
lesque performer, acknowledged 
she had a sexual relationship with 
Brand but said the calls to her 
grandfather were "cruel." 


The duo made further calls to 
Sachs in which they tried to apolo- 
gize but continued to blurt out 
lewd messages. The calls were 
recorded Oct. 16 and aired on 
Brand's radio show two days later. 


Both Brand and Ross apolo- 
gized. 

"Tam sorry that | upset Mr. 
Sachs," Brand, 33, told reporters 
outside his London home Wednes- 
day. Ross, 47, said he was sorry for 
his "stupid error of judgment.” 


BBC director general Mark 
Thompson made a "personal and 
unreserved apology” for the "gross 
lapse of taste by the performers 
and the production team." 


He said the pair would be sus- 
pended pending a full report into 
the affair. 

Brand later said he had decided 
to resign from his BBC radio pro 
gram, which attracted 2 million lis 
teners a week. 


"As | only do the radio show to 
make people laugh, I've decided 
that given the subsequent cover- 
age | will stop doing the show," he 
said in a statement. "I got a bit 
caught up in the moment and for- 


got that at the core of the rude 
comments and silly songs were the 
real feelings of a beloved and bril- 
liant comic actor and a very sweet 
and big-hearted young woman." 


Several politicians have called 
on the BBC to fire the pair. 
Telecommunications regulator Of- 
com said. jt would investigate 
whether the calls breached the 
broadcasting code, which sets stan- 
dards for fairness and privacy. 


The case is reminiscent of the 
antics of American "shock jocks” 
such as Howard Stern - who paid 
repeated obscenity fines before 
jumping to the unregulated haven 
of satellite radio - or Don Imus, 
who was fired from MSNBC and 
CBS Radio for making racist and 
sexist comments about a women's 
basketball team. There have been 
numerous incidents of DJ-inspired 
outrage in the US. In 2002, DJ 
team Opie and Anthony were fired 
by CBS Radio after broadcasting a 
live account of two listeners hav- 
ing sex in New York City's St 
Patrick's Cathedral 


Sachs said he did not plan to 
complain to the police or other au- 
thorities, 


"T respect his decision," he said 
about Brand. "I hope he moves 
forward, | really hope he does.” 


Ross, a voluble Cockney with a 
degree in modern history, is one of 
the BBC's most popular presen- 
ters. His three-year contract is re- 
portedly worth $29 million. 


Brand, an edgy performer with 
an image as a quick-witted hedo- 
nist, also has a growing US. profile 
thanks to film appearances and a 
job hosting last month’s: MTV 
Video Music Awards. He offended 
some viewers by joking about 
Bush and mocking clean-cut pop 
act the Jonas Brothers. 


The British case is especially ex- 
plosive because the salaries of 
Brand and Ross are paid’ by tax: 
payers. The BBC receives most of 
its funding through a license fee of 
almost $220 a year levied on every 
British household with a TV. 


The BBC is under pressure 
from some politicians and other 
broadcasters, who feel the license 
fee gives it an unfair advantage 
over its rivals. 


Trust in the BBC also has been 
undermined by recent scandals, 
Last year, a senior BBC executive 
resigned over the editing of 
footage that wrongly. implied 
Queen Elizabeth ll had walked out 
of a portrait sitting with photogra- 
pher Annie Leibovitz, That episode 
followed other cases of audience 
deception, in which contest results 
were faked or prerecorded. pro- 
grams were presented as though 
they were live.

Different stories describe the 
manner poor Betsy left this world. 
Everyone I interviewed knew the 
‘real’ story of what happened to 
her, but all the stories were con- 
flicting. Betsy was allegedly the 
daughter of the Hillside’s. final 
owner before the school bought 
the property, although other times 


she is one of the earliest residents 
after Hillside was added to West- 
minster. In the different stories 
she: dies of natural causes; kills 
herself by jumping out the win- 
dow when her homecoming date 
dumped her; hangs herself from 
depression; shoots/stabs herself 
from depression; and lastly gets 
shot/stab by someone else. Long 
story short, Betsy met an untimely 
end and decides to dwell forever in 
a girls’ dormitory for whatever rea- 
son.

Inorgan- 
ic material has been ignored in 
most modern areas of medicine, 
but many scientists, including 
Dunbar, feel there lies great practi- 
cal application for inorganic sub- 
stances as anticancer treatments 
and cures. 

Inorganic materials such as cop- 
per and zinc were used by Egyp- 
tians to sterilize water and heal 
wounds, with moderate success. 
These materials and other metals 
were used by many cultures 
through the ages to treat ailments, 
and only recently they have be- 
come more and more considered 
in modern medicine.

She gave a lot of information into 
medicine | never thought of, She is 
very brilliant” Kim Worst, a junior 
chemistry major described after 
the lecture. 

Despite her numerous accom- 
plishments and scientific brilliance, 
Dunbar is down to earth and espe- 
cially enjoyed her return trip to 
Westminster.

Effect of the $700 billion 


bailout on student loans 
Students should be wary of changes, but —

When The Emergency Econom- 
ic Stabilization Act of 2008, more 
commonly known as the $700 bil- 
lion bailout, passed, I continually 
heard terms like “higher interest 


' rate” “tougher credit market” and 


“fewer loans available” 


| began to shudder with fear as 
I wondered how the plan would 


impact my ability to pay for the 


loans | use to keep my tuition pay- 
ments in check. With an estimated 
60-70% of students on campus re- 
lying on loans, I had a hunch that 
others probably felt the same wor- 
ries. 

After 1 stopped shaking in ter- 
ror, | wandered over to the finan- 
cial aid office to speak with Cheryl 
Gerber, director of financial aid, 
about the mainstream issue that 
personally affects students at- 
tempting to fund a pricey college 
education. 

After our chat, | feel more in- 
formed and reassured that my 
lending company won't be putting 
a huge rejection stamp on my 
loans any time soon, but I should 
not be oblivious to the economic 
changes occurring nationwide. 

“With the bailout, it secured 
banks balance sheets with the 
hope that they will decrease inter- 
est rates, be lenient with credit cri- 
teria, and continue lending.”

Along with rising interest rates, 
private loan companies have tight- 
ened the credit criteria for receiv- 
ing a loan and most have dropped 
out of the once popular consolida- 
tion process, which would allow 
students to combine their separate 
loans into one payment, typically 
with a lower interest rate. 


“The only way I know of [to 
consolidate loans} is directly 
through the federal government 
program,” Gerber said, “Although, 
most people don't use that option 
because the interest rates haven't 
been low enough, anyhow” 


Though Gerber doesn't expect 
an immediate impact due to the 
struggling credit markets and ma- 
jor bailout plan, she recently at- 
tended a conference in Harrisburg 
about student loans and intends to 
keep tabs on the situation.

California voters approve gay-marriage ban 


LOS ANGELES (AP) _ Voters 
put a stop to same-sex marriage in 
California, dealing a crushing de- 
leat to gay-rights activists in a state 
they hoped would be a vanguard, 
and putting in doubt as many as 
18,000 same-sex marriages con- 
ducted since a court ruling made 
them legal this year. 

The gay-rights movement had a 
rough election elsewhere as well 
Tuesday. Ban-gay-martiage 
amendments were approved in 
Arizona and Florida, and Arkansas 
voters approved a measure ban- 
ning unmarried couples from serv- 
ing as adoptive or foster parents, 
Supporters made clear that gays 
and lesbians were their main tar: 
gel. 

But California, the nation's 
most populous state, had been the 
big prize, Spending for and against 
Proposition 8 reached $74 million, 
the most expensive social-issues 
campaign in US. history and the 
most expensive campaign this 
year outside the race for the White 
House. Activists on both sides of 
the issue saw the measure as criti- 
cal to building momentum for 
their causes. 

"People believe in the institu- 
tion of marriage,” Frank Schubert, 
co-manager of the Yes on 8 cam- 
paign said alter declaring victory 
early Wednesday. “It's one institu- 
tion ‘that crosses ethnic divides, 
that crosses partisan divides. .. Peo- 
ple have stood up because they 
care about marriage and they care 
a great deal.” 

With almost all precincts report- 
ing, election returns showed the 
measure winning with 52 percent. 
Some provisional and absentee 
ballots remained to be tallied, but 
based on trends and the locations 
of the votes still outstanding, the 


margin of support in favor of the 
L 


initiative was secure, 

Exit polls for The Associated 
Press found that Proposition 8 re- 
ceived critical support from black 
votcrs who flocked to the polls to 
support Barack Obama for presi- 
dent. Blacks voted strongly in favor 
of the ban, while whites narrowly 
opposed it and Latinos and Asians 
were split 

Californians overwhelmingly 
passed a same-sex marriage ban in 
2000, but gay-rights supporters 
had hoped public opinion on the 
issue had shifted enough for this 
year's measure to be rejected. 

"We pick ourselves up and 
trudge on,” said Kate Kendell, exec- 
utive director of the National Cen- 
ter for Lesbian Rights, "There has 
been enormous movement in fa- 
vor of full equality in eight short 
years. That is the direction this is 
heading, and if it's not today or it's 
not tomorrow, it will be soon,” 

The constitutional amendment 
limits marriage to heterosexual 
couples, nullifying the California 
Supreme Court decision that had 
made same-sex marriages legal in 
the state since June. 

Similar hans had prevailed in 
27 states before Tuesday's elec- 
tions, but none were in California's 
situation - with about 18,000 gay 
couples already married. The state 
attorney general, Jerry Brown, has 
said those marriages will remain 
valid, although legal challenges are 
possible. 

Elsewhere, voters in Colorado 
and South Dakota rejected mea- 
sures that could have led to sweep- 
ing bans of abortion, and Washing- 
ton became only the second state - 
after Oregon — to offer terminally 
ill people the option of physician: 
assisted suicide. 

A first-of-its-kind measure in 
Colorado, which was’ defeated 


soundly, would have defined life as 
beginning at conception. Its oppo- 
nents said the proposal could lead 
to the outlawing of some types of 
birth control as well as abortion. 

The South Dakota measure 
would have banned abortions ex- 
cept in cases of rape, incest and se- 
rious health threat to the mother. A 
tougher version, without the rape 
and incest exceptions, lost in 2006. 
Anti-abortion activists thought the 
modifications would win approval, 
but the margin of defeat was simi- 
lar, about 55 pereent to 45 percent 
of the vote. 

"The lesson here is that Ameri- 
cans, in states across the country, 
clearly support women's ability to 
access abortion care without gov- 
ernment interference,” said Vicki 
Saporta, president of the National 
Abortion Federation. 

In Washington, voicrs gave sol- 
id approval to an initiative mod- 
eled after Oregon's "Death with 
Dignity" law, which allows a ter- 
minally ill person to be prescribed 
lethal medication they can admin- 
ister to themselves. Since Oregon's 
law took effect in 1997 more than 
340 people - mostly ailing with 
cancer — have used it to end their 
lives, 

The marijuana reform move- 
ment won two prized victories, 
with Massachusetts voters decrimi- 
nalizing possession of small 
amounts of the drug and Michigan 
joining 12 other states in allowing 
use of pot for medical purposes. 

Henceforth, people caught’ in 
Massachusetts with an ounce or 
less of pot will no longer face crim- 
inal penalties. Instead, they'll forfeit 
the marijuana and pay a $100 civil 
fine. 

The Michigan measure will al- 


low severely ill patients to register 
with the state and legally buy, 


grow and use small amounts of 
marijuana to relieve pain, nausea, 
appetite loss and other symptoms. 

Nebraska voters, meanwhile, 
approved a ban on race- and gen- 
der-based affirmative action, simi- 
lar to measures previously ap- 
proved in California, Michigan and 
Washington. Returns in Colorado 
on a similar measure were too 
close to call. 

Ward Connerly, the California 
activist-businessman who has led 
the crusade against affirmative ac- 
tion, said Obama's victory proved 
his point. "We have overcome the 
scourge of race,” Connerly said. 

Energy measures met a mixed 
fate. In Missouri, voters approved a 
measure requiring the state's three 
investor-owned electric utilities to 
get 15 percent of their. electricity 
from renewable sources by 2021. 
But California voters defeated an 
even more ambitious measure that 
would have required the state's 
utilities to generate half their elec- 
tricity from windmills, solar sys- 
tems, geothermal reserves and oth- 
er renewable sources by 2025. 

Two animal-welfare measures 
passed - a ban on dog racing in 
Massachusetts, and a proposition 
in California that outlaws cramped 
cages for egg-laying chickens. 

Amid deep economic uncertain- 
ty, proposals to cut state income 
taxes were defeated decisively in 
North Dakota and Massachusetts, 

In San Francisco, an eye-catch- 


ing local measure - to bar arrests 
for prostitution — was soundly re- 


jected. Police and political leaders 
said it would hamper the fight 
against sex trafficking. And in San 
Diego, voters decided to make per- 
manent a ban on alcohol con- 
sumption on city beaches.

Britain's FTSE 100 index on 
Tuesday closed 19622 points, or 
44 percent, higher at 4,639.50, 
while Germany's DAX was up 
251.20 points, or 5.0 percent, at 
5,278.04. France's CAC-40 was 
163.12 points, or 4.6 percent, high- 
er at 3,691.09, — 

In Latin America, stocks rallied 
for the second straight day, bol- 
stered by gains on Wall Street and 
in Europe and renewed investor 
confidence after steep losses. 

Argentina's Merval index led 
the pack, surging to close up 6.2 
percent at 1,123. 

Brazil's Ibovespa index closed 
up 5.2 percent to 40,252, while the 
nation's currency, the — real, 
strengthened against the US. dol- 
lar. 

Mexico's IPC also closed up 4.5 
percent to 21,535. The peso, which 
has been battered in recent weeks, 
strengthened to 12.6 per US. dol 
lar, compared with 12.8 the previ 
ous day. 

Chile's IPSA index rose to close 
at 2.6 percent to 2,627, while 
Colombia's IGBC closed up 2.7 
percent to 7419, 

The rise in risk appetite, evi- 
denced in Tuesday's stock market 
rally, took its toll on the dollar, 
which plunged 3 percent against 
the euro, which is now trading at 
$1.3012. The dollar has been seen 
as a safe haven asset during the 
last few weeks of the financial tur 
moil.

According to www.prsaorg, 
there are more than 32,000 profes- 
sional and student members of 
PRSA nationally. 

“These seminars. let students 
hear info~ new or old- in a differ- 
ent format and from a different 
perspective,” Prestien said. “This re- 
inforces what we're doing in the 
classroom and helps the students 
think in new, creative ways” 

Social networks like Facebook, 
Twitter, and blogs can benefit pub- 
lic relations professionals. Howev- 
er, Shankman stressed that public 
relations practitioners know how 
and when to use this technology. 

According to www.westmin- 
steredu, Westminster is the first 
private liberal arts institution to of- 
fer an undergraduate major in 
public relations. 

“PRSSA aims to cultivate a mu- 
tually advantageous relationship 
between students and public rela- 
tions practitioners,” President of 
PRSSA, Janie Ingersoll, said. “It 


also aims to foster students’ under- 
standing of modern theories and 
procedure, fo instill in them a pro- 
fessional attitude and to encourage 
them to adhere to the highest 
ideals of the practice of public rela- 
tions’ 


Members of PRSSA attend edu- 
cational seminars that provide op- 
portunities for networking and 
complete field experience to pre- 
pare themselves for future careers 
in public relations. Students of any 
major can join PRSSA and must 
pay annual dues.

Twenty-five students will get 
the opportunity to live off campus 
through the annual Off Campus 
Lottery, to be held on Wednesday, 
Nov. 19. 


Fifteen women and 10 men, 
who are currently sophomores or 
juniors, will be chosen in a ran- 
dom lottery to fill the 25 approved 
slots to live off campus during the 
2009-2010 school year. Women 
will draw at 9 pm, and men will 
draw at 9:45 pm. The drawings 
will take place in the Witherspoon 
Maple Room in the McKelvey 
Campus Center. 

Current juniors and groups of 
juniors will get to draw first, fol- 
lowed by groups made up of both 
sophomores and juniors, and then 
finally sophomores. and groups of 
sophomores. Anywhere from one 
to six students can enter the lottery, 
and groups cannot be co-ed. All 
students must bring their Titan 
cards. 


Groups are to list their mem- 
bers on, an index card. Then, one 
member from each group, or an 
individual looking to live off cam- 
pus, will draw one lottery number. 
Numbers are chosen at random to 
select the individuals who will be 
permitted to live off campus. The 
students must then have a lease 
turned in to Student Affairs by 
June 1, 2009, for the college 
records. 


All who cannot attend will need 
a proxy, to draw in their place. The 
proxy form can be found on the 
school Web. site or in the Student 
Affairs office. The proxy must 
bring this form with them to the 
lottery. 

With an increasing demand for 
off-campus living opportunities 
from non-commulters, a lottery is 
the best way to ensure that no stu- 
dent or group has more or less of a 
chance to get.a spot than any other 
student or group. Students who do 
not win the lottery but still wish to 
live off campus are put on a wait- 
ing list; so that if any chances to 
live off campus come up, they will 


be the first to be contacted. 

Living off campus is an oppor- 
tunity for students to take on more 
responsibilities than on-campus 
living allows, Students who live off 
campus have to maintain their 
own homes, pay rent, buy food 
and be more independent overall. 

The college provides students 
with assistance in finding an off- 
campus residence and some of the 
basics of living’ off campus. This 
guidance may include helping stu- 
dents understand town ordinances 
and the rules of living in New 
Wilmingion borough; suggestions 
about being a member of the com- 
munity; and information about 
leasing and insurance. 


For some students, living on 
campus is preferred as a way of 
being more involved with campus 
activities and being closer to class- 
es. For others, the chance to give 
independent living a shot is very 
appealing, and the Off Campus 
Lottery provides students with this 
opportunity every year.

New sociology class focuses on gender differences 
Gender studies minor looks as societal reflection of gender and stereotypes

-- A new class on gender studies, 
Sociology 306: Gender and Family, 
will be offered during the spring 
semester, 


The 300-level course will be 
taught by Dr. Phyllis Kitzerow. The 
spring term has a cluster available 
in which both courses carry Gen- 
der Studies credit, and they are Sci- 
ence 294: Women in Science and 
Music 149: Women in Music. 


According to Kitzerow, the class 
will talk and read about the history 
of, and trends in, marriage, chil- 
dren, gender roles, dating, sexuali- 

, and more. She also mentioned 

t they will be looking at the 
changes in structure of the family 
as well as the choices and con- 
straints the family faces. 


The class will be looking at the 
diversity of families by race, class, 
and. ethnicity as well. This class 
was her idea, because she me 
this would be an interesting fol- 
low-up to the Sociology of Gender 
course where they touch on some 
of these issues but do not get to ex- 
plore them in depth. 


:. Kitzerow has a lot of ideas 
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planned for the class. There will 
be several films that focus on fam- 
ilies, and on. weddings in particu- 
lar. She comments that she will be 
using an activity called Relation- 
ship Contract, which was suggest- 
ed by Dr. Danielle Ficco. 


“| think it would be interesting 
to have a panel of people with 
varying family types to discuss 
some of the issues about which we 
are reading,” Kitzerow said. 


For anyone who does not know 
what the term gender studies 
means, it refers to looking at how 
we are all influenced by gender 
and how our society reflects that 
influence. For example, people still 
often say “woman doctor” or 
“woman lawyer,” reflecting the 
stereotype of male lawyers, 


“Similarly we point out the 
male elementary school teacher 
our child has because we do not 
expect that, even though men are 
increasingly likely to choose that 
field,” Kitzerow said. “We are par- 
ticularly likely to have stereotypes 
about marriage and family be- 
cause we so reflect the families in 
which we grew up” 


As of now, about five students 
are Gender Studies Minors. This is 


pow Sorocker Maui: 


a six course minor with one re- 
quired course (Sociology of Gen- 
der) and five elective courses in a 
variety of fields. It looks at the im- 
pact of gender on a number of dis- 
ciplines and topics and can go well 
with a major in psychology, sociol- 
ogy, business, communications, 
and many more. 


This minor may not have been 
publicized much in the past, but 
Kitzerow plans to do more now, 
Although the two courses Women 
in Music and Women in Science 
indicate special attenjiOn to 
women because of their history in 
that field, most gender studies 
courses discuss. both men and 
women. Kitzerow says this course 
is very important for a sociological 
reason. 


“What often seems to be a per- 
sonal problem may be a social is- 
sue,” Kitzerow said, “Different ex- 
pectations about men and women 
have personal effects and may pre- 
sent problems for the individual in- 
volved.” 


Kitzerow is trying to inform 
everyone that gender studies helps 
people see the general experience, 
rather than just their own personal 
experience, Both males and fe- 
males run into gender expecta- 
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tions and stereotypes that con- 
strain their choices and affect their 
outlook. 


“Studying gender helps us see 
hese as societal, rather than_per- 
sonal,” Kitzerow said. 


She suggests that for people

Snow Patrol should keep “Chasing Cars”

After a well deserved year-long 
break from multiple world tours, 
Snow Patrol returns with A Hun- 
dred Million Suns. 

The band’s major claim to fame 

is the song “Chasing Cars” from 
the album Eyes Open. The song 
was a huge radio success. It was 
one of the few songs on the radio 
that year that | really enjoyed. I 
also like the song “You Could Be 
Happy:’ 
‘ Both songs’ lyrics spoke to dif- 
ferent things that were going on in 
my life at the time. Im sure mil- 
lions of people worldwide would 
say the same thing. These songs 
conveyed basic human emotions 
of happiness, love and loss in won- 
derfully poetic ways that were 
complimented very well by the 
simple melodies of the music. 

Prior to recording A Hundred 
Million Suns, some band mem-

bers took music lessons to im- 
prove their musicianship. This 
raised my expectations for the al- 
bum. If they could produce songs 
like “Chasing Cars” before, taking 
music lessons should only make 
things better, right? 

This is not the case. The album 
is boring overall. Vast atmospheric 
soundscapes abound, but very lit- 
tle creativity is found. A lot of the 
songs sound boring and unin- 
spired with slow tempos and sim- 
ple chord progressions repeated 
over and over again. 

Even the vocal melodies are 
simple and repetitive. Such was 
the case on “Chasing Cars,” but it 
just doesn’t work this time because 
the melodies are far less creative. 

Some songs have vocal 
melodies that don’t even fit the 
music. Singer Gary Lightbody 
doesn’t sound like himself on 
some tracks like “Take Back the 
City” The verse melody sounds 
oddly monotone. For being the al- 


bums first single, this track is 
rather disappointing. 

The band claims to have at- 
tempted to make a cheerful record 
this time. Snow Patrol has failed 
in this endeavor. With strange 
echoing keyboard parts and two 
chord verses, most of the songs are 
far too slow and spacey to be con- 
sidered cheerful. 

Three tracks stand out, though. 
Both “Crack the Shutters” and “Set

Campus health center 
prepares for flu season 


More people seek flu vaccine 
' this year than last

With a short wait and a low 
cost, the flu shots offered by the 
Student Health Center helped any- 
one who wanted a flu shot to get 
vaccinated, 


Seventy-seven people, including 
both students and taculty, came 
into the Student Health Center be- 
tween 11 am. and 2:30 pm. on 
Nov. 6 to get a flu shot for a fee of 
$27. With help from the Jameson 
Health Center, who provided the 
flu shots, the Student Health Cen- 
ter was able to provide a quick 
shot, helping to avoid long lines 
and wait time. 


Health Center director Judith 
Duda was grateful for how quick 
the process was with Jameson. 


“Last year we only’ had one 
nurse from Maxum Health,” Duda 
said. “She was late and she had to 
do all the paperwork and the 
shots. We couldn't do a lot to help 
and people had to wait” 


The Jameson Health System 
brought 12 nurses to help in two 
different groups, with six nurses in 
each group. This allowed people to 
fill out paperwork while nurses 
administered shots to those who 
were finished with their paper- 
work, making the vaccination 
process quick and easy.

Admissions application 


numbers continue to climb 
Students applying to, visiting campus in record droves

With the abundance of applica- 
tions flowing through Admissions 
Office’s doors, the college has re- 
ceived a record high for next year, 
amounting to 1700 applications 
with more on the way. 

Admissions records, which go 
back to the 1980s, show that their 
office has never had so many ap- 
plications submitted. 

At this point Admissions is un- 
able to determine how many stu- 
dents will actually decide to attend 
our campus, but Associate Direc- 
tor of Admissions Regina Shar- 
buagh explained that typically the 
goal is to have 365 students join 
campus as freshmen the next year. 

“We would be safe in saying we 
would meet our goal for next year” 
Sharbaugh said. “This year's fresh- 
man is the largest class we have 
ever had and Admissions contin- 
ues to make the same efforts as 
last year” 

This year’s freshman class, con- 
sisting of 460 students, is. the 
largest in college history, but Ad- 
missions expects to have even 
greater numbers in the coming 


school year. The record high of re- 
ceived applications has Admis- 
sions confident that next year's 
class will see an additional in- 
crease. 

Not only has the college re- 
ceived a record high number of 
applications, but the attendance 
for visitation days is also seeing its 
largest turnout. On Saturday Nov. 
15, 201 students are signed up to 
visit the college and on Saturday 
Nov. 22, 105 students will be on 
campus. 

“The visitation day numbers 
are up and have made a signifi- 
cant increase,” Sharbaugh: said. 


“The last time we had this high of 


a number was in 2002. The num- 
bers are up 25 to 30 people, if not 
more.’ 

Dean of Admissions Brad 
Tokar spoke strongly about Ad- 
missions’ continuous efforts to in- 
crease applications. 

“The increase has been a cam- 
pus wide effort, but the faculty, 
coaches, and: Admissions’ have all 
been great and working really 
hard with applications and recruit- 
ment,” Tokar said. 

Some worry if we will have 
enough housing to accommodate 


another large incoming class, but 
Tokar is not concerned about the 
housing accommodations. 

“Too many students is a good 
problem,” Tokar said. “Plus this 
year's seniors is a big class as well, 
so ‘we would probably have 
enough room for another large 
class. We will have to first check 
with Student Affairs, but I do not 
see it being a problem” 

Tokar does, however, worry 
about the economy. Tokar ex- 
plained that his only concern with 
a large incoming class is the fact 
that the economy is down and that 
could effect the college and the 
number of students we can accept. 
Tokar feels that it is too early to de- 
termine what will happen. 

Even with the concerns about 
the economy, Admissions contin- 
ues to see an increase in applicants 
and to receive interest from 
prospective students. While the 
Admissions Office can only specu- 
late the number of freshmen we 
will accept, we can expect to see a 
lot of new faces on campus next 
year.

For part of our nutrition seg- 
ment, I had the chance to interview 
head track and field and cross 

sintry coach Tim McNeil. As a 
member of the track team it was 
no secret to me that he is the mas- 
ter when it comes to ail things 
health and nutrition. He's really 
made me think more ‘seriously 
about nutrition and its importance, 
especially as it relates to the col- 
lege environment. 

I wanted to share a few of his 
answers and hopefully provoke 
some thought about nutrition and 
health. 


Q: What is one of the 
biggest challenges freshmen 
might face in regard to nutri- 
tion when entering college? 

| think one of the biggest prob- 
lems that incoming freshman have 
is the amount of food that is avail- 
able to them. When you go-to the 
cafeteria, it's all you can eat and 
sometimes there’s some food that 
lastes pretty good, so you just load 
your plate up. No one’s telling you 
to eat your fruits and vegetables. 


The other big problem | think 
that freshman have is that they are 
very active in high school, playing

The Butterfly Effect 


Mathematician and meteorolo- 
gist, Edward Lorenz was an inno- 
vator of the early 1960s, as he at- 
tempted to make a mathematical 
model for the weather. 

To accomplish this task, he de- 
rived 12 differential equations that 


a | represented changes in tempera- 


ture, pressure, wind velocity, and 
other weather parameters. With 
computers becoming available as 
computational tools during this 
time, Lorenz could enter the initial 
weather conditions into his equa- 
tions, and be given a layout of the 
weather for years to come. Howev- 
er a problem occurred when 
Lorenz decided to re-examine an 
initial set of conditions. Surprising- 
ly, Lorenz got drastically different 
predictions using his model when 
attempting to replicate an earlier 
set of conditions. 

Instead of using an accuracy of 
six decimal places, as he did in his 
original — calculations, Lorenz 
rounded and used only three deci- 
mal places for his weather para- 


meter equation. While the results, 


of rounding coincided with the ini- 
tial calculations at first, the re-ex- 
amination soon diverged drastical- 
ly. The small change in the initial 
conditions led to very different out- 
comes. This is known as the but- 
terfly effect. A butterfly in Africa 
can change the weather in Ameri- 
ca, by simply flapping its wings. 
Although this effect profited a 
considerable amount of green cur- 
rency in 2004 and again in 2006,

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the butterfly effect is scary to pon- 
der. Does each and every decision 
we make in life have an impact on 
the future?

Nurse in Times Square war photo reunites with Navy 


NEW YORK (AP) _ A 90-year- 
old who says she's the woman be- 
ing kissed by a sailor in Times 
Square in-one of World War II's 
most famous photographs reunit- 
ed in town with the Navy on Sun- 
day - days before she is to serve as 
grand fost of the city's Veter- 
ans Day para 

Edi "Shain of Los Angeles, 
donning a white nurse's uniform 
like the one she wore back in 1945, 
went to see the musical revival of 
"South Pacific" and posed for pic- 
tures, being hoisted off her feet on 
stage by five of the actors in their 
Navy whites. 

On Tuesday, she'll ride in the 
patade at the head of a contingent 
of World War Il veterans. 

The "South Pacific" event was a 
touching reminder of history, but 
very different from Aug. 15, 1945, 


the day Shain ‘recalls that. she 
joined thousands of people whoop- 


-ing it up after Japan surrendered, 


Right there on Broadway and 45th 
Street, a sailor suddenly grabbed 
and kissed her - and the moment 
was caught by Alfred Eisenstaedt, 
a Life magazine photographer. 

His picture from V-J Day be- 
tame one of the 20th century's 
most iconic images. But Eisen- 
staedt didn't get the names of ei- 
ther , and. efforts years later 
by Life to identify them produced a 
number of claimants, says Bobbi 
Baker Burrows, a Life editor with 
deep knowledge of the subject. 

About 1980, Shain recalls, she 
wrote a letter to’ Life, identifying 
herself as the woman in the 
nurse's uniform. Eisenstaedt wrote 
back and later visited her in Cali- 
fornia and gave her a copy of the 


photo, But Eisenstaedt, who died in 
1995, was never sure that Shain 
was the woman in the photo, Bur- 
rows said. 

Because of renewed interest in 
the subject, she recalled, "Life de- 
cided to run an article saying, 'If 
you are the sailor or the nurse in 
the picture, please step forward." 

"We received claims from a few 
nurses and dozens of sailors, but 
we could never prove that any of 
them were the actual people, and 
Eisenstaedt himself just ‘said he 
didn't know," she said. 

Even the fact that Shain stands 
only 4 feet 9 isn't helpful in analyz- 
ing the photo, in which the sailor 
has her in what looks more like a 
death grip than an embrace, with 
both of their faces obscured. 

By her own account, Shain said 
she could not identify the bussing 


boy in blue. 

"| went from Doctors Hospital 
to Times Square that day because 
the war was over, and where else 
does a New Yorker go?" she said. 
"And this guy grabbed me and we 
kissed, and then I turned one way 
and he turned the other. There was 
no way to know who he was, but I 
didn't mind because he was some- 
one who had fought for me." 

At least three veterans still lay 
claim to being the kissing sailor, 
and at least one other woman has 
claimed to be the nurse. But Shain, 
who left nursing to become a 
kindergarten teacher in Los Ange- 
les for 30 years, appears to hold 
the edge - by virtue of persistence, 
an effervescent charm and un- 
abashed patriotism.

$10 rolls, but Gov. Linda Lingle 
and US. Mint Director Ed Moy 


- handed out free coins to children. 


"We ask each of you to take the 
Hawaii quarter with you around 
the world and be ambassadors of 
aloha,” said Jonathan Johnson, 


_ head of the Hawaii State Quarter 


Commission. 

Don Horner, president of the 
Hawaii Bankers Association, reas- 
sured waiting. collectors that the 
banks had enough coins for every- 
one. The US. Mint plans to make 
520 million Hawaii. coins before it 
ends the program. 

The quarter shows King Kame- 
hameha the Great, the Hawaiian 
warrior who united the Hawaiian 
islands under his rule in the early 
1800s, standing with his left arm 
outstretched. 

Underneath is a map of the 


‘main Hawaiian islands and the 


state's motto in Hawaiian, "Ua 
mau ke ea o ka aina | ka pono." 
The motto translates to '"The life of 
the land is perpetuated in: right- 
eousness” 


Horner: explained the motto 
means people doing the right 
thing allows the people and land to 
endure. "That's a. beautiful mes- 
sage of aloha to send out to all of 
the people in the world," he said. 

The design was the overwhelm- 
ing favorite of the 26,000 people 
who voted online for their pre- 
ferred design. Design possibilities 
that were rejected included a 
surfer and a hula dancer. 

Haunani Apoliona, — chair- 
woman of the of Hawaiian 
Affairs, said it was important that 
the coin featured Native Hawaiian 
culture. 

"It's very, very critical that peo- 
ple remember Hawaii begins with 
indigenous, native people," Apo- 


The ceremony had lots of 
Hawaii flavor: participants wore 
ceremonial flower leis, and eight 
sige school-age dancers 
from. Halau Olapakuikalai O 
Hokuaulani of Kaneohe _ per- 
formed the hula. 

Moy, the US, Mint director, said 
it was bittersweet day because the 
Hawaii quarter marks the end of 
the wildly popular 50-state quarter 
program, 

The congressional program, 
started in 1999, circulated new 
quarters honoring a different state 
every 10 weeks in the order the 
states joined the union. The pro- 
gram began with Delaware.

Moment of truth for 
Shiite party over pact 


BAGHDAD (AP) _ The fate of 
an agreement that would keep 
US. troops here for three more 
years rests with Iraq's largest Shi- 
ite party, which must choose be- 
tween its two main partners: the 
United States and Iran. 


Most lawmakers are waiting 
for that party, the Supreme Islamic 
Iraq Council, to take a position on 
the agreement, which parliament 
must approve by the end of the 
year, Only then will smaller 
groups, including Prime Minister 
Nouri al-Maliki's own Shiite party, 
commit to the deal or oppose it 

For the moment, all the parties 
are off the hook. Government 
spokesman Ali al-Dabbagh said 
Monday that the government is 
still not satisfied and wants more 
talks on specifics. * 

But once both the Iraqi and 
American governments declare a 
draft final, it will be the moment of 
truth for the Supreme Council. 


It will have to choose between 
the Shiite-dominated neighbor 
that nurtured it during Saddam 
Hussein's Sunni-dominated 
regime and a superpower thal 
helped it spearhead the Shiite rise 
to power after ousting the dictator 
in 2003. 


Iran bitterly opposes the agree 
ment, fearing it would pave the 
way jo a long-term U.S. presence 
on its Western border and threaten 
its national interests. 

"We are generally supportive of 
the agreement,” said a Supreme 
Council lawmaker, speaking -on 
condition of anonymity because of 
the sensitivity of the subject: "But 
we are in a very tight spot. Ii we 
say yes, people will say we are trai 
tors. And if we say no, they will say 
we are Iranian stooges.” - 

Another Supreme Council law 
maker, also speaking on condition 
of anonymity for the same reason, 
said, "It is stupid to make an ene 
my of America.” 

"Yes, Iran is a friend and an ally. 
But the agreement is in the nation 
al interest and we will aceept it 
even over Iran's objections,” the 
lawmaker said. 


The proposed deal would allow 
US. troops to stay through 2011 af 
ter their UN. mandate expires on 
Dec, 31. It would enshrine ‘a spe 
dal relationship between the US. 
and a country that under Saddam 
was considered a bulwark against 
westward expansion of Iran's. in 
fluence, 

But the Supreme Council can 
not afford to sever its ties with Iran 
The party needs its neighbor for 
political support in the power 
struggle. with Sunnis, Kurds and 
fellow Shiites. 

The election of Barack Obama 
in the US. adds another element ol 
uncertainty, Obama has called for 


withdrawing al US. combat 
troops from Iraq within 16 months 
of his inauguration, about 18 
months ahead of the Dec. 31, 2011, 
deadline. 


There have been signs that the 
Supreme Council may be moving 
to distance itself from tran, al- 
though a complete break is unlike- 
ly to come anytime soon. Most of 
the steps away from Tehran have 
been largely symbolic. 

"} think that until there isa fi 
nal deal over power sharing and 
the future of Irag, the Supreme 
Council will keep its ties with 
Iran.’ said Vali Nasr, an expert on 
Shiite affairs at the Fletcher School 
of Law and Diplomacy at Tufts 
University. 

Last year, the party decided: to 
declare Iraq's top. Shiite cleric, 
Grand Ayatollah Ali al-Sistani, its 
spiritual guide instead of Iran's 
supreme leader, Grand Ayatollah 
Ali Khameini, 

AL-Sistani is'an lrag-based tran 
ian who has major theological dif 
ferences. with the, lranian ruling 
clergy. 

Shiite politicians are looking to 
al-Sistani for both guidance and 
political cover. But the cleric; whe 
is close to the Supreme Council, 
has not taken a clear position on 
the deal either, 

On Friday, senior party. official 
Sadr al-Din al-Qubanji. told the 
weekly prayer worshippers in the 
holy Shiite city of Najaf that the 
agreement must be put fo ana 
tional vote and win the support ot 
the “highest religiouy leadership" 

meaning al-Sistani. 


The uncertainty leaves the

The group was founded by 
a group of Iraqi citizens three years 
ago. Since then, its members have 
campaigned all across Iraq and 
have held three national peace 
weeks, during which they coordi- 
nated non-violent peace rallies 


Terry Rockefeller, a representative from the September 
‘I'tth Families for Peaceful Tomorrows, shared her experi- 
elices from traq on Thursday, Nov. 6, 


throughout the country. 


Other peace forces from various 
countries, including Jordan and 
France, cooperate with La Unf, 
training them in the peacekeeping 
methods of memorable peace 
leaders, such as Gandhi and Mar: 


- tin Luther King Jr. 


Parts of the documentary by Al- 
berto Arce entitled “Me Salla: Ac- 
tivists in Iraq” were shown at the 
coffeehouse. The documentary 
showed several members of La 
Unf spreading peace. throughout 
their own nation. 


“It was a very interesting explo- 
ration of a non-violent group in 
Iraq,” senior Chris Stone said. 


Rockefeller was inspired to help 
others with their experiences. of 
the September 11 attacks when 
she found out that her sister be- 
came a victim of the attacks, Since 
then, she has been an active mem- 
ber of Peaceful Tomorrows. She is 
also a documentary filmmaker 
who touches on multiple aspects of 
non-violent protesting with her 
films.

placing orders at Grill 155. 


Jeff Creveling of Campus Din- 
ing Services, Chef Scott Turner, 
and the SGA TUB committee 
teamed together to bring the 
Sheetz ordering system to Grill 
155. 


~ With these new computers, stu- 
dents are able to place their food 
choices in a “made to order” man- 
ner, So far, students have mixed 
emotions about the new ordering 
system. The TUB committee plans 
to use the next few weeks as a trial 
period and then possibly tweak 
the system over Thanksgiving or 
Christmas break. 


“You don't have to be in the 
dark anymore about whether or 
not you have lettuce on your burg- 
er,” sophomore Jillian Babish said. 

~ Currently, the computers do not 
have the late night or breakfast 
menu options loaded, but presi- 
dent of the TUB committee An- 
drew Anthony said that they plan 
to add them soon. 


Chef Scott Turner came up with 
the idea and created the entire sys- 
tem himself through an Excel 
spreadsheet. Overall, those in- 
volved hoped the new system 
would speed up the old order sys- 
tem and make it more accurate. 
They hoped to eliminate the rough 
communication between the stu- 
dents and TUB workers. 


“The whole idea was to make it 
more efficient and more organized 
for both customers and employ- 
ees,” Creveling said. 

Before the computers, one TUB 
worker had to stand and write 
down orders, but with the new 
computers, they are able to offer 
an extra set of hands to prepare 
the food. 


After students finish placing 
their orders, an order number ap- 
pears on the computer screen that 






the student must memorize and 
the worker calls it when the order 
is complete. 

If the system proves to be more 
accurate and efficient, the commit- 
tee may add a printer by the com- 
puter with the order and number 
on a receipt, according to Crevel- 
ing. After other wrinkles are 
ironed out, Creveling and the com- 
mittee hope to work on allowing 
more than one food item at a time 
on each order. 


‘I think its helpful because we 
get to put in orders faster and get 
the food faster, and there's never as 
long of a line,” sophomore Sarah 
Schulz said. “I think the computers 
are pretty old-school though” 
Creveling said the new pro- 
gram was fairly inexpensive be-

Both 
organizations are collecting prod- 
ucts to send to the same food 


pantry. 


“Many of the students in the 
class are also members of Lambda 
Pi Eta, so 1 thought the project 
would be something familiar to 
the members and something we 
wouldn't have to start from scratch 
working on,” Conn said, 

This is the first project Lambda 
Pi Eta has conducted since its 
reestablishment last spring, after it 
was disbanded due to senior offi- 
cers leaving with no successors 
willing to assume their roles. 


“That was really a stumbling 
block,” adviser Dr. Colleen Deisler 
said. “1 think Bridget and the

The campus society is part of 
the Lambda Zeta chapter of Lamb- 
da Pi Eta and appeared on campus 
in 2000.

Once upon a time

Ford examines fai 


rytales to shed new 


light on “Once Upon a Mattress”

Breaking boundaries and ex- 
pectations is not just one of the 
themes of “Once Upon a Mat- 
tress;” for one Westminster profes- 
sor, it is a way to unleash the hid- 
den side of this popular fairytale. 

Dr. Elizabeth Ford presented 
Propping Up the “Princess and the 
Pea,” a preshow event that helped 
audience members learn interest- 
ing facts about the musical and 
know exactly what to look out for 
to make their viewing of “Once 
Upon a Mattress” more enjoyable. 
Being a professor here for 20 
years, Ford has really tapped into 
the magical world of fairytales. 
She covered the history, inspira- 
tion and adaptation of this simple 
fairytale, which was turned into a 
hit musical. 

“Deciding to go see Dr. Ford 
speak was very rewarding She 
knew so much oh each little point 
about the tale that when I left I felt 
like 1 knew exactly what to look 
for in the musical,” sophomore 
Lindsay Moyer said. “We really got 
to see and understand the humor 
underlying in the musical which 
made the show that much more 
funny” 

Each point that Ford explained 
helped the’ audience see the musi- 
cal in a different light and under- 
stand it better. For example, the 
audience learned a lot about the 
author of this musical. She was the 
daughter of Richard Hammerstein. 
Hammerstein was one of the men 
who helped create musicals such 
as “Cinderella,” “Carousel,” “The 
King and {” and “The Sound of 
Music” The audience also learned 
that “Once Upon a Mattress” first 
debuted on Broadway in early 
May 1959 and has been running 
strong ever since. 

Not only did the audience be- 
come familiar with this tale, many 
other fairytales were brought up 
during the discussion. Attendees 
learned that around the time this 
fairytale was written several oth- 
ers were as well, including “Little 
Mermaid,” “Ugly Duckling” and 
“Emperor's New Clothes” The au- 
dience learned that around the 
time these tales were. written, the 
theme of them was not quite as 


happy as we see them today. Ford. 


»-Closed her lecture by explaining 


that the adaptors had a lot to work 
with, but also a lot to change. She 
zeroed in on the message that 
fairytales used to tell. 

“We don't remember the fairy- 
tales how they used to be written. 
The tales back when The Princess 
and the Pea’ was written had a 
much darker side to them. In ‘Lit- 
tle Mermaid; Ariel actually dies in 
the end, and that’s very different 
from the ending Walt Disney por- 
trayed,” Ford said. “The older fairy 
tales taught people consequences; 
if you change yourself for other 
people, the results can be fatal,” 

Following the history discus- 
sion, Ford continued to talk about 
the inspiration for this musical 
which included the adaptation as 
well. For many, it was hard to un- 
derstand how this two-page fairy 
tale could be turned into a two- 
hour musical production. 

Ford read the tale to the audi- 
ence and asked for them to look 
out for several key points, such as 
repeated phrases, the plot and hu- 


mor. After-she finished the story, 
the audience was asked to talk 
about their findings. Using these 
questions or key points discussed, 
Ford examined how each of these 
aspects plays into the adaptation. 

She also handed out a paper, 
which was a fairytale function 
sheet. Viadimir Propp, a folklorist, 
conjured up the idea of every 
fairytale following the same gener- 
al guidelines. Before Ford let the 
audience go, she asked them to 
look at seven functions on the list 
that are apparent in “Once Upon a 
Mattress’ 

Ford was the first speaker for 
part of Theatre Westminster's Sun- 
day Series Lecture. This is a new 
concept that is planned to continue 
for all of the future productions. 
With 11 attendees present, it was a 
very rewarding presentation to see 
before the musical. Ford discussed 
her knowledge of fairytales in an 
exciting way and helped the audi- 
ence to really see how a simple 
fairytale can become much more.

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Tunnel to aid Pittsburgh sports fans, at a price 


PITTSBURGH (AP) _ Many 
sports-crazed fans who don't want 
to deal with traffic must walk or 
take the bus over the bridges of 
the Allegheny River to watch their 
Steelers or Pirates, 

The city's 25-mile light rail sys- 
tem won't get them to the neigh- 
borhood that is home to Heinz 
Field, PNC Park, museums, and 
soon, a huge slots casino. It stops 
short of the river, in downtown 
Pittsburgh. 

But now the commuter line is 
being extended 12 miles through 
a tunnel under the river in a $435 
million project that will take rail 
users onto the North Shore, 
whether it's to wave Terrible Tow- 
els at Steelers games or admire the 
work of Andy Warhol. 


While a certain convenience for 
sports fans, the project has drawn 
criticism for its high cost — and 
where it doesn't go. 

The Port Authority of Allegheny 
County says the North Shore Con- 
nector, expected to be completed in 
2011, is a sound investment in 
mass transit that will spur develop- 
ment 


But the Allegheny Institute for 
Public Policy, a conservative think- 
tank based in suburban Pittsburgh, 
believes the project will only pay 
off if it is extended 15 miles to 
Pittsburgh International Airport. 


"We look at things on the basis 
of their cost and benefits and on a 
cost-benefit basis, this doesn't 
come anywhere close,” said Jake 
Haulk, the institute's president. 

Port authority officials say it's 
possible that one day the rail line, 
called the "T" by locals, would be 
extended. 


But Haulk said that wouldn't 
happen in the next 20 years. 
"That's a pipe dream,” he said. 

Workers have been using a 500- 
ton boring machine to create two 
tunnels under the Allegheny. 


In July, the machine punched 


one 22-+4foot-diameter tunnel 
through to downtown from the 
North Shore — a length of 2240 
feet, said Keith Wargo, project di- 
rector, on a recent tour. Crews have 
drilled more than 100 feet of the 
second tunnel, 

As the boring machine eats its 
way through the earth some 25 
feet below the riverbed, workers 
install interlocking concrete sup- 
port segments that form the tun- 
nel's lining. 

About three-quarters of the ex- 
tension, or just under a mile, will 
be underground. The project also 
includes revamping the current fi- 
nal stop downtown to link it to the 
extension. 


The cost was originally put at 
$395 million. Eighty percent of the 
project, or $348 million, is being 
funded with a federal grant, with 
16.66 percent, or about $725 mil- 
lion, coming from the state and the 
rest from local government. 


That additional money could 
come from the authority's capital 
budget, which could mean delays 
on other authority projects, said 
Winston Simmonds, the port au- 
thority's rail operations and engi- 
neering officer. 

He said the Federal Transit Ad- 
ministration approved the project 
before energy costs began to rise 
and a global demand for steel, con- 
crete and other construction mate- 
rials drove prices up beyond the 
33 percent anticipated annual in- 
crease. The project was also to 
have included a link to the down- 
town David L. Lawrence Conven- 
tion Center, but that was dropped 
because of budget constraints. 


Costs are expected to increase 
even more, though the authority 
can't say by how much. 


"We're looking at different 
things in terms of the different 
contracts to see what we can do to 
reduce costs and mitigate some of 
the cost overruns, so it would be 
ill-advised of me to put a number 


out that we haven't firmly vetted 
yet,” Simmonds said. 

Nationwide, public transporta- 
tion systems are expanding in 
Cities like New York and Washing- 
ton as ridership increases. Public 
transit use in the US. was up 3 per- 
cent the first three months of the 
year compared with the first quar- 
ter of 2007 according to the Amer- 
ican Public Transportation Associa- 
tion. 

In Pittsburgh alone, nearly than 
676,000 people rode light rail in 
October, up more than 4 percent 
from about 675,000 passengers in 
October 2007, Ridership was also 
up in September and August. 


About 27000 people use the 
light rail each day, and officials es- 
timate that 14,300 people will use 
the North Shore Connector daily 
when it's completed. 


The Port Authority estimates its 


per rider cost at $6, of which most 
riders pay $2.50, with the balance 


coming from state and local subsi- 


dies. But the Allegheny Institute 
believes the cost to the agency is 
even higher. 


Kathleen Connolly, of Ben 
Avon, a suburb just west of Pitts- 
burgh, questioned how many com- 
muters would park on the North 
Shore and take light rail into 
downtown. She took light rail Fri- 
day to get her driver's license tak- 
en downtown. 


"The T is nice, beautiful, easy 
and clean, but it serves the South 
Hills and Station Square," a shop- 
ping and entertainment. complex 
just across the Monongahela River 
from downtown. 


A better project, she said, would 
be extending light rail west to the 
— or to the city's eastern sub- 


"They're not hiding the fact that 
it's for entertainment," she said. 
"It's not for commuter ease.” 

Allegheny County Executive 
Dan Onorato has said he would 


have preferred to expand the trans- 
portation system elsewhere, but 
supports the project because he 
did not want to lose federal fund- 
ing 

Edmund Effort, a Pittsburgh 
dentist, was returning to his office 
Friday after taking light rail two 
stops to get a haircut. He said he 
understands criticism of the line, 
but that cities need good public 
transportation systems. 

"Chicago, New York, Washing- 
ton — they all have good systems,” 
he said. "Eventually, it makes 
sense." 


Simmonds, the Port Authority's 
rail operations officer, said the pro- 
ject has created: more than 1,000 
jobs. The precast concrete seg- 
ments that line the tunnel, he not- 
ed, were manufactured in nearby 
Blairsville. 

Critics like Haulk said the job 
creation doesn't justify the project. 

The Port Authority has also 


been criticized for boring a tunnel | Years. 


instead of building a bridge or us- 
ing an existing one for the project, 
something officials said would 
have cost about the same but 
caused too much downtown dis- 
ruption. 

The Port Authority cut bus 
routes by 15 percent last year be- 
cause of rising operational costs, 
and in January, it implemented a 
25-cent fare increase to deal with 
budget shortfalls, But Simmonds 
said money for the connector does 
not come out of operating funds. 


The Port Authority is also 
preparing for a possible strike by 
2,200 unionized employees. 

The Amalgamated — Transit 
Union Local 85 has been working 
under terms of a contract that ex- 
pired June 30, but the authority's 
board voted last month to impose 
a new contract on Dec. 1. 


The union has scheduled a Nov. 


23 strike vote. The last drivers' 
strike, in 1992, lasted 28 days.

NEW YORK (AP) _ The num- 
ber of foreign children adopted by 
Americans fell 12 percent in the 
past year, reaching the lowest level 
since 1999 as some countries 
clamped down on the process and 
others battled with allegations of 
adoption fraud. 


China, which for a decade was 
the leading source for international 
adoptions, accounted for the 
biggest decline and dropped out of 
the top spot. It was replaced by 
Guatemala, which almost certainly 
will lose that status in 2009 be- 
cause of a corruption-telated mora- 
torium on new adoptions imposed 
by US. officials. 


Figures for the 2008 fiscal year, 
released by the State Department 
on Monday, showed 17438 adop- 

tions from abroad, down from 
19,613 in 2007 The all-time peak 
was 22,884 in 2004. 


Reasons for the decline vary 
from country to country. China 
and Russia - the two largest 
sources of adoptees over the past 
15 years — have sought to care for 
more of their abandoned and or- 
phaned children at home, and Chi- 
na has imposed tighter restrictions 
on foreign applicants. 


The numbers were sobering to 
advocates of international adop- 
tion, who expect the drop to con- 
tinue for 2009 as Guatemala strug- 
gles to rein in its formerly 
freewheeling adoption industry. 


"There are still tens of millions 
of orphans around the world - and

Foreign adoptions by Americans drop sharply 


we know there are millions of 
Americans willing to adopt these 
kids," said Chuck Johnson, chief 
operating officer of the National 
Council for Adoption. "Countries 
are very reluctant to let go of what 
they consider their future, even 
though they'll readily acknowledge 
the future for these kids is not 
promising.” 


By far the biggest drop was for 
adoptions from China, which fell to 
3,909 from 5,453 in 2007 and a 
peak of 7906 in 2005. Among the 
factors: a rise in domestic adop- 
tions as China prospers and tighter 
restrictions on foreign adoptions 
that exclude single people, older 
couples, the obese and those with 
financial or health problems. 


As a result, waiting times to 
complete an adoption from China 
have increased in many cases to 
three or four years, a deterrent to 
many aspiring adoptive parents. 
China offers a faster timetable for 
foreigners willing to adopt children 
with physical or emotional disabil- 
ities. 

Adoptions from Guatemala also 
declined in the past year, from 
4,728 to 4,123, and the number is 
projected. to be sharply. lower for 
2009. Guatemalan officials are try- 
ing to replace an old system, which 
allowed abuses ranging from 
fraud to child snatching, with strin- 
gent new practices conforming 
with the Hague Convention, an in- 
ternational adoption treaty. 


Other countries from which 
adoptions declined significantly in- 


cluded Russia, Ukraine and Kaza- 
khstan and India. 


The biggest increase was in 
adoptions from Ethiopia - they 
rose from 1,255 to 1,725, moving 
the Horn of Africa nation into 
fourth place on the State Depart- 
ment's list, just behind Russia. No 
other African country provided 
more than 250 adoptees last year, 
although the continent is viewed 
as one of the few potential growth 
regions for international adoption. 


Thomas DiFilipo, president of 
the Joint Council on International 
Children's Services, predicted over- 
all numbers would drop even 
more sharply for 2009, to as low as 
10,000 to 12,000 foreign adoptions, 
as China continues its cutback and 
adoptions from Guatemala and 
Vietnam diminish. 


There were 751 adoptions from 
Vietnam in fiscal 2008, but the 
US-Vietnam adoption agreement 
expired on Sept. 1 as the two coun- 
tries argued about fraud and cor- 
ruption in the system. Hundreds of 
American families seeking to 
adopt from Vietnam were left in 
limbo. 


DiFilipo said he doubted any 
foreign country would ever replace 


China as the source of 7000 or 


even 5,000 adoptees per year. He 
predicted instead that far smaller 


numbers of adoptees would be 


comimg from a pool of perhaps 40 
or 50 countries, including an in- 
creasing share from Africa and 
Latin America.

DiFilipo said the drop-off in for- 
eign adoptions has been devastat- 
ing to many US-based agencies 
which specialize in them — forcing 
closures or mergers. He predicted 
that the number of direct-service 
agencies with programs abroad 
would drop to fewer than 100 by 
the end of 2009, a third of the peak 
a few years ago. 


"It's a rough time for the agen- 
cies," said Joshua Zhong, president 
of Colorado-based Chinese Chil- 
dren Adoption International. "It is 
more difficult for the families. They 
feel they're waiting forever; they're 
very discouraged." 

Zhong said his agency - one of 
the largest in the US. that special- 
izes in adoptions from China - ex- 
pects to place 450 children by the 
end of the year, down from about 
1,200 in 2005. The average waiting 
time for his clients has stretched 
from 12 months to three years, he 
said. 


One byproduct of the decline in 
foreign adoptions is likely to be an 
intensified campaign to persuade 
adoptive parents to take children 
from the US. foster care system. 
Roughly 125,000 youths in the sys- 
tem are available for adoption, in- 
cluding a disproportionately large 
number of racial minorities, 

"We're urging families to think 
about these kids," said Chuck 
Johnson. "We have a lot of work to 
do."

Somali pirates transform 
villages into boomtowns 


MOGADISHU, Somalia (AP) _ 
Somalia's increasingly brazen pi- 
rates are building sprawling stone 
houses, cruising in luxury cars, 
marrying beautiful women — even 
hiring caterers to prepare Western- 
style food for their hostages. 

And in an impoverished coun- 
try where every public institution 
has crumbled, they have become 
heroes in the steamy coastal dens 
they operate from because they 
are the only real business in town. 

"The pirates depend on us, and 
we benefit from them," said Sahra 
Sheik Dahir, a shop owner in 
Haradhere, the nearest village to 
where a hijacked Saudi Arabian 
supertanker carrying $100 million 
in crude was anchored Wednesday. 

These boomtowns are all the 
more shocking in light of Soma- 
lia's violence and poverty: Radical 
Islamists control most of the coun- 
try's south, meting out lashings 
and stonings for accused criminals. 
There has been no effective central 
government in nearly 20 years, 
plunging this arid African country 
into chaos, 

Life expectancy is just 46 years; 
a quarter of children die before 
they reach 5. 

But in northern coastal towns 
like Haradhere, Eyl and -Bossaso, 
the pirate economy is. thriving 
thanks to the money pouring in 
from pirate ransoms that have 
reached $30 million this year 
alone. 

"There are more shops and 
business is booming because of 
the piracy,” said Sugule Dahir, who 
runs a clothing shop in Eyl. "Inter- 
net cafes and telephone shops 
have opened, and people are just 
happier than before." 

In Haradhere, residents came 
out in droves to celebrate as the 
looming oil ship came into focus 
this week off the country's lawless 
coast. 

Businessmen gathered ciga- 
rettes, food and cold bottles of or- 
ange soda, setting up kiosks for the 
pirates who come to shore to re- 
supply almost daily. 

Dahir said she started a lay- 
away plan for them. 

"They always take things with- 
out paying and we put them into 
the book of debts,” she told The 
Associated Press in a telephone in- 
terview. "Later, when they get the 
ransom money, they pay us a lot” 

Residents make sure the pirates 
are well-stocked in khat, a popular 
narcotic leaf, and offer support 
from the ground even as the inter- 
national community tries to quash 
them. 

"Regardless of how the money 
is coming in, legally or illegally, | 
can say it has started a life in our 
town,” said Shamso Moalim, a 36- 
year-old mother of five in Harad- 
here. 

"Our children are not worrying 
about food now, and they go to Is- 


lamic schools in the morning and 
play soccer in the afternoon. They 
are happy.” 

The pirate villages used to have 
houses made of corrugated iron 
sheets; now, there are a number of 
stately looking houses made of 
sturdy, white stones. 

traders also inflate their 
prices for the pirates. 

"| can buy a packet of cigarettes 
for about $1 but I will charge the 
pirate $1.30," said Abdulgadir 
Omar, an Eyl resident. 

The attackers generally treat 
their hostages well in anticipation 
of a big payday, hiring caterers on 
shore to cook spaghetti, grilled fish 
and roasted meat that will appeal ” 
to Western palates. 

And when the payday comes, 
the money sometimes literally falls 
from the sky. 

Pirates say the ransom arrives 
in. burlap sacks, sometimes 
dropped from buzzing helicopters, 
or in waterproof suitcases loaded 
onto skiffs in the roiling, shark-in- 
fested sea. 

"The oldest man on the ship al- 
ways takes the responsibility of 
collecting the money, because we 
see it as very risky, and he -gets 
some extra payment for his service 
later,” Aden Yusuf, a pirate in Eyl, 
told AP over VHF radio. 

The pirates use money-count- 
ing machines — the same technolo- 
gy seen at foreign exchange bu- 
reaus worldwide - to ensure the 
cash is real. All payments are done 
in cash because Somalia has no 
functioning banking system. 

"Getting this equipment is easy 
for us, we have business connec- 
tions with people in Dubai, Nairo- 
bi, Djibouti and other areas,” Yusuf 
said. "So we send them money 
and they send us what we want.” 

Despite a beefed-up intermna- 
tional presence, the pirates coritin- 
ue to seize ships, moving further 
out to sea and demanding ever- 
larger ransoms. The pirates oper- 
ate mostly from the semiau- 
tonomous Puntland region, where 
local lawmakers have been ac- 
cused of helping them and taking 
a cut of the ransoms. 

For the most part, however, the 
regional officials say they have no 
power to stop piracy. 

Meanwhile, towns that once 
were eroded by years of poverty 
and chaos are now bustling with 
restaurants, Land Cruisers and In- 
ternet cafes, Residents also use 
their gains to buy generators <= al- 
lowing full days of electricity, gnce 
. unimaginable luxury in Soma- 

ia. 

There are no reliable estimates 
of the number of pirates operating 
in Somalia, but they number in 
the thousands. And though the 
bandits do sometimes get nabbed, 
piracy is generally considered a 
sure bet to a better life.

Texas Tech and No. 5 Oklahoma 
Texas Tech is undefeated, while 
Oklahoma only has one loss. If 
Oklahoma were to win this game, 
they would likely move to No. 1 or 
No. 2 in the rankings, while Texas 
Tech would lose its shot to play for 
a national title. 

What is wrong with this is that 
both teams would only have one 
loss to quality opponents. Howev- 
er, because Oklahoma's loss came 
before Texas Tech’s. loss, Okla- 
homa would be in the coveted po- 
sition of getting a National Title 
shot. 

While this is hypothetical, 1 at: 
tually do think Oklahoma will win 
this football game. Bob Stoops 
will have a defensive game plan 
that will not completely stop Texas 
Tech, but will slow down the Red 
Raiders, Texas Tech’s defense will 
be overmatched by the Oklahoma 
offense. Plus, the pressure of re- 
maining unbeaten will be too 
much for Mike Leach’s squad to 
handle. This game should be fun 
to watch with Oklahoma winning 
a shootout 38-31. 

If Oklahoma does indeed win, 
the problems associated with the 
BCS will again be brought to the 
forefront. With only two teams in 
the BCS Championship game, that 
means teams such as Texas, Flori- 
da, Oklahoma, USC, Utah, and 
Penn St. would have no shot 
should the top two teams make 
the BCS as the rankings would in- 
dicate. 

It does not make any sense that 
an undefeated Utah team or any of 
the other five one-loss teams 
would have no shot of winning a 
National Championship. If a post- 
bow! playoff were employed, not 
only would Alabama and Texas 
Tech have a shot at the National 
Title, but the aforementioned six 
teams with either zero. losses -gy 
one loss would also have a shot.

lution that college football needs, 
When only two teams are selected 
to play for the National Champi- 
onship, there will always be spect 
lation that some other team mié 
have won the Championship. 

Take this season for instance. : 
Alabama and Texas Tech playéd 
for the National Championship, 
would certainly speculate that Nos. 
3, 4, and 5 Texas, Florida, and Ok- 
lahoma, respectively all could have 
beaten the National Champ. 

However, by taking eight 
teams, the first team left out would 
be No. 9 Boise State. | do not think 
there will be too many naysayers, 
except for those on the campus of 
the blue turf, claiming that Boise 
St. is a better football team than 
the eventual National Champi- 
onship team, Certainly, it seems 
clear to me that a post-bowl play- 
off system is the way to go.

Titans fall to Penn-State Behrend and Pitt-Bradford in non-conference play

This past week the men’s bas- 
ketball team fell to a 0-2 start in 
non-conference games against

While the Lions led the shot 
percentage with 452, the Titans 
were successful in their rebounds 
with a 45-34 advantage over the 
opposition. They also accumulated 
18 turnovers and 6 steals as 
Behrend collected 9 and 8 respec- 
tively. 


In front of a home crowd, the 
Titans took on Pitt-Bradford at the 
Buzz Rid| Gymnasium on Tues- 
day, Nov. 18, to narrowly miss a 
victory, 74-81.

“It is unique to have a carillon 
on our campus because not many 
exist. It is a beautiful instrument 
and | really hope that everyone en- 
joys listening to them,” Kunder 
said. 


The bells that she plays are not 
the chimes that go off every fifteen 
minutes, instead, Kunder plays the 
different pieces on Sunday night 
before Vespers and at other times 
throughout the week. She can play 
almost anything she wants, but 
she chooses to play mostly hymns 
that her tutor gives her. 


It was by coincidence that she 
came to play the bells. She had 
been interested in the bells, but 
didn’t know how to go about play- 
ing them. During Colloquium two 
years ago, there was a presentation 
on the carillon, which gave Kunder 
the opportunity to ask questions 
about the bells that she wanted to 
play. 

Carillon bells are. stationary 
bells in towers, such as the ones in 
Old Main. The carillon is played by 
using a foot petal and handles. The 
handles are similar to keys on a 
key board. They are pressed down 
with force which pulls on a pulley 
system, which them lets the clap- 
per hit the bell to make a sound 
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Like the handle, the petal has the 
same ‘effect when pressed down. 
This is all located in a little cabin in 
Old Main. 

The bells vary in size according 
to pitch; the small bells resonate 
higher tones, while the larger bells 
produce the lower notes, 


Carillons are quite unique. 
There are only 164 in the United 
States. Kunder feels very lucky to 
have carillon bells on campus. She 
thinks the bells give New Wilm- 
ington a unique small town fer 


The scholarship that Kunder re- 
cieves for playing the bells. is 
through the Friends of Carillon 
Fund. The money from the schol- 
arship goes towards her lessons 
and also her tuition bill. 


Kunder is grateful to play this 
instrument and have the opportu- 
nity to learn more about the caril- 
lon bells. 


Because Christmas is just 
around the corner, Kunder has re- 
cently been playing Christmas 
hymns. Hopefully all students will 
feel the Christmas spirit when they 
hear the bells ringing.

Students impress fifth graders with “Mini-Movie

Students in professor Brad 
Weaver's BC 251 video production 
class presented individual’ and 
group movie projects on Friday, 
Nov. 21 to an audience of 23 stu- 


dents and faculty at the latest an- 
nual “Mini-Movie Showcase” This 
year, Weaver added a new twist to 
the traditional class project by 
adding a specific theme: “Are You 
Smart Enough to Make a Movie 
for a 5th-grader?” 

“They didn't like the idea of 
making these movies at first,” 
Weaver said. “They told me they 
had no idea how to target a movie 
to a fifth grader, but | said, ‘Just 
watch Nickelodeon, or even better, 


talk toa fifth-grader!” 

Each student was assigned to 
make an individual 90-second 
short film targeted for fifth-grade 
children, and then work with a 
group to create a longer, three- 
minute short film.

Diggs was suffering from expo- 
sure when she was found, the hos- 
pital said in a statement. 


The hospital said it was review- 
ing its policies and procedures. to

Solar car completes Ist ever 
round-the-world trip 


POZNAN, Poland (AP) - If a so- 
lar-powered car can drive 32,000 
miles (52,000 kilometers) around 
the globe without using a drop of 
oil, perhaps it can be forgiven for 
not having a coffee cup holder, 

Or maybe that makes Swiss ad- 


venturer Louis. Palmer's journey 


even more remarkable. 

Palmer rolled into the UN. cli- 
mate conference in his solar car 
Thursday, a man with a mission: 
To prove that the world can contin- 
ue its Jove affair with the car with- 
out burning any polluting fossil fu- 
els and still enjoy a smooth ride. 

While some 11,000 delegates 
sought an ambitious new climate 
change deal to slash emissions of 
heat-trapping gases, Palmer was 
convinced that whatever they 
agreed upon won't be enough to 
avert environmental disaster. 

"Here at the conference, we are 
talking about reducing emissions 
by 10 or 20 percent," Palmer said. 
1 want to show that we can re- 
duce emissions by 100 percent — 
and that’ $ what we need for the fu- 
ture." 

Palmer, a teacher on leave from 
his job, spent 17 months driving 
his own creation — a fully solar- 
powered car built with the help of 
Swiss scientists - through 38 coun- 
tries. The two-seater travels up to 
55 mph (90 kph) and covers 185 
miles (300 kilometers) on a fully 
charged battery. 

"This is the first time in history 
that a solar-powered var has trav- 
eled all the way around the world 
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without using a single drop of 
petrol," he said, adding that he lost 
only two days to breakdowns. 

To make his point, he took an 
Associated Press reporter for a ride 
Thursday. 

Palmer lifted a fight plastic flap 
that acts as a door before climbing 
in. He then flipped a switch to acti- 
vate the electric engine and set off 
as the motor hummed softly, much 
more quietly than a traditional car. 

For now, the aluminum and 
fiberglass car is still a prototype, 
and it feels like one. The car, de- 
signed to be light and efficient, is 
powered by solar cells that it hauls 
on a trailer. ft has plastic windows, 
three wheels instead of four and 
ironically, no climate control. 

Designed like a race car, it can 
hold two people comfortably and 
has.a radio. It meets all safety stan- 
dards in Switzerland and has 
headlights, brakes, blinkers and 
other standard safety features, Be- 
fore his world trip, Palmer, 36, 
used it for a year to commute to 
the school in Lucerne, Switzerland, 
where he taught. 

Although he tried to avoid what 
he called "dinosaur technology,” 
his steering wheel was from a Re 
nault, his windshield wipers from 
a Fiat and his wheels were from a 
Smart car, the Daimler AG two 
seater that is ubiquitous in many 
European cities, 

He has given a ride to approxi: 
mately 1,000 people so far, includ 
ing New York City Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg, UN. Secretary-Gener 
al Ban Ki-moon, and on Thursday, 
U.N, climate chief Yvo de Boer. 

Delegates in Poznan are seck 
ing a new climate treaty. that 
would replace the Kyoto Protocol, 
which expires in 2012 and has re 
quired that 37 countries slash 
emissions of heat-trapping gases 
by an/average 5 percent from 1990 
levels. The goal is for the new 
treaty to be finalized at- the next 
UN. climate meeting in December 
2009 in Copenhagen, Denmark. 

After. a summer that saw fuel 
prices rise uncontrollably, many 
automakers — from the US, to 
Japan - are investing in research 
with the aim of producing alterna 
tively powered cars using electric 
ty, biofuel and even hydrogen. En 
vironmental advocates hope these 
efforts will continue even as oil 
prices have dropped substantially, 

Hawaii this week unveiled 
plans to build a network of charg 
ing stations for electric cats and to 
provide recharged batteries. There 
are also plans to offer similar ser 
vices in Australia, Denmark and Is 
rael.

After competing with two un- 
beaten teams, the women’s basket- 
ball team walked off the court with 
a win and loss bringing the team’s 
overall record to 2-3. In an intense 
battle against Mount Union, the Ti- 
tans won in overtime. The team 
then fell to Saint Vincent. 

The Titans competed with non- 
conference Mount Union Saturday, 
Nov. 29. After the Titans held the 
advantage for most of the first half, 
the Purple Raiders clutched the 
lead at 6:55 and finished the half 
ahead of the Titans at 33-25 after a 
22-4 run. 

The Purple Raiders held the ad- 
vantage for most of the second 
half, until junior Amy Dolsak sank 
two free throws to tie the game. 
Mount Union shot a jumper to 
take the lead before senior Gina 
Brunetti tied the game again with 
nine seconds on the clock. The Ti- 
tans defended Mount Union’s last- 
second attempt sending the teams 
into overtime (55-55). 

With 4:30 on the clock, the Pur- 
ple Raiders led 56-55. A 3-point 
shot by junior Lynn Riley helped 
the Titans seize the advantage sec- 


onds later and the team held it for 
the remainder of the game secur- 
ing a 68-60 win. 

“I was really happy with the 
way we came together as a team 
during the Mount Union game,” 
Riley said. “Everyone contributed 
something, whether it was a posi- 
tive attitude on the bench or work 
on the court. The win was definite- 
ly a boost for the season, but we 
still have a lot of work ahead of us” 

Dolsak led the Titans posting 
her second career double-double 
with a career-high tying 19 points 
anda career-high 11 rebounds, 
Brunetti and Kaitlin McCarthy fol- 
lowed with 11 and 12 points, re- 
spectively. 

“| thought that we played a 
great game against Mount Union.” 
Dolsak said. ‘We followed the 
game plan very well and we were 
finally able to bring everything we 
have been working on this season 
and put it all together. We worked 
as a team and it definitely showed 
in the outcome” 

Although the Purple Raiders 
controlled rebounds at 59-36, the 
Titan defense held the opposition 
to shooting 26 percent (19-73) from 
the field. The Titans had the ad- 
vantage shooting at 38 percent (22- 


58). - 
The Titans were on the road 


again Wednesday, Dec. 3 when the: 


team competed with non-confer- 
ence Saint Vincent. 

‘Despite maintaining the lead 
for the majority of the first half, the 
Titans’ role changed as the 
Bearcats controlled most of the 
second half and secured the win, 
61-55. Over the course of the 
game, the Titans committed 30 
turnovers; nearly double that of 
the Bearcats’ 16, 

Dolsak’s role in the game. 
against the Bearcats was similar to 
that of her role against the Purple 
Raiders as she captured her thitd 
career double-double. Dolsak tied 
a career-high 19 points for the sec- 
ond consecutive game and pulled 
down 10 rebounds, 

Brunetti added 16 points, while 
Riley contributed to the Titans 40- 
39 rebound advantage with a ca- 
reer-high 13 rebounds.

My favorite holiday treats are 
the dozens of Christmas cookies 
that come in all flavors, shapes, 
and sizes. Here are some of my fa- 
vorite cookies recipes and also a 
favorite Chex Mix recipe of mine. 


Brownie Crackers 
(recipe by Ellen Govertsen of 
Wheaton, Ill) 

First, in a mixing bowl combine 
one regular size package of fudge 
brownie mix, one cup of all-pur- 
pose flour, one egg, a half of cup of 
water, a fourth a cup of vegetable 
oil Mix the ingredients well. 

Second, place confectioner’s 
sugar in a shallow dish. Scoop a ta- 
blespoon of dough out, roll it into a 
ball arid coat the ball in the sugar. 
Repeat this step until the batter is 
gone. 

Third, place the sugar-coated 
balls two inches apart on a greased 
baking sheet. Bake the cookies at 
350 degrees for 8-10 minutes or

until the cookies are fully cooked. 

Set them on a wire rack to cool 
This recipe makes between four to 
four and a half dozen cookies. 

Try this - When you take the 
cookies out of the oven take cherry 
flavored Hershey Kisses and place 
them in the middle of the cookie 
like you would do with Peanut 
Butter Blossoms. This makes them 
taste like fudgy chocolate covered 
cherry cookies. 


Snickerdoodies 
(unknown) 

First, sift together or stir two 
and three-fourths cups of flour, two 
tablespoons of cream of tartar, one 
teaspoon of baking soda, and a 


fourth of a teaspoon of salt. 

Then in another bow! thor- 
oughly mix one cup of shortening, 
one and a half cups of sugar, and 
two eggs. Once this step is com- 
plete, then mix the dry ingredients 
into the batter. 

Next roll the dough into balls 
the size of walnuts and roll them 
in a mixture of two tablespoons of 
sugar and a tablespoon of cinna- 
mon. 

Place the cookies two ‘inches 
apart on a greased cookie sheet. 
Bake them at 400 degrees for 8-10 
minutes or until lightly brown. 


Caramel Chex Mix 
(wum.chex.com/recipes) 

First, in a large, microwave safe, 
mixing bowl combine four and a 
half cups of Chex cereal. You can 
use Corn Chex, Rice Chex, or a 
combination of both. You could 
also add in a half a cup of mixed 
nuts. 

Second, combine in a saucepan 
over medium heat a fourth of a 
cup of margarine or butter, two ta- 
blespoons of light corn syrup, six 
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tablespoons of packed brown sug- 
ar, and a fourth of a tablespoon of 
vanilla. Let the mixture come to a 
boil and boil for two minutes. 

Third, pour the mixture over 
the Chex cereal and stir. Then, mi- 
crowave the mix for one minute 
and then take it out and stir it 
again. Repeat this step for five min- 
utes. After the fifth time, spread the 
mix out onto a large cookie sheet 
that is layered with a sheet of wax 
paper. 

Let the mix cool. Once the mix 
is cool add M&Ms or chocolate 
chips, if desired, and serve.
